scheduled to be inducted into the Motorcycle Hall of Fame. 
The inductees, who will be formally honored on September 5 
at the AMA-sanctioned Dirt Track “Hall of Fame" Race in 
Springfield, Illinois, will include the following Grand National 
Champions: Chet Dykgraaf (1946), Jimmy Chann (1947-49), Larry 
Headrick (1950), Bobby Hill (1951-52), Bill Tuman (1953), Joe 
Leonard (1954, '56-57), Brad Andres (1955), Carroll Resweber 
(1958-61), Bart Markel (1962, '65-66), Dick Mann (1963, '71), 
Roger Reiman (1964), Gary Nixon (1967-68), Mert Lawwill (1969), 
Gene Romero (1970), Mark Brelsford (1972), Kenny Roberts 
(1973-74), Gary Scott (1975), Steve Eklund (1979), Randy Goss 
(1980, '83), Mike Kidd (1981), Ricky Graham (1982, '84, '93) and 
Bubba Shobert (1985-87); plus two of the biggest stars from the 
earlier Class A era, Jim Davis and Joe Petrali. 
"Our first induction during Labor Day weekend will include 
24 great motorcycling champions," AMHF chairman of the board 
Don Emde said. "Those to be honored include racers who earned 
the AMA's number-one plate during the era when Grand 
National Champions were required to compete in several types

of competition, including dirt track and road racing. When we 
first announced the Motorcycle Hall of Fame in March, we made 
a commitment to induct ‘The First 100’ by the end of the year. 
The luminaries who make up this initial 24 are the only the first 
of the great champions and leaders who will be recognized for 
their significant contributions to American motorcycling." 

Emde also said that the Hall of Fame will eventually recognize 
those who have made significant contributions in all aspects of 
motorcycling, including those who have excelled in motorcycle 
business, history, design and engineering as well as riders and 
racers. 

ESPN motorsports personality Dave Despain, coordinator of 
the Dirt Track Hall of Fame Race, said that all living champions 
on the list of inductees, as well as the appropriate representatives 
of deceased individuals, will be invited to attend. 

"The induction of these great champions will bring together a 
remarkable collection of talent from a golden era of American 
motorcycle racing, when flexibility and a broad range of skills 
were required to earn the coveted AMA number-one plate," 
Despain said. "We honor them as American heroes, but in fact 
they are among the greatest racers the world has ever seen."

Following a belated protest, Guy Cooper 
(KTM) has been stripped of his victory at 
round four of the Australian Supercross 
Championship at Wayville, South Aus- 
tralia, on March 21, according to Cycle 
News correspondent Darryl Flack. Con- 
trary to the Motorcycling Australia rule 
book, Cooper fronted the gates for a re- 
start of the race, although he had been 





lapped before the red flag was displayed. 
Cooper went on to win the restarted race 
from eventual series winner Craig Ander- 
son (Yam), who clinched the title with a 
fourth at Mildura, Victoria, on April 11. 
The original protest was dismissed 
because it wasn't lodged within the 30- 
miniute time limit, but Motorcycling Aus- 
tralia later "reviewed" its decision. 


Unleaded crashes? 





ith just two races gone in the 1998 
Wier Racing World Champi- 
onship, there are concerns over 
the safety aspects of the new unleaded- 
fuel rules. Following a spate of piston 
seizures in early-season testing in addi- 
tion to a number of similar incidents at 
Suzuka on April 5 and Johor on April 19, 
there is growang disquiet among the pad- 
dock. 

One leading fuel supplier went so far 
as to privately distance itself from the 
new unleaded regulations when they 
were announced. After many years of rel- 
atively few piston seizures, it now 
appears the Grand Prix world has turned 
the clock back to the ’60s and '70s when 
such mishaps were the order of the day. 

Following improvements in fuel and 
oil technology in addition to advance- 
ments in piston-ring and engine design, 
metallurgy, variable power valves and 
watercooling, piston seizures dropped 
dramatically from the early '80s onward. 
At the IRTA test at Phillip Island in Janu- 
ary 1998, the new Shell Advance Honda 
squad of Garry McCoy and Juan Borja 
teams experienced many seizures, with 
one observer claiming that the team failed 
to complete a single session due to piston 
seizures. Borja later broke a collarbone 
after a piston seizure threw him off dur- 
ing a second test at the Australian track. 

Following his first 1998 test with Max 
Biaggi at Phillip Island, Marlboro Honda 
500 team boss Erv Kanemoto noted that 
the new rules would pose the biggest 
challenge to every team in 1998 in terms 
of adjusting engine compression and jet- 
ting to suit the unleaded fuel. 

According to one source, the V-twin- 
engined bikes are more susceptible to 
seizures because of their larger squish 
area. And unlike the warning given to 


riders of the '70s, today's pilots often find 
themselves hitting the ground before 
they've got time to react. 

"It's far harder for a rider to hear a 
bike starting to detonate these days 
because of the enormous wind noise," the 
source said. "That's why they call them 
'silent seizures.'" 

While the more experienced operators 
like Kanemoto have been able to adapt to 
the new rules, the source added that 
many teams will face difficulties due to 
the way in which the regulations have 
been framed. "I can see several problems 
with unleaded fuel in high-performance 
two-stroke engines, but more significantly 
with the way the parameters of the FIM 
fuel specifications have been configured. 
For example, the maximum octane rating 
has been set at 102. That's not a problem 
within itself, but that's the’ RON 
(Research Octane Number). What's more 
important is the MON (Motor Octane 
Number), which is set at a maximum of 
90. The MON is very difficult to explain, 
except to say that at that maximum of 90, 
an engine may, and I need to stress this, 
may start to detonate in a worse-case situ- 
ation. To have such a large gap between 
the RON (102) and the MON (90) is very 
surprising." 

Another area of concern is the level of 
benzene, which is set at 5 percent. Ben- 
zene is a known carcinogen and has been 
limited to negligible levels in Formula 
One fuel. While the unleaded fuel has led 
to engines running hotter, causing signifi- 
cantly increased internal parts wear, four- 
time 500cc World Champion Mick 
Doohan has publicly blasted the rules for 
their negative impact on performance and 
for reducing the degree of difficulty of 
taming the once-feared 500.

all victories in 250cc GP racing after pulling off another 
overall win at the French Motocross Grand Prix at Villars-sous- 
Ecot, France, April 26. 

Everts scored maximum points with two wins. 

“I feel really confident," Everts said after crushing his rivals. 
"I'm going to the start line and thinking none of these guys can 
beat me on this track." 

With the win, Everts moves up to 32 250cc GP overall wins, 
while Roberts holds 50 wins. Second place on the all-time win list 
is Torsten Hallman from Sweden, with a tally of 37 overalls, 
which can be realistically passed by Everts this year. 

In France, Everts romped to victory, finishing 17 seconds clear 
of French rider Frederic Bolley, on a Honda, followed by another 
French rider, Sebastien Tortelli, on a Kawasaki. German Pit Beir- 
er, on a Honda, finished fourth, followed by a trio of French rid- 
ers: Mickael Maschio (Yamaha), Yves Demaria (Kawasaki) and 
Pierrick Paget (Honda). 

In the second moto, things were closer as Everts had only five 
seconds on Tortelli for his second win. Beirer climbed up a notch 
to third, followed by Bolley, Demaria and Maschio. 

American Tallon Vohland had a miserable day. After crashing 
twice, the Yamaha rider retired from the first moto on the fourth 
lap. 

"| crashed in the first turn after hitting Beirer,” he said. "He 
moved left just as I went for a line. I got up in last place, then 
crashed again when I hit a tree stump. I fell down a slope and

could not get myself up. Also, I hit my head then found out the 
front brake was locked on, so it was impossible to go on.” 

Although he fared better in the second, he wasn't satisfied 
with his 10th-place finish. "I don't know what it was," Vohland 
said. "I just wasn't there, my rhythm was not good and riders 
were going by me. I could not do anything. It was very frustrat- 
ing." 

Everts padded his series points lead to 147 over Tortelli's 129. 
Beirer is currently third with 97, and Vohland is holding onto 
fourth with 80 points. 

In Schwanenstadt, Austria, April 26, for round three of the 
World Championship 500cc MX Series, German Husqvarna rider 
Bernd Eckenbach scored the overall win with a 3-1. His team- 
mate Darryll King won the first moto, followed by Sweden's 
Peter Johansson (Yamaha) some eight seconds back. Eckenbach 
took third, followed by Great Britain's Rob Herring and Austria's 
Erwin Machlinger, both of whom were riding Hondas. 

King's brother Shayne King chased Eckenbach to the finish in 
the second moto but came up less than a second short to finish 
second after posting a 10th in the first moto. Following his sev- 
enth-place showing in the first moto, Husaberg's Joel Smets 
climbed to third, followed by Johansson and Machlinger. Overall, 
the race went to Eckenbach, followed by Johansson, Darryll King 
and Smets. 

Darryll King leads the series points chase with 93. Smets is 
second with 74 and Eckenbach is third with 67. ;

Reigning 125cc World Enduro Champi- 
on Shane Watts will not defend his title 
this year after suffering extensive knee 
damage in the second round of the 
series in Spain recently. The Australian, 
who also competed in the United States 
last year, tore ligaments in the knee dur- 
ing a special test in Spain. It was the 
same knee that he injured last year, forc- 
ing him to undergo surgery and miss 
the last two rounds of the World Cham- 
pionship and also the Paris-Dakar Rally.

Four-time World Champion Mick 
Doohan made an embarrassing Formula 
One debut when he crashed Jacque Vil- 
leneuve's Winfield Williams V-10 FW20 in 
to a safety barrier at Catalunya last Tues- 
day, reports Cycle News contributor Darryl 
Flack. The 32-year-old Australian was tak- 
ing part in a one-off promotional test drive 
with rally champ Tommi Makinen when 
the accident happened just four corners 
into his drive. "I took it pretty easy, I 
guess; then coming out of turn four, I got a 
little bit aggressive with the throttle," 
Doohan said at a press conference. “1 
thought it was in a straight line, but the 
thing just spun. Jacques said later, ‘Did 
you hit the brakes?’ But that didn't enter 
my mind because when a bike spins, 
you're flying through the air and you can't 
hit a brake! Had I hit the brakes, I possibly 
wouldn't have hit the wall. It's definitely 
not a good feeling hitting the wall, then sit- 
ting in the middle of the track with a bro- 
ken car after four corners, I can tell you." 
For his part, Makinen made it just 150 feet 
farther than Doohan before he too spun 
the red Williams the following day. 


Paolo Casoli and his Ducati emerged 
from the recent three-day Pirelli Super- 
sport test in Albacete, Spain, with the 
fastest lap - a 1:35.70.

AMA 250cc Supercross Series on ABC's 
Wide World of Sports caught a lot of peo- 
ple's attention, according to the Seals 
Communications Corporation, who, 
along with PACE Motor Sports, produced 
the one-hour TV special. 

The show, narrated by Paul Page, who 
is known as the voice of Indy car racing, 
and David Bailey, along with floor 
announcers Art Eckman and Davey 
Coombs, received a 2.7 overnight rating, 
which translates into roughly 2.7 million 
households that watched the next-day air- 
ing of the Dallas Supercross on network 
TV, a first in the sport's 25-year history. In 
comparison, the lead-in NASCAR race, 
aired live from Talladega, showed a 4.7 
overnight rating, which meant that the 


supercross show held about 50 percent of 
the NASCAR audience. 

"That's an impressive run," said Matt 
Dill of Seals Communication. “A 2.7 rat- 
ing is successful in the networks' eyes - a 
1 or 1.5 might not be worth it, but when 
you crack 2 and are approaching 3, that's 
good.” 

Although the final Nielsen ratings 
haven't been confirmed yet, according to 
Dill, that 2.7 rating could go up - but not 
down. ' 

^We are completely impressed," Pat 
Shutte of PACE Motor Sports said. “Еѕре- 
cially when you look at what we were up 
against - it aired during one NHL hockey 
and two NBA basketball playoff games. 
Overall, this shows the popularity of 
supercross if we can pull off a rating like 
this. Yes, we're very happy."

Stereotyping 


I have been riding dirt bikes for over 15 
years. While not quite as long as Skip 
Bradley (Voices, Issue #15, April 22), I 
believe I know a thing or two about the 
stereotypes associated with our sport. I 
also know a thing or two about the 
gang-member stereotype that he assigns 
to baggy riding clothing - I am a deputy 
prosecuting attorney whose specialty is 
to prosecute members of criminal street 
gangs. 

I find it ironic that Bradley would 
complain about overcoming stereo- 
types, and then in nearly the same 
breath do everything in his power to 
further one by associating baggy 
freestyle gear with gang members. As a 
criminal-justice professional with over 
two years' experience studying and 
prosecuting gang members, I can tell 
your readers that gang members' style 
of-dress and the manner in which they 
represent themselves has evolved into 
anything but the stereotype portrayed 
by Bradley. In other words, a gang 
member is not identified simply by his 
baggy pants; and because someone 
wears baggy clothing does not identify 
them as a gang member. 

I find attitudes such as the one con- 
veyed by Bradley irresponsible and 
dangerous. One of the hallmarks of the 
sport of motorcycling is the very free- 
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dom that we experience every time we 
throw a leg over a bike. As an avid 
motocrosser, my favorite form of 
expression, no matter how lousy I might 
be at conveying it, is grabbing big air. I 
find the free-riding gear to be comfort- 
able and expressive of just enough of 
the nonconformist inside of me to make 
the activity of riding, racing and jump- 
ing the perfect release. I cannot imagine 
motocross, dirt bikes or motorcycling in 
general as anything but the perfect form 
of self-expression and downright fun. 

I do not condone behavior that tar- 
nishes the image of our sport. I also do 
not condone words which fuel negative 
stereotypes. You never know, the next 
rider you meet under those baggy 
clothes just might be a lawyer - but if 
they're not, just be glad that no matter 
who they are, they are out there enjoy- 
ing the sport and helping it to grow.

gem verybody wanted to win this one. 
Team Honda’s Ezra Lusk want- 

zzz ed to win the Dallas Supercross to 
keep his supercross title hopes alive. 
Chaparral Yamaha’s Jeremy McGrath 
wanted nothing more than to clinch his 
unprecedented fifth AMA Supercross 
title on network television, as the race 
was going to be taped live for next-day 
coverage on ABC’s Wide World of 
Sports. Yamaha’s Doug Henry wanted 
to put his Yamaha into the winner's cir- 
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cle and give his four-stroke machine 
some national exposure. And Team 
Suzuki desperately wanted to put at 
least one of its riders - Larry Ward or 
Mickael Pichon - on the podium and on 
television to perhaps help salvage what 


has been a somewhat disappointing 


supercross season for the team. 

But when all was said and done, it 
was Lusk, on his Mike Gosselaur-tuned 
Honda CR250, who proved that he 
wanted to win just a little bit more than 
everybody else, as he ignored the pain 
of a separated shoulder and went on to 
win his fourth supercross race of the 
year in front of a record 40,127 super-

cross fans at Texas Stadium. The Geor- 
gian took the checkered flag some five 
seconds clear of McGrath, lapping up to 
12th place in the process. 
Unfortunately for Lusk, the win 
wasn't enough to prevent McGrath from 
clinching his fifth AMA Supercross title 
and giving Yamaha its first SX title since 
1980, when Mike Bell won the champi- 
onship. It was also McGrath's first title 
with tuner Randy Lawrence. Lusk's 
plans going into the Dallas race were 








simple: to 
win and hope 
that McGrath fin- 
ished third or worse, thus preventing 
McGrath from clinching the title before 
the series finale at Las Vegas next week. 
Lusk's plans worked only halfway, as 
he did his part by coming from behind 
to win, but he could do nothing about 
McGrath's second-place and title-clinch- 
ing ride. 

“1 suffered tonight; I don't know 
what to say," Lusk said. "I had an ice 
pack on my shoulder all day. Man, I 
don't know what to say - I gave it 100 
percent. I took it all the way to the end 
until he wrapped it up. At least I can go 
home and say I gave it 100 percent. Next 
year, if I stay healthy, they're going to 
have problems." 

For McGrath, his fifth SX title was 
sweet revenge. 

"There were a lot of people who 
didn't think I could do it (win the SX 
title) again," said McGrath who last won 
the crown in 1996. "They thought Jere- 
my McGrath was washed up, (and) this 
championship is for all the people who 
said that. I want everyone who thought 
that I was washed up, thought that I 
was old, thought that I couldn't do it 
again to eat crow, 'cause I knew I had it 
in me. I just had to get the right combi- 
nation, and the puzzle was put together, 
and we did it." 9 

So how does McGrath compare this 
championship with his previous four? 

“It's different," he answered. "It's a 
different championship than all of them. 
It's sweet revenge for sure." 

“It feels great," said Chaparral/ 
Yamaha team owner Dave Damron, "to 
win a championship in only our third 
year. I mean, Jeremy is a lot of it, no 
doubt about it. All we did was give him 
an opportunity to be at a comfortable 
place, got the right bike underneath 
him, and he did the rest. We're very 
happy. What a commercial for us; that's 
why we're here. Now we're going to 
win both outdoors (titles) - 125 and 
250." 

Giving it his best shot, challenging 
both Lusk and then McGrath for the 
lead for the first half of the race, was 
third-place finisher Doug Henry. Henry 
had the television executives smiling as 
he kept things interesting for the first 10 
or so laps. He passed Lusk for second 
early on, then came up and challenged 
McGrath for the lead. The two riders 
battled back and forth on the slick and 
tough Dallas track; then Lusk came back 
up and passed them both. From that 
point on, Henry seemed to give up the 
fight as he dropped off the lead pace 
ever so slightly, seemingly content to 
finish on the podium for the third time 
this year. 

“1 got a good start and had a lot of 
fun," Henry said. "The four-stroke was 
working really good tonight and I'm 
glad to get on the podium. I made a cou- 
ple of mistakes and that took a lot out of 
me, so I just tried to ride consistent the 
second half of the race. A little conserva- 
tive, but it worked out okay." 

Finishing fourth was Lusk's Honda 
teammate Steve Lamson, who battled 
with Honda of Troy's Mike Craig for 
most of the race. Craig was running 


fourth on the 16th lap when he bobbled 
in the whoops and handed that spot to 
Lamson. Craig held on to fifth, just 
ahead of Suzuki's top-placing rider, 
Larry Ward, who, like many, struggled 
in an exceptionally brutal section of 
whoops. Ward held down fourth for the 
first half of the race before both Craig 
and Lamson got him. 

Finishing seventh was Mike LaRocco 
on the Factory Connection/Jack in the 
Box/O'Neal Honda. The former 250 and 
500cc National MX Champion started 
off in sixth and then slipped back to 
eighth before finishing in seventh. 

After tangling with another rider 
right after the first turn, Hughes 
climbed from 15th to eighth, while 
Honda of Troy's Mike Brown checked in 
with ninth. 

Coming off a season-high eighth at 
the previous week's Charlotte Super- 
cross, Canadian Jean-Sebastien Roy 
backed that up with another strong 
showing, placing 10th at Dallas, while 
Kawasaki of Carrollton's Cliff Palmer 
rode well for 11th. 

Once again, Jimmy Button, on the 
Chaparral/Mazda Yamaha, struggled. 
Already riding with a sore wrist and 
thumb which he injured earlier in the 
week, Button crashed on the first lap 
and crashed again later on, reinjuring 
his thumb. But he forged on and sal- 
vaged 12th-place points. 

Team Suzuki's Mickael Pichon, who 
nearly pulled off the main-event 
holeshot, finished 13th after crashing on 
the sixth lap. The Suzuki rider had just 
passed his teammate Ward for fourth 
when he went down. 

Yamaha rider Jeff Dement of Texas 
finished 14th, followed by Kawasaki of 
Mexico/Tecate's Pedro Gonzalez, 
Kawasaki of Carrollton's Grayson 
Goodman, GRP/Munn Racing's Cory 
Keeney, Great Lakes Airlines' Heath 
Voss and SMP/Kawasaki rider Mike 
Jones. Pulling up the rear after crashing 
out of the race on the fourth lap was 
Kawasaki of Mexico-supported Jeff 
Matiasevich. 

With just one race left in the 16-race 
series, McGrath leaves Dallas with a 26- 
point lead over Lusk, thus clinching the 
title with one point to spare. Lusk also 
put a lock on second place in the series 
because his nearest rival, Team Yama- 
ha's Kevin Windham, failed to earn any 


points at Dallas after crashing in a semi . 


and separating his shoulder. (See 
Briefly...) 


HEATS 


Things looked good for Windham, 
however, in the first heat race, as he 
jumped out to an early lead, followed by 
Lusk, Hughes, Pichon, Gonzalez and 
Henry. Windham opened up a comfort- 





able lead and looked to be headed for an 
easy win - but, as they say, looks can be 
deceiving. On the third lap, Windham 
got out of shape in the 20-whoop-long 
section that gave riders fits all night 
long and couldn't reel his bike back in 
before going down, and Lusk, Hughes 
and Henry all got by. A couple of laps 
later, while running fourth, Windham 
went down again when his back end 
slid out in a turn. 

When Windham went down the first 
time, Lusk inherited a huge lead and 
cruised on to victory. 

Henry, meanwhile, charged hard the 
whole race, getting around Pichon, Gon- 
zalez and Hughes, and he put a lock on 
the number-two position. A distant 
third ended up going to Hughes, fol- 
lowed a little ways back by Pichon and 
then Windham. Gonzalez settled for 
sixth. 

McGrath was certainly on a title- 
clinching pace in the second heat race, 
which was controlled early on by 
Brown. It was McGrath's race, however, 
as the Chaparral/1-800-COLLECT/ 
Mazda Yamaha rider took the point on 
the second lap and pulled away for 
good. 

Brown held down the second-place 
position for a while before dropping 
back a few positions, and his teammate 


‚ Craig was also among the leaders before 


he crashed in the whoops. 

Meanwhile, Button found himself in 
second, but right behind him were a bat- 
tling Ward and LaRocco. This three-way 
fight went down to the finjsh, with 
LaRocco and Ward trading places a cou- 
ple of times on the last lap. When it was 
all over, the conflict for second went 
Button's way, and he was closely fol- 
lowed across the finish line by LaRocco 
and Ward. 


SEMIS 


Windham again jumped out to an 
early lead in the first semi but would 
suffer a bad case of déjà vu when he 
came off a triple jump and endoed off 
the track on the third lap. Just as he did 
last week at Charlotte, Windham went 
down hard and was slow to his feet 
after hitting his head on the hard 
ground and banging up his shoulder. 
Windham would slowly walk off the 
track fairly certain he would not return 
for the last-chance qualifier. 

Meanwhile, well-liked local rider Jeff 
Dement found himself in the lead and 
managed to hold off Matiasevich, a rider 
with whom Dement had tangled in their 
earlier heat race, to score a popular win. 
Third went to SMP Kawasaki's Jones, 
followed by Gonzalez and Honda rider 
Heath Voss. 

It was a Honda 1-2-3 show in the sec- 
ond 250cc semi, with Honda of Troy rid-

ers Craig and Brown jumping into the 
first- and second-place positions and 
Lamson settling into third. Craig made a 
half-hearted attempt to challenge his 
teammate for the lead but was content 
taking second and buying a ticket to the 
main, as Brown rode on to victory. Lam- 
son circulated the track in third and fin- 
ished there. Fourth went to Palmer, 
while fifth went to the Two Wheels 
Kawasaki /MSR-supported Roy. 


LAST-CHANCE QUALIFIER 


Texan Grayson Goodman gave the 
partisan crowd something to cheer 
about as he passed Tom Morgan Rac- 
ing's Ryan Terlecki halfway through the 
race before riding on to victory. In his 
wake, Goodman left Terlecki, Kory 
Keeney and Jason Thomas, among oth- 
ers, to fight for the final transfer posi- 
tion. 

The battle for second came to a head 
on the last lap when Keeney and Terlec- 
ki locked handlebars in the whoops, 
with both riders going down. Keeney 
won the race to get back to his feet and 
went on to finish second for a hard- 
earned trip to the main. 


MAIN 


In the 250cc main, which featured a 
record 12 privateer riders, McGrath, 
Pichon, Lusk and Henry all vied for the 
holeshot, with McGrath, Lusk and 








Pichon entering the turn nearly side by 
side by side. Pichon drifted wide, and 
McGrath and Lusk cut underneath him. 
Lusk came out of the turn a half-bike- 
length ahead of McGrath, but by the 
time the first lap was completed, it was 
McGrath leading the way, followed by 
Lusk, Henry, Ward, Pichon, LaRocco, 
Craig and Lamson. 

Lusk began challenging McGrath for 
the lead right away, while Henry eyed 
the Honda rider from behind. Lusk soon 
lost a few steps on McGrath and had 
Henry breathing down his neck. On the 
third lap, Lusk surrendered second place 
to Henry when the Honda rider bobbled 
in the whoops, lost momentum and sud- 
denly found himself a distant third. 

“At first, the guys set a pretty good 
pace," Lusk said of the first few laps. "I 
didn't really have all my lines together 


and didn't really feel that strong. I bob- 
bled a little bit in the whoops; as tough 
as they are, if you lose a little bit of 
ground, you lose a whole straight- 
away." ; 

On the sixth lap, Pichon passed Ward 
for fourth but crashed hard over a table- 
top jump shortly thereafter. The Suzuki 
rider was slow to his feet and would 
eventually finish an unlucky 13th. 

Meanwhile, up front, McGrath 
seemed to be in control and enjoying a 
few seconds on Henry, but the Yamaha 
rider eventually turned up the boost 
and chased down the leader, who made 
a few mistakes of his own in the 
whoops, allowing Henry to get uncom- 
fortably close. Soon, Henry was chal- 
lenging for the lead. With the help of a 
lapped rider, Henry moved to the inside 
of McGrath and shot into the lead while 
McGrath was squeezed out wide by the 
lapper. 

Before the lap was over, however, 
McGrath passed Henry back through a 
whoop section, but Henry retaliated a 
lap after that. Another lap went by with 
Henry out in front, and then McGrath 
made another pass in the whoops. 
While all this was going on, Lusk 
sneaked up and eventually zapped 
Henry for second. 

“I looked for lines, found a lot of 
good lines and tried to be smooth," 
Lusk said. 
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off the pace, while Lusk set his sights on 
McGrath, whom he passed a lap later 
through a turn. McGrath decided he 
wanted no part of Lusk and let the 
Honda rider go. 

“I felt really good but got kind of hot 
and tired out there battling with Doug," 
McGrath admitted. "It was hot and 
humid in there. I figured, when Lusk 
came on me and passed me, that rather 
than go crazy and try to win the race, it 
would be better to be safe than sorry. 

"| kind of know Doug's style," 
McGrath said of the would-be spoiler. 
"Doug rides really fast, hard, but with a 
long track like this, I didn't think he 
could last. Hey, 1 had my tough times 
lasting, too, so I figured if I just hung in 
there, didn't fall down, I would finish 
behind Ezra." 

That he did. Lusk pulled out to a 
five-second lead to record his fourth win 
of the year. 

“I rode so calm out there, I never got 
tense one time," Lusk said. "I felt great. 
Honda provided me with a great bike, 
and I'm very, very thankful. 

"Jeremy's been here (with the title) 
five times in his career," Lusk said from 
the podium. “I can only dream of doing 
that - right now, I can only dream of 
winning one." €N

Dowd's 
sentimental 
journey

IRVING, TX, APR. 25 
f the Western Regional 125cc Super- 
[= Series were а novel, perhaps по 
one could have written a better end- 
ing than what played out at the final 
round of the championship series at 
Texas Stadium. 

After six races, the West Coast title 
basically came down to one last race 
and two riders - 32-year-old sentimental 
favorite John Dowd and 20-year-old ris- 
ing star David Vuillemin. For all intents 
and purposes, whoever won the 15-lap 


final between the two would take home - 


the number-one plate, and both Dowd 
and Vuillemin wanted it badly. This was 
clearly evident as both riders dominated 


„their respective heat races as they pre- 


pared for the winner-take-all final. And 
when that time came, it was Dowd who 








fired the first shot by grabbing the 
holeshot on his Brian Barry-tuned Team 
Yamaha YZ125. 

Vuillemin never had a chance. The 
young French rider was pinched off 
down the start straight and rounded the 
first turn near the middle of the 22-rider 
pack. While Dowd had clear sailing 
ahead of him, Vuillemin had no choice 
but to take chances and pass as many 
riders as he could - quickly. His luck ran 
out on the second lap, when he crashed 
while attempting a risky pass on fifth- 
placed Shaun Perolio, all but dashing 
any hopes he had of winning the West- 
ern Regional 125cc Supercross title. 
Instead, that honor went to New Eng- 
land's Dowd, who, when the chips were 
down, buckled down and rode a smart, 
methodical race, winning the main with 
room to spare over Honda of Troy's 
Stephane Roncada, who himself had an 
outside chance at the title. 

Everyone was happy for Dowd - 
even Vuillemin and Roncada, who were 
some of the first to congratulate Dowd 
on his achievement. As one could imag-

ine, Dowd, who won his first 250cc main 
the previous week at Charlotte, was 
thrilled at having pulled off his first 
major title. 

"It feels really good, especially to go 
out on a race like that,” Dowd said. “I’m 
pretty happy with myself, as far as the 
way I was able to stay cool out there. I 
was nervous all day. Over and over in 
my head, I kept saying, “АП right, it's 
just another race, I don't.care what hap- 
pens, I'm just going to let whatever hap- 
pens happen.’ It worked out. I’m pretty 
stoked right now." 

When asked how winning the 125cc 
title compared to his 250cc win at Char- 
lotte, Dowd said: "That was definitely 
cool, winning the 250 race, but it was 
kind of like a whole different situation. 
There was no pressure there - just a

Team Honda's Ezra Lusk was still racing іп а lot of pain at Dallas. After 
making a last-minute decision to race the previous week at Charlotte, 
Lusk again decided to race at Dallas in order to keep his title hopes alive. 
Lusk separated his shoulder while practicing a few days after the Pontiac 
Supercross and the shoulder is still sore. “He came in after practice 
today and was nearly in tears, he was in so much pain," said a Team 
Honda crew member. "It's sore," Lusk said of the shoulder. "It's stiffer 
than it was last week." Lusk also said before the night's race program 
that if Jeremy McGrath clinched tlie series title at Dallas, he would sit out 
the final round of the series at Las Vegas to let his shoulder heal and get 
ready for. the National MX Series opener at Glen Helen, May -10. After 
winning, however, Lusk said, “We'll talk it over.” 


Team Chaparral/Mazda/Yamaha's Jimmy Button was also racing in 
pain.

After racing the opening two rounds of the World Championship 125¢c 
MX Series rounds in Europe, Frenchman David Vuillemin made the 
journey to Texas.to race for the Western Regional 125cc Supercross title.

Vuillemin, on the FMF Yamaha, 
scored a confidence-inspiring win in the 
first 125cc heat race, but he had to pass a 
few riders first. 

Kawasaki rider Isaiah Johnson, from 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, pulled a 
giant holeshot ahead of F&S 
Suzuki/Papa Joe’s Tommy Clowers, 
Casey Johnson, Roncada and Vuillemin, 
who quickly started working on the rid- 
ers ahead of him. Vuillemin caught up 
to Isaiah Johnson by the third lap, 
pulling Roncada along with him. 

Vuillemin opened up a lead of a few 
second on Roncada, which he held to 
the finish. Casey Johnson moved up to 
third by the finish, while Isaiah Johnson 
finished off his fine ride in fourth, close- 
ly followed by Clowers. The rest of the 
first nine qualifiers included KTM’s Guy 
Cooper, FMF/Honda’s Danny Smith, 
Suzuki Support rider Tyler Evans and 
Stiffie/Suzuki's Jeff Willoh. 

Dowd gave his confidence a boost as 
well, winning the second heat race over 
Stiffie/Suzuki's Perolio. Dowd: was in 
control for most of the race except for 
one brief bobble early on that let Perolio 
get close. 

"| just made a few mistakes, rode a 
little tight," Dowd said. 

Dowd, however, settled down and 
pulled away for the win, followed by 
Perolio, Pingree and Ramsey. Rounding 
out the top-nine qualifiers were Brian 
Deegan, Kawasaki rider Jeff Baker, 
Honda-mounted Ryan Duff and Suzu- 
ki's Ryan Huffman. 

In the last-chance qualifier, where 








the top four riders fill the final transfer 
positions, it was Motoworld Yamaha's 
Greg Schnell who scored a wire-to-wire 
win, but the race for second through 
fourth was a fight to the finish. Erick 
Vallejo, Josh Demuth and Jason Thomas 
were, at one point, all in a position to 
transfer, but separate crashes would 
stop them from making the evening's 
show. 

Instead, it was FMF/Honda's Jason 
McCormick keeping it on two wheels to 
finish second, while F&S Suzuki's Travis 
Preston and Joseph Oehlhof were happy 
taking third and fourth.

Perolio officially pulled the holeshot 
in the 15-lap feature, but Dowd had con- 
trol shortly after the first turn. Roncada 
also slipped his Honda by Perolio's 
Suzuki, while Dostal put his Suzuki into 
fourth. In the middle of the pack but 
quickly moving, up was Vuillemin. 

The French rider wasted little time 
passing riders in hopes of catching 
Dowd. By the second lap, Vuillemin had 
already positioned his Yamaha into 
fourth and was looking for a way 
around Perolio. The impatient 
Vuillemin, however, launched off a dou- 
ble jump and into a turn, hoping to 
squeeze by Perolio. Instead, Vuillemin 
jumped into Perolio and both riders 


went down, costing them both a number 


of positions. 

“1 was on the inside and he (Perolio) 
jumped from the left side to the right 
side, and he caught my swingarm," 
Vuillemin said. “We went down, and I 
broke off the front brake line and had to 
ride the rest of the race without a front 
brake." 

After that incident, Vuillemin had a 
new agenda - to salvage second in the 
series, and that meant finishing among 
the top five. 

“I knew I had to get fifth to keep sec- 
ond place in the series," Vuillemin said.

"I caught up and did that, so I'm 
happy.” 

Dowd said he was at first unaware 
that Vuillemin had gone down. “It was 
just as well that I didn’t know,” he said, 
“because that was what I was trying not 
to do: think about him - just race the 
track. I thought that was going to be my 
best way to do it out there.” 

By the 10th lap, the title was Dowd's 
to lose, as he held a commanding lead 
over Roncada, and a little way back in 
third followed Ramsey, who was keep- 
ing plenty of distance between himself 
and fourth-placed Dostal. 

Dostal, however, had his hands full 
with Casey Johnson, who eventually got 
by him late in the race, as did Vuillemin, 
making the top-five finishing order 
Dowd, Roncada, Ramsey, Casey John- 
son and Vuillemin. 

On the last lap, the usually straight- 
and-level Dowd performed a couple of 
aerial tricks, including a heel-clicker, in 
celebration.

Lights, camera, 
action... 


There was a bit more excitement in the air at this year’s Dallas 
Supercross, as the event was going to be aired on network television for 
the first time in the series’ 25-year history. On Sunday, the day after the 
Dallas Supercross, the race was, in fact, televised, live-to-tape, in a one- 
hour special on ABC’s Wide World of Sports, following live coverage of 
the NASCAR race from Talladega. 

Like hosts preparing for a dinner party, PACE Motorsports made 
sure the Texas Stadium and race personnel looked good for the ABC 
Sports cameras. New dirt was purchased for this year’s race, and all the 
mechanics entering the signal area on the track were required to wear 
AMA-approved collared shirts or, even better, collared team shirts; 
after-all, it was projected Saturday afternoon that the Dallas Supercross 
race would be piped into approximately 4 million homes. 

To cover all the racing action, 17 cameras were used, including a 
уаш boom camera (located near the first turn), a roof camera and 

two helmet cameras. Also used was a helicopter that hovered over the 
stadium айа filmed during the 250cc main event through the large 
opening in the stadium's roof. 





Becker of getting supercross on network television. "We've had a lot of 
support from the manufacturers, the sponsors, and with a little luck, 
Talladega will go as planned, and we'll ride on for an hour show. 

"Between me, Charlie (Mancuso) and Roy Janson, we've been dis- 
cussing how to get on the network for about two years. Working with 
Lou Seals and the production company, we approached ESPN2 and 
said, 'Hey guys, we want to go to your sister station, ABC, and try this 
thing out. It's taken us about two years and close to half a million 
bucks, and here we are. And we're ready for it. 

"The industry deserves it,” Becker added. “The industry has sup- 
ported it, and I think the riders are jazzed about it. We brought in new 
dirt for Dallas, which is a pretty substantial cost; we've got a great day, 
and we think it will be a great day for the sport." 

As for the future, Becker said, “If we get the numbers, PACE is 


` going to step up to the plate and get two or three of these things a year. 


You never know, hopefully in five years this could be a network pro- 
gram and we're running every Sunday afternoon. That's our goal. So 
we're setting our goals pretty high; you can't reach your goals unless 
you set them high. We're after it. 

“With the support we got out of the OEMs, Toyota, and other spon- 
sors, we're going to look for that support in the future. I think we have 
a product we can sell and to get some exposure for all of us, for every- 
body involved - the aftermarket companies, all the riders, all the OEMs, 
PACE. It's a big step for us, and I'm glad we're here."

ay what you will about Willow 
Springs International Raceway, 
Ё but there is no denying that it pro- 
ed one hell of an AMA Superbike 
National. With as many as seven riders 
running nose to tail for the majority of 
the race, it finally came down to just two 
on the final dash to the flag: Miguel 
DuHamel vs. Anthony Gobert. 

Gobert and his Vance & Hines Ducati 
led the entire final lap until the final 200 
yards - that's when DuHamel and his 
American Honda-backed RC45 drafted 
past to take the win. Margin of victory: 
.065 of a second. 

The win was DuHamel's second in a 
row and the 19th of his career, moving 
him to within one of tying Fred Merkel 
at the top of the all-time AMA Super- 
bike career-win list. It also bolstered 
DuHamel's chances of moving into con- 
tention for the AMA Superbike crown. 
The French Canadian now trails cham- 
pionship points leader Mat Mladin by 
22 points - but there are 10 rounds 
remaining in the series. 

It was a race that left nearly everyone 
feeling pretty good. 

Although many were apprehensive 
about the AMA returning to Willow 
Springs after a seven-year hiatus - and 
high winds in the Antelope Valley dur- 
ing Friday's and Saturday's qualifying 
did little to encourage them - Sunday 
was a chamber-of-commerce type of day 
in the desert town of Rosamond. Bril- 
liant sunshine, clear skies and only a 
light breeze made race day at Willow 
one to remember. And the race itself 
was even better. 

Fast tracks usually provide the clos- 
est racing, and they don't get much 
faster than Willow Springs - "The 
Fastest Road in the West." They also 
don't get much closer than the Super- 
bike National that ran at Willow today. 

Although DuHamel and Gobert 
proved to have just a little bit more than 
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the others did right at the end, for the 
majority of the race it was anybody’s 
guess as to who would come out on top. 
Gobert, DuHamel and Mladin were the 
only ones to cross the start/finish line 
with the lead, but several others were 
always in tow. 

With five laps to go, Gobert and 
DuHamel made a bit of a break, with 
DuHamel turning the fastest lap of the 
тасе оп the 20th lap - a 1:21.165. With 
three laps to go, the pair were almost 
two seconds clear and it was apparent 
that one of these two would win. Exact- 
ly which one was in question until the 
final few hundred yards - that’s when 
the top speed of the Honda made the 
difference and DuHamel was able to 
draft by the helpless Gobert to take the 
win 

“Obviously, if I didn’t pass him 
before nine, that was what I was going 
to try to do,” DuHamel said after scor- 
ing his 19th career victory. “He came 
out of nine good, but I got a good drive 
on him, got a bit of a draft and pulled 
up to the side. The bike was real fast. 
Ray Plumb did a good job with that 
engine, and Al Ludington did a good 
job on making the bike good since Mon- 
terey.” 

Gobert could do nothing but watch. 

“Really, the Honda had a little bit on 
us in top speed,” Gobert said. “Apart 
from that, come race time it’s really hard 
because we seem to be gearing the bike 
for the qualifying tire. They gear it for 
that, and I noticed that it was out of 
power a bit coming up out of turn two 
and a little bit here. When I was behind 
the guys it was good, but when I was 
out front it was lagging a bit. It was just 
one of those racing things. I had a good 
race, I feel good and I’m glad to be on 
the podium again after a couple of bad 
races.” 

Third place went to pole sitter 
Mladin and the Yoshimura Suzuki. The 
Australian had his turn at the front, but 
he knew he was going to be in for a 
tough fight. Lacking the top speed of the 
Honda and Ducati, Mladin had to rely 
on the draft. Once he lost it, his chance 
for victory was gone. But he did manage 
to leave Willow Springs with the lead in 
the AMA Superbike National Champi- 
onship.

With four of 14 rounds completed, 
Mladin leads Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug 
Chandler by just three points, 120-117, 
with Gobert gaining ground in third 
with 113 points. 

So where was Chandler today? Fifth 
and somewhat fortunate to be there, the 
defending Superbike National Champi- 
on didn't have.a good time of it at Wil- 
low Springs. Struggling from the start 








with a front-end push through turns 
two, eight and nine, Chandler qualified 
a lowly 15th. On Sunday morning, how- 
ever, he was back on the pace, lapping 
just fractions of a second slower than 
DuHamel-and Mladin in the warmup 
session after curing the front-end prob- 
lem with a steering-head-angle change. 
Still, he had to start from the fourth row 
of the grid. Despite the.problems, Chan-

dler charged through, patiently picking 
off riders one by one until he was very 
near the tail of the lead group. At the 
finish line he was just behind the fourth- 
placed Honda RC45 of Ben Bostrom - 
and relieved to leave the desert with 
fifth-place points when things had 
appeared to be on the verge of disaster. 
Harley-Davidson's Pascal Picotte had 
his best outing ever on the VR1000, fin- 








ishing sixth and also running with the 
lead pack for most of the race. Though 
the VR 15 still a few horsepower down, 
Picotte was able to parlay hard riding 
and the draft into a solid finishing posi- 
tion. 

Seventh place went to the man who 
had many sitting up and taking notice 
of his efforts - Steve Rapp. The former 
AFM Champion from Northern Califor- 
nia took advantage of a good situation 
when he was chosen to replace the 
injured Thomas Stevens on the second 
Vance & Hines Ducati (see Briefly). 
Rapp not only qualified sixth in what 
was his first-ever outing on a superbike, 
but in the race he looked like he 
belonged there. He ran with the leaders, 
passed all of them at one point or anoth- 
er, and ran as high as second at one

Yoshimura Suzuki's Mat Mladin (right) is starting to make a 
habit of this pole-position stuff. Just a week after earning his 
second pole position of the season, Mladin went out and earned 
number three with a record-setting lap at Willow Springs Inter- 
national Raceway. 

The Australian clicked off his 1:20.626 lap on Friday after- 
noon, and neither he nor anyone else could better it on-a cold 
and windy session on Saturday afternoon. Mladin, who lapped 
at 1:20.1 during preseason testing at Willow, was surprised that 
no one went better on Saturday. Still, he was pleased to have 
grabbed the pole, the lap record, and the championship point 
that goes with it. It was a point that moved him into a tie for the 
Superbike Championship lead with Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug 
Chandler. 

“It was good enough to get the pole," Mladin said. “I was 
lucky because a couple of guys went a little bit quicker today. I 
wasn't even going to go out until a few minutes to go. Then I 
saw a 20.7 for Anthony (Gobert) and I didn't know what that 
would be on the clock, so I thought I might go out and have a 
go. But I screwed it up anyway. Actually, I didn't screw it up - I 
just couldn't do it today. That's it. I just didn't feel good. Lucki- 
ly, no one went quicker, because I wouldn't be on pole if they 

did!” 

Mladin is obviously pleased with his Suzuki, and it isn't tak- 
ing much to get it ready from week to week. He's been on pole 
position at every race this year with the exception of Daytona. 

"The bike's pretty much the same as when we rolled it out of 
the truck,” Mladin said. “We tested here a few weeks ago, and 
it’s been the same all weekend. We tried a couple of things 
today because basically my quickest lap around here was on the 
10th lap of the first session yesterday - on race tires. We thought 
we might as well start changing things to see if we could find a 
bit of time. We lost time, if anything. So we tuned ourselves to a 
standstill. We'll go-back to what we know is pretty good for 
tomorrow morning, and just go out and do a few laps. To tell 
the truth, I expected people to go faster than what we all went. 
We came here a few weeks ago and it was pretty windy, and I 
know how fast I went. I never thought a mid-20 would get me 
on the pole. It must just be windier, I don't know. I just didn't 
think that would be the time for the pole - I was surprised." 

Although Mladin's best time came from Friday's session, he 
was mostly alone in doing so. The others had their best laps on 
Saturday, including the rider who would sit next to Mladin on 
the front row - Vance & Hines Ducati's Anthony Gobert, who 
lapped at 1:20.771. Gobert was fresh from a trip to the hospital 
on Friday night, thanks to an ear infection. 

“То be honest, last week in Laguna Seca I had something in 
my ear," Gobert explained. “From my earplugs, I had some 
blackheads in my ear. Since I hadn't been on the bike in five 
weeks, I obviously hadn't had any earplugs in so it built up and 
got infected. Yesterday, it really hurt me to put earplugs in and I 
could feel pressure in the whole side of my head here. I went to 
the hospital and they drained it and got a lot of fluid out of my 
ear. The doctor said that would have affected my balance and 
stuff, and perception. That might be why 1 fired off the track 

| here yesterday. Yesterday, I didn't really feel with it and I was 
just sort of riding around, trying to build up. Today 1 felt awe- 


some. I just feel so at home with the bike and every time I went 
out there today 1 improved heaps. I think I’m a little bit more 
positive now. I let a few different things get to me before which 
I shouldn’t have. This weekend I’m really determined after 
what happened last week with us on the start line (he showed 
up late for the start of the National at Laguna Seca and didn’t 
make the warmup lap) and stuff. It’s time for me to start getting 
some wins. Hopefully, we can do that tomorrow. If not, a podi- 
um and then start at Sears Point (next weekend).” 

Like his countryman Mladin, Gobert was also happy with 
the performance of his motorcycle. 

“The bike’s awesome,” Gobert added. “It flies - I think the 
Ducati is probably one of the quickest. The Honda might be 


about the same, but the Ducati is awesome. It gets off the cor- 


ners nice; it handles awesome. I'm just loving my racing at the 
moment. | like it here. І prefer tight and twisty tracks myself; I 
prefer like Laguna Seca and tracks like that because I think it 
separates the guys more. Although saying that, this track seems 
to separate the guys a lot because it is pretty hairball. It’s not my 
kind of track for racing because I think it's too much slipstream- 
ing, and you can stay with the other guy if you just want to grit 
your teeth and hold it on. That's not the way I like to go racing, 
but everyone has to race here and I'm just hoping tomorrow 
we're all together and have a nice battle - and hopefully I'll 
come out on top." 

Third on the front row was the Honda RC45 of Miguel 
DuHamel, hot off his victory at Laguna Seca last weekend. The 
French Canadian lapped at 1:20.910 on Saturday afternoon. 

"The wind was blowing my hair - with my helmet on," 
DuHamel joked. "It was really windy out there. I feel pretty 
good. I bettered my time from yesterday and the wind was pret- 
ty bad. We had a shock go bad on us this morning, but as far as 
consistent lap times, we're doing pretty good. It's just been a lit- 
tle fine-tuning. We took the bike out of the truck from Laguna 
Seca and haven't touched anything, almost - just a little bit here 
and a little bit there for the bumps. Everything is holding up 
well, so I think we had a good setup from Laguna. I'm feeling 
really good about the whole season right now, as far as the 
bike's going. I never liked this track that much, but I think it's 
because I never had the bike dialed in that good. Now it's kinda 
fun because it takes us away from some of the chicane tracks 
that we have around the country and you can actually get on 
the gas, have some fun and get some speed going. It's a little bit 
like they have in Europe. We can definitely go out to win. Our 
main goal is to go racing. Don't get me wrong, I always want to 
qualify well and go for a pole, but unfortunately that's not my 
stren 

With a Suzuki leading a Ducati and a Honda on the front 
row, it was fitting that a Yamaha would take the fourth spot. 
But that Yamaha wasn't ridden by Jamie Hacking. Instead it 
was Rich Oliver, in easily his best qualifying performance since 
Las Vegas last year. Oliver lapped at 1:20.944 - the last man to 


.crack the 1:21 barrier. 


"I'm really happy to be up on the front row," Oliver said. 
“It’s the second time because last year at Vegas I was on the 
front row. I only made about seven laps in Vegas (prior to 
crashing), so hopefully I'll make the whole race tomorrow. The 


team has worked really 

hard to put a bike 
underneath me that's 

more easy to ride. I had 

a lot of problems over 

the wintertime testing, 

and I fell off a lot of 

times. They've changed 

the bike around 100 per- 

cent for me, to give me 

something I can be com- 

fortable on, and it works 

for my riding style. I’ve 

also changed my riding 

style quite a bit, and 

slowed down quite a bit. 

I've tried to start over 

again. So we're starting 

to get some good results and I’m really happy to be on the front 
row. I hope we end up here in the race. 

"We just came in here with our eyes open, thinking that 
there wasn't anything that we couldn't do. We didn't have any 
expectations. We were second fastest yesterday and fourth 
today, so I'm not complaining. I’ve still got a lot to learn, as far 
as racing. I'm pretty good on a qualifier, but that's not a race. 
Your qualifier makes you a hero. When you've got to ride hard 
on the race tires, that's what separates the real good riders from 
the guys who are coming up - like me. I’m just a rookie at this 
and I’m just trying to absorb it as much as I can for next year. 
I'm running low 22s on race tires, so I have to pick it up a little 
bit. I think we're okay for the race.” 

The second row would be led by American Honda's Ben 
Bostrom, thanks to his 1:21.016 on Saturday. The Californian 
was still bothered by his injured ankle. 

"Our race setup is good,” Bostrom said. “I did 21s on race 
rubber and 1 thought I could do a 20 flat on the qualifier. I did a 
21.0, 21.0, then the tire was gone. Maybe I'm not a good qualify- 
ing guy yet. I think right now there are four fast guys here and I 
believe I'm one of them. I think we can hang with 'em and keep 
the learning curve up. I just want to try and get better with each 
race and try to win one. This one is worse (on his ankle). At 
Laguna it was mostly lefts. Here you're going right so much, 
there's a lot of weight on it and it's not strong enough." 

First-timer Steve Rapp was next to Bostrom on the Vance & 
Hines Ducati after lapping with an impressive 1:21.517. Then 
came Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve Crevier and the Harley-David- 
son VR1000 ridden by Pascal Picotte. 

Believe it or not, Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler was all 
the way back in 15th and struggling to get the bike through 
turns eight and nine - the most critical section of the race track. 
Chandler was going to go back to trying last year's fork on the 
ZX-7R and would also try some different steering-head angles. 

"Hopefully, we'll get it better,” Chandler said. “I don't have 
a good feel from the front. It isn't sticking and I can't feel it. 
Everything else is good and I made up my mind on tires by Fri- 
day." 
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point. His inexperience showed as he 
used up his tire early on, but he still 
managed to finish seventh - turning 
heads the entire way. 

Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve Crevier 
finished eighth on the TL1000R, just 
ahead of Rich Oliver's Yamaha. Tenth 
place went to Willow Springs local Cur- 
tis Adams and his Attack Performance 
Yamaha, despite racing with a possibly 
broken hand. 

Privateer Adams managed to best a 
host of factory stars, including Yama- 
ha's Jamie Hacking (11th), Fast By Fer- 
raccis Tom Kipp (12th), Muzzy 
Kawasaki's Tommy Hayden (14th) and 
Fast By Ferracci's Mike Hale (16th). 

Unlike last week at Laguna Seca, 
Gobert managed to show up in time to 
take part in both the sighting and 
warmup laps prior to the National, and 
he used his warm tires to pass DuHamel 
between turns one and two to lead the 
race.

At the end of the first lap the order 
read: Gobert, DuHamel, Bostrom, 
Mladin, Picotte, Oliver and Rapp. Chan- 
dler was already 12th. 

A lap later, Tilley Harley-Davidson's 
Jamie James was out of the race, the for- 
mer Superbike Champion crashing on 
the exit of turn five. 

On the fourth lap, Mladin moved 
into third place, with Chandler up to 
10th. A lap later, a charging Mladin was 
second, ahead of... Rapp! The first-timer 
had clicked off his best lap of the race on 
the third lap (a 1:21.546) and was sud- 
denly a factor. 

Mladin's march forward eventually 
got him to the lead on the sixth lap 











when he made his move on Gobert in 
the high-speed turns eight and nine. 
And Rapp came with him, somewhat 
inspiring his teammate Gobert. 

^One lap Mat (Mladin) went flying 
up the inside and that other guy (Steve) 
Rapp went around the outside,” Gobert 
said. "I lost two positions like that. My 
fitness still needs to be a bit better, so I 
rode a little bit reserved to conserve 
energy. Once those guys went past me, I 
thought, ‘I’m not going to let this Rapp 
guy beat me the first time on the bike." 

Though he would hang around for a 
while, Rapp would eventually fade back 
with a worn rear tire. But he'd made his 
mark. 

"I thought I could run with them 
after qualifying," Rapp said. "But I'd 
never raced on race tires or with a full 
fuel load. There were a lot of variables, 





but I felt comfortable up there. I tried 
not to cook the tires, but I guess I did." 

At the halfway mark, Gobert was 
back in front, leading Mladin, DuHamel, 
Rapp, Bostrom, Picotte, Oliver - and 
Chandler. Chandler wasn't losing any 
ground on the leaders and in fact was 
picking away a few tenths here and 
there. He trailed Gobert by 3.7 seconds. 

On the 15th lap, DuHamel was in 
front and he was able to put a gap 
between himself and the others as they 
encountered heavy traffic for the first 
time. But the gap didn't last long as the 
rest quickly moved back to his tailsec- 
tion. 

"You feel like Superman when you 
go into turn eight behind somebody," 
DuHamel said later. "But when you're 
leading it's another story." 









Briefly... 


The AMA Superbike National Championship returned to Willow 
Springs International Raceway after a seven-year hiatus. The last 
Superbike National was run here in 1990, with Randy Renfrow 
taking the win оп his Commonwealth Honda RC30. The 600cc 
Supersport.race was won by Dave Sadowski, with Doug 
Chandler winning the 750cc Supersport class. Racing journalist 
Nick lenatsch won the 250cc. Grand Prix class over that year's 
National Champion, Doug Brauneck. 


With the extremely high speeds and lean angles that racers attain 
at Willow Springs, both Dunlop and Michelin came to the race 
armed with Willow Springs-spec tires. The dual-compound tires, 
softer than those used at Daytona, but not by much, held up fairly 
well, and. expected tire problems: didn't really materialize in the 


National. Both companies based their new tires on preseason: 


testing done at the race track. The first three finishers in the 
Superbike National - Miguel DuHamel, Anthony Gobert and Mat 
Mladin - used the dual-compound Dunlops that were made specifi- 
cally for this race. Fourth-place.finisher Ben Bostrom used a’sin- 
gle-compound ‘Dunlop, with fifth-placed Doug Chandler also. using 
the dual-compound Dunlop’ used by’ the top. three. According to 
Dunlop's Jim Allen, the Willow-spec tire is. а direct offshoot of the 
опе used last year at Pikes Peak and Las Vegas Motor Speed- 
way. Allen said that Dunlop was pleased with the performance of 
the new tire and that it would be tried at both Pikes Peak and Las 
Vegas when.the series visits those two race tracks. 


According to tire technicians, Willow Springs ranks among the top 
three tracks in the world where tire wear is highest. The other 
two: Daytona International Speedway and Australia's Phillip 
Island. 


Chris Carr was back for more ori the Muzzy Raptor ín the For- 
mula Xtreme: class, though he never made it to the race: During 
Friday's practice, Carr crashed the bike in the high-speed turn 
eight at roughly 140 mph. Remarkably, Carr did nothing but bruise 
a knuckle on his right pinkie finger. "It was the second lap and | 
was going about seven-tenths,” Carr explained. “! got off line and 
hit the car bumps. Before | knew it, | was a tumbleweed. They'd 
like to fix the bike for me, but they don't have the stuff to do it." 
= 











Carr is hopeful that his 
Kawasaki ZX-6R will be 
ready for him to: make his 
600cc Supersport debut 
at Sears Point next week- 
end. 


The winner of the first- 
ever. National at Willow 
Springs was on hand as 
one of the Grand Mar- 
shals for this year's 
event. On April 4, 1954, 
Bill Eggars rode a BSA 
to victory one year after 
the track was built. 
Eggars was on hand for 
both days of action at this 
year's National. Also in 
attendance was four-time 
World Champion Eddie 
Lawson (right), who has 
had a long relationship with: Willow Springs. Lawson drove one of 
three pace cars prior to the Superbike National. 


Sudden hot prospect Steve Rapp was filling in for the injured 
Thomas Stevens on the Vance & Hines Ducati at Willow Springs. 
Stevens isn't expected to return from his broken collarbone until 
the Road Atlanta rounds, and Rapp may be on the bike again next 
weekend at his home track of Sears Point. Rapp only further 
helped himself in’ qualifying when he put the Ducati sixth on the 
grid іт what was his first-ever Superbike outing. For those who 
aré keeping track, Rápp was the second-quickest Ducati - six 
spots ahead of Fast By Ferracci's Tom Kipp and 11 better than 
Mile Hale. "He (Rapp) hasn't done anything stupid and he's mak- 
ing progress, " Vance & Hines crew chief Jim Leonard said of 
Rapp. Rapp. who is à former АРМ Champion at Sears Point, 
ended up finishing seventh in the National: He also ended up sec- 
ond in the 750cc Supersport class and 14th in 600cc Supersport 
on his. San Gabriel Mountain Spring Water-backed Suzukis. His 
600cc Supersport finish was interrupted by a crash in turn four 
and he managed to finish the race without a front-brake lever. 


Anthony Gobert showed up at Willow Springs with yet another 
hair color. This one's official name: Corvette Red. The hue, 











though, seemed more pink than red. Gobert was also clad in new 
Socks for the weekend, complete with the Australian flag on 
each. "My mum sent them over for me," he said. "Hopefully, 
they'll bring me a bit of luck." Gobert said that he realized just 
prior to the: National at Laguna Seca that he didn't have his lucky 
socks on and that, he said, may have. put him at a disadvantage 
going into the race. “l'm really:superstitious,” he said. 


The AMA had the radar gun out at Willow Springs. The fastest 
of the superbikes that гай at the gun оп Friday was the Muzzy 
Kawasaki ridden by Doug Chandler and the Honda RC45 of 
Miguel. DuHamel - both of which were clocked at.157 mph past 
the start-finish line, Mat Mladin's Yoshimura Suzuki was clocked 
at 151 mph, yet the Australian was still able to put his GSXR750 
on pole position for Sunday's National. 


Why Willow? That was the sentiment" of many who were: ой 
hand to either race or work at the fourth round of the series-and 
the first at Willow Springs since 1990; One team took an informal 
vote and decided that they'd rather be at the Pomona Fair: 
grounds facility (the site of the last Southern California National, 
in 1996) than at Willow. The biggest problem with Willow Springs 
is that they built the "Fastest Road in the West" in the wind tun- 
nel that is the Antelope Valley region of Southern California's high 
desert. That and a lack of proper working facilities gives Willow a 
bad name, though most of the riders seem to like the race track, 
Some, however, don't. "I hate'this place - it's a shit hole," 
Yoshimura Suzukis’ Larry Pegram said. "Come.race.at Hurricane 
Springs. " 





Larry Pegram was struggling at Willow and that may have influ- 
enced his feelings about the track. The Ohioan simply couldn't get 
his TL1000R through the high-speed turns eight and nine during 
qualifying, and he ended up a lowly 20th - nearly three seconds. off 
Mat Mladin's. pole. time. "The throttle just won't turn," Pegram 
half-joked. "I think the ¢throttle-limiting) screw is still in it. I'm hav- 
ing tons of trouble in eight and nine, and that's the whole-race 
track here. | lose the front in eight and that's not pretty: If we 
could eliminate turns eight and nine, we'd be okay. If we can.get'it 
planted through eight and there's no wind, we'll be okay." Pegram 
ran outside as high as 12th in the National before the fuel-injec- 


tion system-on the TL1000R stopped working and he was forced 
out-of the race. 








By the 20th lap, Gobert and 
DuHamel had pulled away a little bit 
from Mladin, who gave it one more shot 
with his fastest lap of the race on the 
21st go-around, but he simply didn't 
have enough. 

“Basically, I was a little bit down on 
drive today," Mladin said. "Really, 
we've struggled all weekend with 
speed. Through the radar traps we've 
been between 6 and 8 mph down on the 
Honda and Kawasaki and about 5 down 
on Anthony (Gobert), so we knew we 
were going to struggle a little bit. When 
there's a big freight train, you're going 
to be the one that ends up at the back of 
it most of the time. Fortunately, I was 
quick into nine down there; from turn 
eight to turn one I was pretty quick, so I 
was able to make a little gap on most 
people when I was in front of them and 
they couldn't get me down the straight. 
No excuses; that's the way it was. It 
didn't matter if we were a second quick- 
er than everyone, we weren't going to 
get away. That's just the way it went. 
We struggled with drive and accelera- 
tion: On a little bit smaller track, it's not 
so critical. I made a few little mistakes 
going through traffic, just picking the 
wrong side. I knew I had the other guys 
covered, but Miguel and Anthony got 
away about a second, second and a half. 
Toward the end, I ran about a flat 21 try- 
ing to catch up, but they were just out 
there too far. Without being in the draft, 
I couldn't stay there. 

“Му tire was good all race,” Mladin 
added. "The front tire dropped off a bit 
more than I'd hoped, probably because I 
was pushing a little bit trying to make 
up for what I was losing on acceleration. 
The tire was good, better than I expect- 
ed. At the end it was performing basi- 
cally as good as it was at the start. We're 
happy with third. We took over the lead 
in the championship again, which is 
good. We've just got to keep trying to 
finish there." 





There was more to be done at the 
front, however, and it was all being 
done by Gobert and DuHamel. In the 
end, the Honda was just too much for 
the Ducati and crafty little DuHamel 
had won again. : 

"] was drafting coming out," 
DuHamel said. ^All weekend I've been 
getting good drafts off nine and getting 
really good top speed. The bike is going 
good, obviously. When I got in front I 
didn't want to get too excited, try to 
make a big break and burn up the tires. I 
couldn't get away. Some places I was 
just a bit too slow and these guys would 
just stuff me. I was just trying to be 
smooth and maybe put them to sleep, 
but we were running hard and my tires 
seemed to get a bit hot when I was out 
front. Then I got back in the draft and I 
was regretting passing Anthony (Gob- 
ert) on the front straight because I 
thought he might do something to break 
the strategy I had going." 

Gobert was far from disappointed, 
especially considering his results of late. 

"Hopefully, now we can just build 
and come away with the championship 
at the end of the year," Gobert said. 
"That's what all of us want. You've got 
to be smart here in America. In World 
Superbike you can just throw it away 
and win the next few races and you're 
back there. Here, it sucks, really - the 
points system. It's really set up for - 
well, I can't say that because the ladies 
will get offended, but it's sort of set up 
to ride with a skirt on sort of thing, you 
know. You can't go and just risk for the 
win every time and I don't really like to 
race like that. I see all three of us. When 
we're together, it's kind of a tentative 
kind of race. That I don't like, but I love 
racing with these guys. I just had fun in 
the race. It's a shame I didn't win 
because everyone wants to win the race, 
but I'm still happy just to be second and 
back on track again, really."

Though Chandler's run was inspired, 
it stopped when he got to Bostrom, who 
finished fourth for the second straight 
race (and fourth straight, counting his 
recent two fourth-place finishes in 600cc 
Supersport). 

"Four times in a row," Bostrom said. 
"It was an easy race, really. I lost ther 
front in eight once, but it was like no big 
deal. I caught back up, got in the draft 
and tried to save my back tire. With 
seven laps to go, I passed Rapp and 
Mladin and thought, "Well, this is a 
podium.' But then Mat passed me again 
and then slowed down. He was riding 
really good and I couldn't pass him. I 
was way pissed off. He's good on the 
brakes and seemed content to get third. 
It was a frustrating race. No one let up, 
not even for one lap. I thought we had 
the speed today, but I got fourth again. 
Race number five has got to be it!" 

A relieved Chandler was fifth - a far 
cry from his 15th qualifying spot. 

“I used the new forks, but we made a 
steering-head-angle change," Chandler 
explained. “We brought it right in and I 
was well happy with it. I actually closed 
on them and I think I could have run 
with ‘em. I can't complain, but we 
should have tried this (setup) on Friday. 
We've got a good baseline for when we 
come back here." 





Picotte had ridden hard to get sixth, 
his best-ever result on the Harley- 
Davidson VR1000. 

"| got stuck with Rich (Oliver)," 
Picotte said. "He got me three times on 
the front straight and I was getting him 
in the corners. I got him twice in turn 
four and once in eight and nine, but 
he'd blow by me on the front straight 
and we'd lose the front pack. I felt I 
could have caught the lead group 
because my tire was still in good shape. 
I knew the bike would be fairly good 
here. We have a stiff chassis that is good 
for. the high-speed tracks. We just lack a 
little horsepower. We need five more 
horsepower on top end, but I'll take 10 
or 15 more." сх

I don't-have too much control over my foot and stuff - it sort of - 


hangs out there a bit. Sitting here it's not a problem, it's just on 
the bike.when it's bent up a lot - | get a bit of pain.” 


Suzuki hasn't put any timetable on the return of Aaron Yates. 
According to a Suzuki spokesperson, they're not sure when 
Yates will return to racing after badly.injuring his wrist in a 
motocross accident. Yates will definitely not return prior to the 
Road Atlanta round. 


Steve Grigg was on hand at Willow Springs, riding his Fast By 
Ferracci-built Ducati. The-North Carolinian ended up just slower 
than Ferracci's Tom Kipp and quicker than Mike Hale in qualifying. 
"We've got the front working better," Grigg said on Saturday. 
“The high-speed stuff is good. We're trying to get it better 
through the tighter stuff. The slow stuff is boring. l-wish we'd race 
on World Superbike-type tracks all the time." Grigg ended up 
15th in the race - one spot better than Hale. 


The Willow Springs National was co-promoted by AMA Pro Rac- 
ing and Willow Springs. Longtime Willow Springs regulars said 
that Sunday's crowd at Willow was the largest they'd ever seen: 
The attendance figures for Sunday was 12,000., according to 
the track. 





That's why Willow: Those who turned up for unofficial practice 
on Thursday were "treated" to the sight of several women porn 
stars, who were in attendance. According to sources close to 
the breasts, eh, scene, the women not only disrobed but also per- 
formed lewd acts. 


Turns eight and nine at Willow Springs are two of the fastest cor- 
ners in AMA racing. When someone runs off in either of those 


corners, the consequences are normally high. Not so for Anthony 
Gobert, who ran off in'turn nine on Friday afternoon while running 
in front of Miguel DuHamel. “On the splits it was a pretty good 
lap." DuHamel explained. "When 1 came into eight, Goby was in 
front of me. | was attacking the corner going into nine and 1 see 
him pick it right. up and ride off into the desert. It was like "Blazing 
Saddles" or "City Slickers." He was going to look for some gold. 
| was telling myself, ‘Don't look, don't.look.' The tires are only 
good for a lap, so I’m trying not to look. The next thing | know, I'm 
way inside in corner nine and it sort of messed me up. It was a 
good save for him and I'm glad he didn't fall. I'm like, "Man, that's 
pretty hairball.' It's pretty fast and he still saved it. I've been riding 
motocross with this guy, so | knew he could save it. If anybody 
could save it, it was him." 


The turn-nine incident didn't seem to faze Gobert much, not 
that anything does: "I was surprised | stayed on because I ran off 
at the fastest point, ". Gobert said. “You go around eight and you 
gas it to nine - well, | didn't even go back for nine, | just went 
straight off the track. To-be honest, 1 had one of those hard Day- 
tona tires and | kept losing the rear so | wasn't that confident. All 
of a sudden | got to that point and | thought, ‘Oh, the lap's pretty 
shit, 11 make it up here.' . By the time | shut it off, there was no 
hope of getting in the right-hander.” When asked how far off track 
he went, Mat Mladin interjected: "Back to Lancaster." Gobert 
then said, "At first | thought | was going to have to put it down, 
but they plowed it since we were here for testing," prompting the 
following response from Mladin: “You've been out there before, 
have ya?" r 


Rich Oliver may-have had the best take on racing at Willow 
Springs. "I come down here as little as possible, just because it's 
the desert and it's hard on you,” Oliver said: "When you're here 
at Willow, you've. just got to go with the flow. It's windy, dry and 
dusty and that's just the way it is. If you fight it and you hate it, 
then it's just going to upset your confidence. | just try to go with 
it." 


Surprisingly, Anthony Gobert continues to be critical of his 
Vance & Hines Ducati crew - despite the fact that the majori- 
ty of his problems thus far have been his own fault. “I make 
changes every time | get on the bike because these guys (the 
Vance & Hines crew) haven't been anywhere before,” Gobert 


said. “| mean they have, but they haven't got the years of experi- 
ence with the bikes like (Eraldo) Ferracci. To be honest, 1 would 
be better off a lot of times with Ferracci because they do have 
that experience everywhere. We're changing so much on the bike 
all the time, so Í think that our guys have a long way to go." 


The top three in the AMA Superbike National were asked to com- 
ment on the performance of rookie Steve Rapp. the Vance & 
Hines recruit who ran near the front early in the race. “А couple of 
times when he got past. me, he was a bit over his head," Mat 
Mladin said. “1 nearly ran into him a few times coming down the 
hill. He'd get into the top of the hill really hot and he'd get all wide 
and get off the off-camber bit. The rookie superbike bullshit is just 
a load of crap..In my rookie season on the superbike (in Australia), 
| won 17 of 22 races. Anthony (Gobert) saw it and he'll vouch for 
me. It was my best superbike year ever. And it's (the Ducati) а 
good motorcycle - | know that from last year. It's also the type of 
circuit where you can just hang on." "When he was in front of me, 
| could seé he was using his tires. pretty hard and | didn't think 
he'd be there at the end," Miguel DuHamel said. Mladin then 
added; "I don't think he'll be racing for the lead at Sears Point, It's 
a pretty tough track and you wouldn't expect him to be at the 
lead. It's a hard track to get around fast. I'll be surprised: if he's 
there. If he is there, it's a damn good effort.” 


Yamaha's Jamie Hacking suffered through the worst weekend 
of his young. superbike career, finishing 11th after crashing yet 
ágain during qualifying on Friday. "It's horrible," the likable Hack- 
ing said. "But | accomplished what | set out to do - | finished. The 
bike was fouling plugs on the start line and | thought, ‘Oh, this is 
great.’ took off and wound out first gear, got it into second gear 
and it cleared out. | was squirrelly going into turn one and out of 
turn two it started sputtering again. Into turn three it cleared out. It 
missed a few more times and cleared out for the rest of the race. 
She just didn't want to work for us this weekend. I've never been 
so uncomfortable on a race bike for a whole race as | was today. 
But | learned something again.” 


Jamie Jàmes crashed on the second lap of the Superbike 
National after qualifying an impressive ninth on the Tilley's Harley- 
Davidson VR1000. The crash left James with a badly swollen left 
hand.

Hayden 
arrives

ROSAMOND, CA, APR. 26 

f there was already a line forming to 
T get 16-year-old Nicky Hayden's 

name signed at the bottom of a con- 
tract for the 1999 racing season, it just 
got a little bit longer. The HyperCycle 
Suzuki rider may have won his first- 
ever AMA National event in last week's 
750cc Supersport final at Laguna Seca 
Raceway - but today he really arrived. 
The youngster from Kentucky went out 
and beat the very best road racers the 
United States has to offer, winning the 
600cc Supersport final at Willow Springs 
International Raceway. 

Proving that his pole-position-win- 
ning time wasn't a fluke, Hayden went 
out from the get-go and showed every- 
one what he's capable of. Hayden and 
his Suzuki and Eric Bostrom and his 
Honda were able to break free from the 
pursuing pack and looked set to battle 
to the bitter end. Bostrom, though, 
excused himself on the 12th of 15 laps 
with a crash in turn four, leaving Hay- 
den to run alone to the checkered flag. 

Behind him, however, the action 
remained hot to the very end. That race 
went to the final lap, with the Hondas of 
Ben Bostrom and Miguel DuHamel try- 
ing to hold off the charge of Yoshimura 
Suzuki's Steve Crevier. DuHamel was 
able to force his way past Crevier into 
turn one, and he held the spot to the fin- 
ish to earn second place. Crevier put the 
GSX-R600 on the rostrum for the first 
time this season in third place, with Ben 
Bostrom a very close fourth - yet again. 

Then came HyperCycle Suzuki's 
Jason Pridmore, well clear of champi- 
onship points leader Doug Chandler on 
the Muzzy Kawasaki ZX-6R and 
Richard Alexander Jr. 

Chandler's teammate Tommy Hay- 
den, Nicky's older brother, had his best 
race of the year to finish eighth after 
drafting past Erion Racing's Kurtis

ra Suzuki’s Larry Pegram rounded out 
the top 10 finishers. 

The quiet and unassuming Hayden 
ranked this victory higher than his first 
750cc Supersport win from a week earli- 
er at Laguna Seca, and more than his 
second 750cc win a day earlier at Wil- 
low. 

"Yeah, for sure this one means more 
than the 750 race," Hayden said. "I 
knew I could win, but I knew it was 
going to be really tough." 

With four of 14 races in the books, 


Chandler continues to lead the point, 


standings with 136 points. Hayden and 
DuHamel, meanwhile, are locked 
together with 118 points, 10 clear of 
Crevier. Ben Bostrom is fifth in the 
series standings with 102 points. 

Points leader Chandler got the best 
jump from the front row-at the start of 


. the 600cc Supersport final, but it was 


Eric Bostrom who led by the time the 
pack got to the top of the hill and turn 
four. The younger Bostrom led the first 
lap, followed by Chandler, Ben Bostrom, 
Crevier, DuHamel - and Hayden. 

"The first three or four corners, I was 
going backward," Hayden said. "I was 
bumming and thought I was fixin' to 
blow this. Then I got going and picked 
those guys off and.got a bit of a gap." 

Those guys fell rather quickly to the 
Hayden attack. By the end of the third 
lap he was fourth, a lap later he was 
third, and then he led. When they 
crossed the stripe at the end of five laps, 
Hayden led the Brothers Bostrom (Eric, 
then Ben), DuHamel, Crevier, Pridmore 








and Steve Rapp. Then there was a small 
gap back to Chandler and Alexander. 

With Hayden and Eric Bostrom clear 
of the others by the eighth of 15 laps, it 
was apparent that one of the two young- 
sters would win. It became even more 
clear that it would be Hayden when 
Bostrom crashed on the 12th lap. 

“I guess Eric (Bostrom) came with 
me," Hayden explained. "I couldn't 
shake him and he went by into one. I 
just followed him for a few laps and 
that's when he went down." 

Naturally disappointed, Eric Bostrom 
thought that this might have been the 
one - his first 600cc Supersport victory. 

“Nothing hurts but my pride," 
Bostrom said. "It was bizarre. I had a 
good strategy and Nicky (Hayden) was 
riding really well. I was saving my tire 
and using the draft. I guess I hit a ripple 
up there. If I was off line, it wasn't more 
than a few inches." 

Meanwhile, Ben Bostrom had to 
watch his brother slide off the track. "I 
saw him jump right up, so I knew he 
wasn't hurt. Then I just hammered it 
again." 

A few moments after Bostrom went 
down, Rapp followed suit. The North- 
ern Californian was able to remount, 
sans a front-brake lever, to finish 14th. 

From that point on, this one belonged 
to Hayden. АП he had to worry about 
were his tires. 

"I was definitely worried about my 
tire and how long it was going to last," 
Hayden said. "I was definitely pushing 
pretty hard." 
















With Eric Bostrom out, the race for 
second would go to the wire between 
DuHamel, Crevier and Ben Bostrom. 
The gritty DuHamel was there when it 
counted. 

“1 was really surprised as far as tire 
wear goes," DuHamel said. ^The bike 
was really good, maybe a little fat.on 
top because it didn't have the top speed 
that the other guys had. It handled real- 
ly well, but I'm a little disappointed that 
I didn't take off with Eric and Nicky out 
there. They were just running a-skosh 
faster, but that was because they were 
running together and not stuffing each 
other, I think. They did a good job. 
Nicky did a great job. I'm happy. This is 
my first race at Willow and I’m happy 
to see that the tires held up good. I 
didn't wear myself out too much in that 
race - it was easier than Laguna Seca. So 
I'm feeling pretty fresh for superbike.“ : 

Crevier, too, was pleased, though 
he'd have liked a little more speed fro 
his Suzuki. ц 

"I've been kind of concerned because 
I haven't been able to get the GSX-R to 
accelerate quite fast enough for my 
needs," Crevier said. “I was really slow- 
ing down a lot through turns eight. and 
nine. I was playing dirty pool a bit, rid- 
ing down the middle of the track апа 
using as much track as possible without 
really weaving. Miguel (DuHamel);and 
Ben are really strong onthe brakes.and 
that's the way it goes. I think I got kind 
of lucky because traffic was actually in 
my favor today - and I’ve had a lot'of 
problems with traffic. It came to favor 
me today." 

DuHamel’s final pass came onthe 
entrance to turn one - and it stuck. 

“I felt pretty good behind him (Crevi- 
er),” DuHamel said. "I was just cruising 
and then I thought I'd better wake up 
and figure out how I was going to'pass 
him because it's really hard to. pass here. 
The last resort was going into nineand I 
thought I could stuff him, but it'd. be 
pretty dangerous. One was one of my 
strong points, so after about four laps 
from the end I started thinking about it 
and needed to set him up for corner one. 
I just stayed back there and went:by 
Steve going into one. I got a good drive 
and a good draft." сх

charge to the front to take the win by

led the first three laps but couldn't 
match Hayden's drive off the corners 
and the fight for the lead was soon over. 
Rapp, in his first podium finish of the 
season, held station in second for the 
duration of the race, never threatened 
from behind by third-place finisher Rich 
Alexander. 

Alexander had gotten off to a bril- 
liant start - until the first turn, where he 
forgot to turn.

forgot to turn," Barnett Tool and Engi- 
neering's Alexander said. "The track 
went left and I kind of went a little 
straight. These guys just dove under 
and took off. That put me from first 
back to, I think, fifth or so." 

Alexander made a good recovery, 
pulling first away from HyperCycle's 
Jason Pridmore - who wouldn't give up 
quite that easily as the race wore on - 
and then Ricci Mostorsports' James Ran- 
dolph, to ultimately finish third. It 
wasn't without a little worry, however: 
Pridmore had returned. 

"My pit board kept saying 'plus one, 
plus one,’ so I knew somebody was 
there,” Alexander said. “I figured it was 
Jason. I was just like: ‘All right, what's 
Jason going to to? Hold off to the end 
and put a charge on?’ And I think that’s 
what he did because all of a sudden (my 


_pitboard) said ‘plus zero’ right at the 


end.” 

Pridmore had clawed his way past 
Randolph and closed the gap to Alexan- 
der significantly, but his attempt to 
make the podium was foiled. 

“Т started to catch Richie with about 
five laps left and then I had a backmark- 
er just completely screw me all the way 
from turn three down to five,” Pridmore 
said. “I realize these guys are racing 
among themselves, but this guy was all 
by himself, getting lapped, and he was a 
little bit slower than the rest of them.” 

End of charge, and Pridmore was 
fourth at the line ahead of Randolph. 

The battle for sixth was the best of 
the race and included as many as five 
riders duking it out for nearly the race 
distance of 15 laps. Ultimately it was 
Ricci Motorsports’ Jimmy Moore taking 
the spot, with Racer’s Edge’s Dale Kief- 
fer, Hooters’ Paul Harrell, his teammate 
Mario DuHamel, and Crago Racing’s 
Bryce Gross rounding out the top 10. 

Alexander got the clear jump off the 
line to lead the way into the first corner 
as the 15-lap, 37.5-mile race got under 
way at around 5 p.m. on a clear but cold 
and windy afternoon in the Antelope 
Valley. Unfortunately Alexander ran 
well wide in the first turn, allowing sev- 
eral riders by in the process. 

Among those who got past were 
Rapp, Randolph, Hayden and Pridmore. 
Rapp got the best of it to lead the early 
laps, but Hayden was on his way and 
was soon by. Rapp tried to respond, but 
ultimately thought better of it. 

^| hung with him (Hayden) a little 
bit,” Rapp said. “I know we were run- 
ning I guess different tires in the rear, at 
least, so I don’t know if that was a fac- 








tor, but coming off the corners, I don’t 
know if it was the power or the grip off 
the tires, but I hung with him for a while 
and I was getting... I was riding hard - 
too hard. I was getting a lot of spin off 
the back and I knew I couldn’t keep it 
up the whole race.

“I knew once we got into traffic I 
didn't know what was going to happen, 
so I wanted to have a pretty good gap so 
I didn't have to take any chances in traf- 
fic,” Hayden said. "My bike's working 


really good. My team, they're making it . 


easy on me. I’m getting a little more 
comfortable as the races go on." 

If he wants to get any more comfort- 
able he's going to have to race in a 
smoking jacket and slippers. 

That was that for the top two spots. 

At about the same time that Hayden 
took over first, Alexander moved into 
third as he went past Randolph and 
soon built a comfortable margin. 

And that was that for the top three. 
Except that Pridmore looked as though 
he might get a challenge in for the final 
podium spot before the race was over as 
he worked his way back up from fifth. 
Alexander was fortunate to have their 
run through traffic in the final laps work 
in his favor. 

^We got into some lapped traffic and 
I think I played it to my advantage," 
Alexander said. "Especially just that last 
lap, and it worked out to where I kept 
third place, so I was pretty happy - very 
happy.”

Barely 
Roland

ROSAMOND, CA, APR. 26 
t the end of the press conference 
A^ which he discussed his sec- 
ond Elf Fuels/Lubricants Grand 
Prix race win in a row, Performance 
Machines' Roland Sands made an 
impassioned plea for respect. 

He said he was disappointed by the 
amount of television coverage the sud- 
denly competitive class was getting: five 
minutes compared to 30 last year when 
Rich Oliver was running away, with 
every race, and said that someone 
“needs to realize it and organize it." 

Sands, of course, is right. 

Instead of being run as the last race 
on the program, as some in the crowd 
are departing after the Superbike race, 
the class has proven this year that it 
deserves the respect it once held before 
being demoted by 600cc Supersport. 

“It’s pretty lame that we're not get- 
ting any time now," Sands said. 

If anyone had their doubts - and how 
could they if they've watched the racing 
this year - the races at Willow Springs, 
for both first and third, should convert 
them. 

Sands prevailed over World Sports 
Imports' Chuck Sorensen for the win, the 
suddenly hot Performance Machine rider 
proving his first win last week at Laguna 
Seca wasn't a fluke. And Sorensen, who 
overshot the Corkscrew and crashed out 
of the Laguna race, rebounded nicely to 
fight Sands to the finish, coming up a 
scant .590 of a second behind after his 
last-lap attack fell short. 
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how hard I can ride," Sands said after 
the win. "And I feel I can ride a lot hard- 
er than I am riding right now. I always 
feel that there's something else out 
there. And if I ride just below that level 
when I'm racing, I know I can finish the 
race and I can finish well." 

He won the 15-lap, 37.5-mile race in 
20 minutes, 45.680 seconds at an average 
speed of 108.375 mph. 

By doing so, he stretched his champi- 
onship points lead to 19 after four of 13 
races. Sands holds 138, with Moto Liber- 
ty's Takahito Mori, eaten up in a last-lap 
flurry to end up fifth today, second at 
119. Erion Racing's Kurtis Roberts, one 
of the riders who dropped Mori on the 
last lap and finished fourth, is third with 
105. Sorensen is a hopeful fourth at 98. 

"Last weekend was a bit of a heart- 
breaker, throwing away my points and 
falling like that," he said. "But you have 
to pick it right back up because the 
hope's not over. It can't be. We're still 
early in the season." 

The battle for the lead went the dura- 
tion, as did the battles for third and fifth. 
But those two pairs of fighters came 
together on the final lap, four riders 
hurtling into turns eight and nine with 
the last spot on the podium at stake. 

It would go to Geep Terranova, the 
Terranova Painting-backed rider using 
the opening that Roberts left under him 
in turn nine to speed to third, his best 
finish of the year. 

“I thought I was in sixth place or 
something and I saw (Michael) Montoya 
and (Takahito) Mori up there, and we 
just kept our head down and the next 
thing I know I'm pulling off the track 
and they're telling me I'm third," Terra- 
nova said. 

Roberts said that he left the middle to 
the inside of the track open because he 
didn't know that Terranova was still 
there. "If I knew he was still there, I 
would have shut it down on him," 
Roberts said. 

Still, he took fourth ahead of Mori 
and PJ1 Racing's Michael Montoya after 
those two had spent the whole race dic- 
ing for third, only to get dropped. 

Erion Racing's Randy Renfrow, rac- 
ing with a cracked right ankle as a result 
of being hit by Sorensen at Laguna Seca 
last week, was seventh. f 

Salaverria Racing's Al Salaverria 
recovered from an early problem, which 
forced him to start from the pit lane at 
the back of the 28-rider field, to finish 
eighth. 

Barnett Racing's Bobby Keith was 
alone in ninth, as was Ramson Street 
Racing's Jeffrey Vos in 10th. 

Sands, Sorensen, Mori, and Perfor- 
mance Machines' Mark Foster led the 
field through the first lap, Foster crash- 
ing in turn four on the second lap with 
Sands repassing Sorensen, who'd taken 
the lead early in the lap. 

It wasn't long before the field began 
to slowly spread out, Sands and 
Sorensen clearly the front-runners, Mori 
and Montoya side by side, and Renfrow 
in front of Terranova and Roberts. 

First to the leaders. 

Sands led across the stripe for the 
first eight laps, though Sorensen had his 
strengths and would take the front spot 
most laps. 

"There was a certain point early on 
where there were some areas that I felt I 
was stronger than Roland and maybe I 
could, lap by lap, make my points," 
Sorensen said. "Roland's bike runs real- 
ly good. Everything that l'd make up in 
those places, he'd make up in other 
areas. I thought that maybe if I held him 
off in one - two was my strong area - I 
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"| feel better about my riding and

thought maybe I could make time there. 
But every time I did, he’d come right 
back.” 

On laps nine and 10 Sorensen was 
the leader, though only marginally, with 
Sands by into turn one. From then on 
Sands was first across the stripe, though 
Sorensen would take the lead, right up 
to the final few laps. 

For the final two times around, 
Sorensen wasn’t able to make his way 
by in turn two. Sands said he held him 
off by “braking harder, going way wide 
- way wide. It wasn't the greatest line in 
the world. I think three laps from the 
end he pinched me off so hard in there. I 


. thought maybe I'd just let off the brakes 


and maybe he'd just back off, but he 
didn't back off. He just shut the door on 
me. I just held my breath and turned in 
as hard as I could. I swear there must 
have been like (very little space) 
between his rear wheel and my front 
wheel and I didn't want that to happen 
again." 

It would go down to the final lap and 
both had their strategies. 

"The last lap I kind of thought I was 
looking good in that situation, sitting 
second," Sorensen said. "I was going to 
sit there and make sure that my front 
tire was right on his rear so that I could 
get the draft and, just, powerwise, one 
lap early on, like five laps in the race, I 
did pass him there, I was able to come 
by. So I kept that in the back of my 
mind. I thought that's what I'll use for 
the last lap. And it just didn't work out 
this time." 

They did hit traffic early in the lap, 
but Sorensen didn't see that making a 
difference. 

"I'd say he slowed us equally. I don't 
know if going berserk around the both 
of them would have been the right setup 
because I think Roland could have got- 
ten me back under power. I felt that was 
my best decision there," he said. 

Sands attributed his newfound suc- 
cess to changing the way he thinks 
about racing. 

"It's not important to lead the whole 
race at all,” he said. “I don't need to go 
out there and try to run away and win. 
With the guys I'm riding with, I don't 
think that's a feasible thing to think 
about." 

As these two pulled away, the fight 


-behind them heated up. For most of the 





race it was two, two, and one, Mori and 
Montoya being the first two. Like the 
leaders, they were never far apart and 
both had their strengths. They'd go back 
and forth, Mori often passing into turn 
one, not knowing of the imminent dan- 
ger from behind. 

With the laps winding down, it 
didn't look like they'd be caught, but 
Roberts and Terranova, who'd been bat- 
tling on their own for most of the race, 
found their momentum carrying them 
unexpectedly forward. 

“I never thought we were going to 
catch them,” Terranova admitted. “I 
was just concerned with Kurtis 
(Roberts) and trying to see where he 
was weaker than me. I knew I could get 
him down the straightaway so I was 
really thinking he would lead me off of 
nine and I could get him off the draft. 
Then I saw the opportunity with Mori 
and I got both of them and my bike was 
really fast. It was more the bike than 
rider. 

“Kurtis was a little more aggressive 
than me and he was a little stronger 
than me in three and one on the brakes, 
which pretty much everybody's been 
stronger than me in those areas. But I’m 
really strong in two and I'm strong in 
turn eight, and 1 think those are the two 
areas that helped me get to Mori and 
Montoya. We just kept working our way 
through and that's just about it. That 
was a tough battle with Kurtis. That's 
what got us to where we were at." 

Roberts said he passed Montoya in 
turn three when he made a mistake. He 
stalked Mori, passing him in turn nine 
after Mori went wide. 

“I knocked it down, but I left the 
door open for Geep (Terranova)," 
Roberts said. "Geep came to the inside 
and got a good drive and he yanked me 
to the line." 

Renfrow followed in due time, easily 
in front of Salaverria. Bobby Keith 
motored home ninth, with Jeffrey Vos 
all alone in 10th. o

Adams 
at home

ROSAMOND, CA, APR. 26 

t is said that this is Curtis Adams' 
[e track. Before the AMA regulars 

arrived this weekend for their first 
visit to the high desert in eight years, the 
35-year-old Southern Californian held 
the lap record at the 2.5-mile Willow 
Springs International Raceway. He is a 
dominating force in the Formula USA 
races and was favored in at least two 
classes on the weekend's program. 

The first was a letdown. Adams 
crashed his Attack Performance Yamaha 
840 in Saturday's Pirelli Formula Xtreme 
race while in early pursuit of the lead- 
ers. Sunday's Progressive Insurance Pro 
Thunder race would turn out much bet- 
ter. 

Starting from the pole position, by 
virtue of winning the faster of the two 
heat races, Adams jumped his Orange 
County Triumph 880 straight to the 
front of the 20-rider field and took off. 

He put a second on the field on the 
first lap, added a second on the second 
lap, and incrementally sped away. It 
was only on the fifth lap that his lead 
actually shrank, and then by mere 
tenths. From then on the lead grew right 
up until he took his third Pro Thunder 
checkered flag in a row. He was 
untouchable, but the opposition knew 
that coming in. 

“Curtis - this is Curtis’ place," 
Orange County Triumph's Paul Harrell 
said after finishing second to his team- 
mate Adams. "It's pretty hard to catch 
him here. I pretty much thought the best 
I could possibly come out of here with 
was second." 

Adams won the inaugural Willow 
Springs 15-lap, 37.5-mile Pro Thunder 
race in 21 minutes, 42.080 seconds at an 
average speed of 103.681 mph. His mar- 
gin of victory was 4.230 seconds, but no 
one ever really got close. 

“Му plan was just to get out front 
and get away, get as much of a gap 
because I did not want to have to race 
with Mark (Miller) or Paul (Harrell) or 
anybody,” Adams said. “I just wanted 
to get out front and get away. Luckily, 
the first couple of laps I was able to run 
it really hard and get out front and 
make it work no problem. The next lap I 
came around there and I saw Mark 
(Miller) was down there." 

Miller crashed exiting turn two on 
the second lap while running in second 












place. After that, Adams said: “I kept 
looking back. I'd come off of six and I'd 
check up and look over my shoulder, 
could see where once in a while (Shawn) 
Higbee and Paul (Harréll) were kind of 
fighting back and forth there. So I knew 
if they kept battling, I’d have a pretty 
good gap. It seemed like they kept 
swapping back and forth for a little 
while and I was able to sneak away 
from them." t 

Local knowledge being the key, spe- 
cific local knowledge is what Adams 
credited his mastery of the nine-turn, 
2.5-mile track to. I 

^I have a really, really good line 
through turn six - not just necessarily 
the line, but I set my bikes up to specifi- 
cally work really well over turn.six 
because it is so important," he said. “It is 
so important for the momentum down 
the back straightaway and in and 
through turn eight that I spend a lot of 
time setting my motorcycles up for that 
corner. I set them up for turn six and 1 
set them up for turn nine. Those are two 
really important corners." 

As he got away the race was for sec- 
ond and it appeared that it might be a 
corker. Tilley’s H-D/Buell’s Shawn Hig- 
bee had his Buell 1200 in pursuit of Har- 
rell's Triumph, the pair swapping back 
and forth intermittently across the line 
for the first five laps. Then Harrell beat 
Higbee to the stripe on the sixth lap and 
began to edge away. From there it was 
mostly a parade. 

Harrell took second, with Higbee 
about seven seconds back after finding 
out he didn't have the motor on this 
day. 

"This was our second motor this 
weekend," Higbee said. "It wasn't quite 
as powerful as our first motor. We were 
a little bit down and off on our setup. 
I'm real happy with third. I got some 
points and I got some cash." 

Higbee knew that gating well is 
essential to winning, and today he failed 
to do so. 

“1 wasn't on the ball at the start,” he 
said. "That's kind of been the key in 
other races. I’ve been able to get out 
front early and kind of run my own 
race. It was kind of Curtis' time this 
time. He was able to get out front and 
run his own pace, and I had to deal with 
Paul (Harrell) back and forth for a few 
laps. I got him once and thought, ‘Well, 
maybe I'll put my head down." I held 
him off for a lap or two and thought I 
might be able to close up on Curtis andi 
wrang the bike out and I was a little 
leery of running it too hard and taking 
the chance of breaking it." 

“Не (Higbee) was riding quite a bit 
better than I was today," Harrell admit- 
ted. "After he got by me - the Buells 
really excel in the tight stuff - once he 
got by me and he held me off and he 
went through the tight stuff a little bit, 
he kind of got a little bit of a gap. Andi 
just thought all I got to do is be smooth 
and close up on him. If I can stay on his 








butt, I can get him on the power. The 
Triumph is just way faster than the 
Buell. And I thought in the beginning, 
‘Oh my God, it's going to be a great 
race' and unfortunately, problems arose. 
I was sweating him pretty good. I think 
we all watch each other's times in prac- 
tice and stuff, and him and Mark 
(Miller) were kind of picking up the 
pace and I thought it was going to be a 
tough race. Luckily, it wasn't too 
tough." 

After finishing second for the third 
race in a row, Harrell continues to hold 
the championship lead. His 117 are 
seven better than Adams, with Higbee 
third at 105 after the fourth of 13 races. 

None of the top three were the least 
bit threatened by the rest of the field. 
There was a spirited fight for fourth, 
and it went to the wire, but it was 26 
seconds behind Higbee. Not that that 
decreased the intensity of the battle. 

It was a three-way race for fourth for 
the duration, Kiyoshige Watanabe pit- 
ting his Nankaibuhin-Takamatsu Honda 
Hawk 800 against the Orange County 
Triumph 900 of Michael Gage, and Nick 
Ienatsch on the Wood-Rotax 600 single. 

The trio formed by the third lap and 
were never very far apart. Watanabe 
and Gage went back and forth, lenatsch 
lurking just behind, sometimes losing 
ground, but always able to make it up 
within a lap with exceptional cornering 
speed. What he lacked was enough 
horsepower to make a run on the 
straightaways, and to the line, and that 
determined that it would be a two-rider 
battle for fourth, with Ienatsch watching 
it close up. 

The pair swapped the spot back and 
forth, Watanabe looking like he might 
be able to hold it at the line for the dura- 
tion, then Gage coming back and draft- 
ing by to start the 14th lap. Watanabe 
sat on him for a while before making the 
pass and holding the spot through the 
final arcing turns eight and nine. C 
made his final run, using the draft, but 
came up about half a wheel short. He 
ended up fifth in front of Ienatsch. 

The first to cross the line in single file 
behind the top six was Ducati-mounted 
Paul Orlandi. He was alone much of the 
race and comfortably in front of Schnur

Schnur had to shake San Jose BMW's 
Kurt Mund, an early nemesis who 
would finish ninth, the last rider on the 
lead lap.

1. continue their conquest of the 

World Superbike Championship, 

Suzuki and Kawasaki remain the teams 
to beat in World Endurance racing. 
After the domination of Suzuki with 
Doug Polen and Peter Goddard in 1997, 
this season might be the year of the 
Kawasaki. At least that appears to be the 
case if we base judgment on the 
Kawasaki-dominated 24 Hours of Le 
Mans. But it was not the logical favorites 
who crossed the finish line first. Despite 
the presence of five other factory bikes 
with far more experienced riders, it was 
the French-Slovenian team of Bertrand 
Sebileau, Thierry Paillot and Igor Jer- 
man that took victory in the 21st edition 
of the grueling French endurance race. 

The result seems to confirm that 
endurance racing is the only road race 
discipline where outsiders still stand a 
chance against the "real" stars. On the 
other hand, there were fewer big guns 
than usual for the start of the classic 
French race, with more than half of the 
seats on the six factory bikes taken by 
local riders. 

Whatever the star content on the 
track, the 24 Heures du Mans remains 
one of the big events of motorcycling in

Europe, with some 65,000 
spectators joining in - 
despite the terrible weather 
that had been forecast for 
the third weekend of April. 
And the rain came pouring 
down during the qualify- 
ing, resulting in a some- 
what unexpected lineup. 
Pole position went to the 
private Honda RC45 ridden 
by Frenchmen Sebastien 
Charpentier, Bertrand Stey 


ing the final qualifying ses- 
sion for the lead riders, 
Charpentier stayed ahead of 
Piergiorgio Bontempi on a 
wet track. Behind the backs 
of the French privateers, the 
six works teams followed 
closely, with Eric 
Gomez/Terry  Rymer/ 
Brian Morrison, Piergiorgio 
Bontempi /Christian Lavil- 
la/Jehan d'Orgeix, 
Stephane Coutelle/Dobe/ 
Arnaud Vandenbossche, 
Jean-Marc Deletang/Christer Lind- 
holm/Jean-Philippe Jeandat, Christian 
Lavieille/Doug Polen/Riba, and 
Sebileau/Paillot/Jerman filling up slots 
two through seven on the starting grid. 
Right from the start, it was a Kawasa- 
ki day. Piergiorgio Bontempi took over 








command after some two miles, fol- 
lowed by the number-one Suzuki of 
Terry Rymer. The tall Brit would hold 
on to the runner-up position for just a 
few laps until the second Kawasaki, rid- 
den by Sebileau, quickly pushed him 
one place down. Behind, and after a 
somewhat difficult start, came the 
works Honda ridden by Polen. The 
Texan was making up ground fast, lead- 
ing the fastest qualifiers, Daffix Honda, 
around Le Mans. 

After the first 30 minutes, the leading 
men seemed to have settled in their 
positions, with Bontempi leading 
Sebileau and the two Suzukis of Rymer

and Coutelle. After two hours, things 
started to go wrong for the blue bikes. 
At that point, Rymer was reported to 
have stopped somewhere on the circuit. 
The Brit pushed the bike back to the pit 
lane, where the front brake system was 
replaced - an operation that cost the 
team some eight laps. 

After about six hours, the pace cars 
came on to the track for the first time 
(they came out four times in all) after a 
crash involving Andre Lussiana and 
Christian Haquin. After a quarter of an 
hour of neutralization, things got under 
way again, with the works Honda again 
trying to make up ground after some 
problems with the rear wheel. 

As night fell over Le Mans, rain was 
still nowhere to be seen, and the teams 
started their nightly adventure in almost 
perfect conditions - a dry track and mild 
temperatures. At around 10 p.m., the pace 
cars went out again - this time due to a 
crash on an oil trail involving four teams 
(and marking the end of almost every one 
of the 10 Belgian riders who had started 
the race). Some 25 minutes later, the lights 
were again turned to green. 

At around the midway stage, the top 
three changed for the first time. At that

point, the second Suzuki, ridden by 
Coutelle, got into trouble..First the bike 
lost oil, then it went into the pits, and 
then it crashed a few laps later - throwing 
the Suzuki back to sixth. Small problems 
also continued to bother the works 
Honda of Lavieille/Polen/Lucchiari. This 
time, they lost some ground due to a pro- 
longed pit stop to fix a front-brake-pad 
problem. Now the top six had changed 
somewhat. The two Kawasakis were still 
firmly in command, but now the Yamaha 
of Deletang held on to third, ahead of 
Lavieille’s Honda and Coutelle's Suzuki. 
The other Suzuki was not spared either: 
Brian Morrison, as well as Rymer, 
crashed and lost even more ground. 

Contrary to many previous editions, 
the early-morning hours didn't offer 
much suspense, even though the riders 
complained about the slippery track as 
morning broke. At around 8 a.m., how- 
ever, the leading number-11 Kawasaki 
was involved in a massive crash - 
thanks to oil on the track. Jehan 
d'Orgeix managed to push the bike back 
to the pit lane, but 11 minutes - and first 
place - was lost. Due to the intervention 
of the pace cars, the advantage of the 
new leader - the other Kawasaki - was 
limited to three laps. 

Only then did things liven up again. 
Even though Kawasaki team manager 
Christian Bourgeois advised his riders 
to hold their positions and not to take 
any risks, keeping positions was becom- 
ing more difficult now as rain had start- 
ed to fall. 

Then they were forced to pit to 
exchange slicks for full rain tires. For the 
number-11 Kawasaki, this was the time 
to charge. Bontempi and his teammates 
gained several seconds per lap on the 
leading Kawasaki and, with 90 minutes 
to go, Bontempi once again took over 
the lead - claiming what he had fought 
for since the first lap. Unfortunately, 











things would not turn out well for the 
Italian. Going into the final hour, the 
exhaust system on the leading Kawasaki 
started cracking, and they were forced 
to pit to have the system fixed - losing 
their lead again and their last chance to 
take the victory. 

"This is my first time at this race," 
said Igor Jerman. "At the start, I did not 
have a clue of how hard it was going to 
be - stringing so many laps together. But 
next time, I will be better prepared." 

For Bontempi, second place was a 
bitter disappointment. The Italian super- 
bike rider could only thank his team for 
their efforts. His fastest race lap was a 
meager consolation. 

Thirty-four teams from 56 starters 
crossed the finish line, with 33 of them 
being classified (the last one not having 
covered 75 percent of the winner's race 
distance). ‹х

Briefly... 





Some two weeks before the start of the race, it looked as if the six factory teams would boy- 
cott the first round of the 1998 World Endurance Championship. A recent regional decree had 
stated that the fuel for the race.bikes had to be put in underground containers; and the organizing 
АСО had refused to fill the containers with the special FIM '98 four-stroke fuel that had been 
developed for the factory bikes. The Honda. team had tried to use the EIF'ATU '97 fuel, which had 
been chosen by the organizers to be used by all the teams, but that had caused several problems 
- clogging up the fuel injectors. One week before the first practice day, the local government,.a 
representative of the French sports ministry. Elf, ACO, the official team managers and a repre- 
sentative of the privateer teams met for a final meeting and came up with. a satisfying compro- 
mise, allowing the six factory bikes (and 11 privateer teams who had made a request beforehand) 
to use the special fuel, with the other riders using the ATU '97 fuel. Elf took charge of emptying, 
filling up and cleaning the underground containers for the special FIM '98 fuel. This special fuel 
was priced at some 11 Francs ($2) a liter and was developed. to withstand the high compression 
rates of the engines in the factory bikes 


Some might have been surprised to see'‘Doug Polen aboard a Honda RC45 again after his 
somewhat disappointing season with the: official Castrol Honda World Superbike. team a few 
years ago. "During the winter, | called Suzuki in Japan first," Polen said. “The French SERT team 
of manager Dominique Meliand, who is in charge of the endurance program for the European 
races, wanted me to ride for him, but things didn't work out in Japan. Then | called Honda іп 
Japan, but they weren't interested. But: the French team who did the Bol d'Or were happy. to 
accommodate me. | expected the race to be difficult - but apparently, the RC45 hàs come a long 
way since | raced it.in the World Superbike Championship. It still isn't perfect, and we definitely 
need more horsepower, but it's okay - just expect to see some great stuff from this bike in Spa 
All in all, | was impressed also.by the Michelins.” 


As always, there were some last-minute changes to the teams, with some riders getting 
injured in the weeks leading up to French classic. Gregorio Lavilla replaced lan McPherson after 
team manager Christian Bourgeois saw the Spaniard taking fourth position on the World Super- 
biké grid at Donington Park a few days earlier. Jean-Philippe Jeandat replaced Christophe Cogan, 
who’ suffered a broken bone in his hand during practice for the Supersport race at Donington. 
Cogan's original teammate, Jean-Marc Deletang, was fortunate that when his truck caught fire on 
the way. to Donington Park, his mechanics were able to put out the fire before it reached his 
Yamaha superbikes.

He rents the stadium, devises 
the race program, plans and pays for all 
of the extracurricular activities - every- 
thing from sideshows for the fans to 
hospitality for his scores of sponsors 
and VIPs. АП the logistics are his to sort 
out, and at the end of the day, he must 








hope that he has done well to attract as 
large a crowd as possible, because just 
as the expenses are his, so are the prof- 
its. 

His was a unique position to be in, 
when you consider the following facts: 
(1) Hancock is only the second Ameri- 
can ever to be in the position of holding 
the World title and his testimonial in the 
same year; (2) His status as a Cradely 
Heath Heathen on loan to the Coventry 
Bees speedway team - due to the fact 
that the Cradely club is on hold for lack

of a venue - gives him the chance to be 
appreciated by both clubs' fans; (3) Han- 
cock is one of the most popular and suc- 
cessful American riders in speedway 
racing history. 

And Hancock took full advantage of 
his position by staging a “family 
reunion" of epic porportions. No less 
than seven World Individual Speedway 
Champions were seen cruising the stadi- 
um grounds. And aside from the 
absence of teammate and former World 
Champion Billy Hamill, former World 
Champion and fellow American Sam 
Ermolenko and the legendary Moran 
brothers from the States, Hancock man- 
aged to book a show that included 
speedway's American heroes of yester- 
year as part of a three-ring circus that 
could likely go down as one of the most 
significant speedway races in history. 

In addition to the regular program, 
which pitted top British League against 
World Individual Grand Prix-caliber tal- 
ent from around the world in a format 
that saw the best five into the main 
event, Hancock put together a team test- 
match series, incorporating former top 
names from America's World Champi- 
onship speedway heyday of the '80s as 
they squared off with some of England's 
finest from the same era. Easily recog- 
nizable American names such as two- 
time World Best Pairs Champion Bobby 
Schwartz, John Cook, Rick Miller and 
Lance King were on hand to do battle 
against an England side that included 
former greats Chris Morton, Simon 
Cross, Malcolm Simmons and Phil 
Collins. 

And to top it all off, Hancock deliv- 
ered, as perhaps only he could, two rid- 





ers recognized as American speedway 
icons - former two-time World Champi- 
on Bruce Penhall and World Best Pairs 
Champion Dennis Sigalos - in a best-of- 
three match race series. 


TESTIMONIAL RACE 


Hancock started from the pole and 
pulled the holeshot in the first of the 
regular heat races that would whittle 
down the field for a five-rider main 
event. Though he had a bit of a fight on 
his hands as he struggled to clear Den- 
mark's Jesper Jenson and Swedes Stefan 
Danno and Andreas Jonsson, Hancock 
was the first of the quartet to get a good 
bite on the wet but tacky Coventry dirt, 
and he pulled away for the first three of 
his 11 points. 

Heat two was a little closer, as Craig 
Boyce of Australia managed to slide 
around Tomas Topinka of the Czech 
Republic off the first turn, but it was 
England's Sean Wilson who stole the 
start and led the pack. Boyce and Topin- 
ka kept the heat interesting by shadow- 
ing Wilson to the line, but it was the Brit 
who grabbed the three-point victory. 
John Jorgensen of Denmark was last. 

American Ronnie Correy has been 
enjoying a revitalized career in the 
British League ranks lately, and it 
showed. Correy went straight to the 
front in heat four and was never close to 
being headed. As he pulled to an easy 
five-bike-length lead, Australia's Jason

Crump fought his way into second and 
stayed there ahead of countryman 
Shane Parker and England's Ben Howe. 

Popular Englishman Joe Screen had 
his lengthy arm tassles flowing in front 
as he easily won heat four ahead of Swe- 
den's Mikael Karlsson, Aussie Steve 
Johnston and England's Troy Pratt. 

Hancock and Wilson were the first 
two riders to drop off the top scoring 
when they fell victim to a fast-gating 
Correy in heat five. Correy left both rid- 
ers far back in his wake as he kept the 
throttle on and negotiated the big 
Coventry quarter mile, on which he 
holds the current track record. Hancock 
dived under the second-placed Karls- 
son off turn two on lap two to grab the 
runner-up spot, but Correy was long 
gone. 

"Ronnie does that to me every time," 
Hancock said. "I don't know what hap- 
pened. I just have a lot on my mind - 
that's my first excuse. That's just racing." 

"So far, so good," Correy said. "I'm 
riding well at the moment, but there's 
still a long way to go." 

Crump saw to it that he didn't drop 
further down the leaderboard by 
screaming out of gate two in heat six 
and leaving Topinka to fend off John- 
ston and Jensen. Topinka did just that 
and took home second-place points.

t was just like old times, when some of England's finest 
butted heads with America's best of yesteryear in a 
five-race test match during the Greg Hancock testimo-

' "It was kind of funny,” Collins said afterward. “I 
-hadn't been on an English track in 12 years, and I'd never ridden a laydown machine before. I didn't know what to 
- expect, so I made a practice start down the back straight. And these laydowns feel like they're slipping the clutch at 
- first, then they really hook up and drive. I found myself going into the third turn faster than I was ready for, and I 
.ended up bending it in there and pulling a muscle in me backside! But then you come around to the front gate, and 
revs come up, and it's like you've never left. The tension is just there all over again." 
In the end, Теапт USA "trounced" England's lions, 21-9. Both Schwartz and Cook topped the American scorers 
‚ with seven points each, while "Simmo" Simmons scored four points to be England's high-point man. But both the 
` Americans and the Brits agreed that they'd had a ball, and they were happy to be a part of Hancock’s day. 

' "Riding here brought back a lot of memories," said Rick Miller, who celebrated his own testimonial at the very 
same track as a Coventry Bee nearly 10 years ago. “The last time I rode here, I broke my collarbone. It was an inter- 
esting feeling - it was supposed to be just an exhibition. But we never discussed it, so as far as everyone was con- 

i cerned, we were racing. It was really exciting when the tapes went up that first time. I put my head down and went 
for it, and it was just like the old days. It was great to have this reunion with our old team. Greg sure pulled it off. It

Screen came up big again in heat 
seven, also using gate two to make a 
perfect start. There was no catching the 
“flyin’ lion” as he motored to a quick 
win ahead of Jorgenson, Jonsson and 
Howe to remain perfect on six points 
like Correy. Screen celebrated with a 
well-executed, one-lap wheelie to 
charge up the crowd even further. 

Heat eight was a barn-burner as all 
four riders appeared to have a shot at 
the win almost right up until the check- 
ered flag. Danno managed to hold the 
lead off the gate, but he was incessantly 
hounded by Parker and Boyce, with 
Pratt bringing up the rear while staying 
in the hunt for more than a goose egg. In

ished. 

Rain was making the track a bit more 
technical as the day wore on, and heat 
nine was telling of the slightly more slip- 
pery conditions. Hancock roared off the 
third gate just slightly ahead of Topinka, 
Howe and Pratt, but the honored Ameri- 
can pushed wide off turn two. He was 
just able to gather it up and take the lead 
to score three valuable points ahead of 
Topinka, who scored two marks by 
remaining ahead of Howe and Pratt. 

Screen appeared not to be concerned 
by the conditions, as he again dominat- 
ed the start in heat 10 апа made all the 
right moves on his way to another win. 
The race was a bit closer, as the English- 
man flew in formation with Wilson and 
Parker after Jensen slid out and crashed 
in the second bend on lap two. But nei- 
ther of his pursuers could pick up an 
advantage on Screen, and it was time for 
another full-circuit wheelstand. 

"I was here two weeks ago, and I got 
a good idea about the track," Screen 
said after the heat. "My bikes are run- 
ning perfect, but it's early days yet. 
Hopefully I'll be able to get into the final 
and be happy with that race as well." 

Correy ran into trouble when his 
number-one motorcycle went sick while 
he was rolling out to take his place in 
heat 11. The American was forced onto 
his backup machine, and it appeared to 
cost him his perfect score. He trailed off 
third behind Boyce and Jonsson after the 
start, and only a bit of savvy riding got 
him past Jonsson in the late going to sal- 
vage a second as Boyce took his first 
heat win of the meeting. 
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“Му ignition box went dead, so I had 
to make the switch," Correy said. "Now 
I'm back on my first bike, with a new 


Jorgenson salvaged some pride with 
a victory, as he surprised Crump, Karls- 
son and Danno in heat 12. 

Going into the last round of regular 
heats, only Screen had the chance to 
maintain a perfect score. Hancock took 
control of heat 13 and guaranteed his 
transfer through to the semis by scor- 
ing a commanding victory and finish- 
ing the heats with an 11-point tally. 
Boyce grabbed another win in heat 14, 
and fellow Australian Crump owned 
heat 15. 

But Screen's day took a turn for the 
worse when, like Correy, he suffered 
ignition-box troubles, the difference 
being that Screen found out about the 
problem only after the tapes went up, 
and he wound up with a zero score.

The first semi was bound to be 
tough, as Boyce had come on of late, 
and both Correy and Crump could be 
considered threats for the main-event 
win. As it turned out, all three were 
ahead of Danno when the tapes went 
up, and they scrambled for position, 
with Boyce coming out on top. Correy 
then got enough drive off turn two on 
the second lap to leave Crump behind 
and transfer through to the main event. 
The second semi was all Hancock. His 
chief competition, Screen, dropped to 
the back again, his ignition problems 
apparently unsolved. Screen's mishap 
afforded Wilson a main-event berth. 
Crump bested the last-chance race to 
become the fifth in the five-rider final, 
and he got better yet. 

Hancock got the best drive off the 
line from the third gate position and 
swept into the first turn with the lead, 
but he drifted wide, allowing both 


The return of "Siggy" 
and "The Fox" - 


here was perhaps no greater anticipation than that for the return of former two- 
time World Champion Bruce Penhall and his boat-racing partner, former World 
Best Pairs Champion Dennis Sigalos. Penhall, who electrified the World speed- 








Crump and Boyce to smuggle under- 
neath and pull to the front. Crump rele- 
gated Boyce to the second spot when 
they sorted out down the back straight. 
From there, Hancock tried it all to 
regain a front-running position, but in 
the end he would have to settle for 
third, as the Australian invasion occu- 
pied the top two slots. Crump was the 
ultimate victor. 

“1 used one of my GP bikes in the 
final," Crump said later. "I hadn't rid- 
den it all day. I just pulled it out, 
changed the timing and carb, and took a 
bit of power away. Greg did me a bit of 
a favor. He made the start, but he 
couldn't keep it down. I just had a per- 
fect line, and once I got in front, that 
was it. I had to win it, because I know 
that the editor of Cycle News is Aus- 
tralian, so I had to keep him happy. 

"]t was a shame that it rained on and 
off, but I think the day was good for 
Greg," Crump said. "We riders did as 
good as we could for him." 

For Boyce, who came off the pole in 
the final, the finish was a testament to 
the type of day that he'd had. 

"I've just had two weeks off, so it 
was good to go and have a skid,” Boyce 
said. "I just started off slow. I thought I 
was there in the final, but Jason (Crump) 
just had a run down the straight. I was 
dreading taking the inside, but I tried it. 
It was just too slick because of the rain. 
It was a great day for Greg. It looks like 
he had a good-sized crowd, and he 
deserves every bit of it. I enjoyed it." 

After such a strong start to his day, 
Correy's effort in the main event netted 
him fifth place, behind Wilson. Even so, 
it was a position that the jolly American 
speedway veteran didn't seem to mind 





too much. 

“1 wasn't too happy with that gate 
five,” Correy said. “Coming from there, 
I had no chance. But I'm glad for Greg 
that it (the meeting) didn't rain off. I 
grew up with him. We're like brothers. 
If it wasn't for him and his dad, I proba- 
bly wouldn't be in speedway. I love him 
to death, and I’m just glad he had a 
good day.” 

And ultimately, Hancock himself 
was pleased with his good day. 

“The weather was a bit crazy, but I 
felt that I had an excellent crowd,” Han- 
cock said. “Everybody enjoyed them- 
selves and the racing was good.” 

And as for third place? 

“I would have liked to have won the 
final, but that’s the way things go,” 
Hancock said. “At least it showed that 
everybody was racing to win, and not 
there to do me any favors. 

“But it really was a day for me to 
remember,” Hancock said. “All the 
superstars of yesterday and my heroes 
showed up at the same time in the same 
place. Who knows if that will ever hap- 
pen again? At the end of the day, I’m 
grateful that they all turned out to pay 
tribute to my 10 years of service. Nearly 
every one of them played a role in my 
career at some stage.” сх

way scene with his championship final win in England’s Wembley Stadium in 1981 
and then backed it up with a second title at the Los Angeles Coliseum in 1982, had not 
seen the shores of England since riding in Rick Miller’s testimonial at Coventry in 
1990. It had been even longer since Sigalos, who retired at the end of 1985, had been on 
a big track. But the pair acquitted themselves well for the British crowd, pulling wheel- 
ies and generally having a good time as they rode to a draw in their best-of-three 
match-race series. Sigalos copped the first race, with Penhall taking the second. And 
then both riders wheelied across the line in a dead heat on their final ride of the day. 
“We had a blast - first and foremost,” Penhall said. “It was great to see the boys again. We all 

spent a lot of years here together under more stressful circumstances, but from the time that we 
saw them, it was just a lot of laughs. Not having been on a bike in six years, 1 could have used a 
bit more practice, because I didn't feel polished. But-it was a blast, and I was glad to do it for 
Greg. He certainly deserved it. I can’t believe he’s been in England for 10 years.” 

‚ About the only glitch came when the upright Godden on which Sigalos was supposed to 
compete gave up the ghost, and he was forced to ride one of Hancock's laydowns.

as Vegas is built on fantasy and 
chance. That’s not why we went 


vll there. 


While having Las Vegas Motor 
Speedway all to ourselves for, oh, 8 ^; 
hours of private track testing, along 
with four factory box vans complete 
with technicians, Dynojet's traveling 
enclosed dyno trailer, four of the best 
600cc motorcycles in the world 
equipped with an unlimited supply of 
Michelin Race 3 supersport tires, a gra- 
cious host in the form of Freddie 
Spencer - there to help us both with test- 
ing technique and the fine lines around 
the Speedway's АМА course setup - is 
indeed a. fantasy, it was a fantasy with 
much better odds for payoff than a 
quick buck riding on a roll of the dice. 

And we were certainly leaving noth- 
ing to chance. The foundation of motor- 
cycle track testing has always been the 
stopwatch and rider feedback, with the 
occasional radar gun thrown in for good 
measure, if you will. And while these 








iin aaa tr 








tools will always be at the core of a Cycle 
News sportbike comparison, we aimed 
higher this time, in search of an extra 
dimension of empirical data to further 
illuminate the relative capabilities and 
shortcomings. of our four test bikes: the 
Yamaha YZF600R, Suzuki GSX-R600, 
Kawasaki ZX-6R and Honda CBR600F3. 
In a first in U.S. motorcycle-magazine 
track testing, our four bikes were fitted 
with onboard data-acquisition systems, 
provided by Pi Research (who also sent 
two techs along to help us out), to 
record not only super-accurate lap 
times, but section times, top speeds and 
minimum corner speeds, as well as rates 
of longitudinal acceleration and deceler- 
ation (for the whole story, see sidebar, 
page 33). 

The introduction of the all-new ZX- 
6R was the basic impetus for this test. 
We had a chance to ride the bike in 
Spain at the world press introduction in 
January, but pouring rain killed our 
track day at Catalunya. A ride on drying 
streets the following day only hinted at 
what this impressively smooth and 
quick-feeling bike was capable of, and 




















we immediately set to work organizing 
a comparison with the competition. 

The list is a formidable one. 

Certainly the bike most likely to give 
the Kawasaki a run at the track is the 
Suzuki GSX-R600 - its sporting inten- 
tions are obvious. Following the design 
brief of its all-conquering supersport big 
brother, the GSX-R750, itself modeled 
after the World Championship-winning 
RGv500,.all you have to do is throw a 
leg over the little Gixxer to know exactly 
what it was made for: ripping. You're 
greeted by a race-ready riding position, 
a compact, lightweight chassis and 
loads of quick-revving top-end power. 
For an indication of what a fine racing 
platform this bike is, just take a look at 
the starting grid for any 600cc super- 
sport race anywhere - national or club 
level - and chances are it'll practically 
look like a Suzuki-spec class. 

But life is not a race track (at least not 
for most of us). Enter the CBR600F3. 
Long the class of this competitive field, 
the Honda's reputation for a near-magi- 
cal combination of comfort and usability 
allied with impressive - and forgiving - 








track performance is widely known and 
well-earned. But as time marches on and 
the CBR's design doesn't, it has become 
clear that the most important racing part 
that the Honda comes equipped with is 
Miguel DuHamel. And it's a very 
expensive part. But while DuHamel is 
certainly wringing every ounce of per- ~ 
formance possible out of the bike, it is a 
credit to the design that it just keeps on 
giving. A classic in what rumors suggest 
is probably its last year of production, 
get it while you can if you want one. 

As absolute proof that life is not a 
race track, we have the YZF600R. That 
statement is in no way meant as an 
insult. Let us analogize: The YZF is to 
the 600cc supersport class what Honda's 
VFR is to the 750s - a capable, comfort- 
able machine made for real life, with 
ergonomics, damping rates and power 
delivery to match. As such, it pre- 
dictably suffered in race-track testing. 
But take a moment to consider the time 
you spend at maximum lean with the 
tachometer zinging its way toward red- 
line vs. running bolt upright and short- 
shifting your way through the traffic of 

















daily life. The balance might begin to tip 
in the YZF's favor. 
Maybe... 


THE TRACK 


First things first. We know these are 
street bikes. We know that most of you 
who buy one of these four motorcycles 
will be using it on the street - exclusive- 
ly. But - despite vocal protests to the 
contrary from at least one manufacturer 
- these bikes are designed to be capable 
racing platforms and, because of exist- 
ing AMA Supersport rules, have to go a 
long way toward satisfying this require- 
ment to be competitive. It also means 
that we have to test them to within an 
inch of their lives - and ours! - on the 
race track. It's a shame, we know, but if 
we don't do it, who will? 

For this we went to Las Vegas Motor 
Speedway, one of the premier racing 
facilities in the country. Aside from 
being geographically attractive for us 
(and an easy pitch to the manufacturers: 
“Out of the office for a few days in 
Vegas? I think we can arrange that!"), 
the Speedway is attractive for testing 
because of the variety of corners and 
speeds that it offers in AMA National 
form; that is, in 2.48-mile-per-lap, bank- 
ing-plus-infield layout. Of particular use 
are the two high-speed sweepers that 
lead out onto. the banking, putting the 
chassis under a consistent heavy load 
near max lean, just about tapped in 
fourth gear. The ability to accelerate all 
the way through redline in sixth gear 
comes courtesy of the long front straight 
past start/finish, which naturally also 
gives a good indication of high-speed 
stability. Braking for the chicane and 
infield are both done from near top 
speed - a good test for outright power 





and feel at the limit of adhesion, as well 
as of the bike's stability under such a 
load - while the infield gives you an 
excellent sense of feel and feedback at 
lighter lever pressures as you trail brake 
to adjust your speed approaching an 
apex. It is alsq very safe. And fun. The 
track's biggest fault for testing purposes 
- if you can call it a fault - is its smooth- 
ness. Vegas is a track that will reward a 
motorcycle with firm damping rates, 
which is something to keep in mind 
when you read this portion of the test. 

To ensure that the bikes were on 
equal footing, each machine was 
equipped with Michelin Race 3 super- 
sport-compound DOT tires, graciously 
supplied by Michelin and mounted and 
balanced on site by Dale Kieffer of 
Racer's Edge. It is important to note the 
front tires - available only in 
120/70ZR17 - aren't the manufacturers’ 
recommended size for three bikes of 
four. The Honda, Yamaha and Kawasa- 
ki all use a 60-series aspect ratio (shorter 
sidewall) as stock rubber. This will, in 
theory, tend to slow the steering charac- 
teristics and slightly alter the front-end 
feel of the bike. The extra grip provided, 
however, more than outweighs the very 
small change in feel, and removes one 
more variable in the testing process. 
Simply put, this is a race track, and race 
rubber is appropriate. 

Interestingly enough, it is the GSX-R 
that comes fitted with the "right" tire 
size. That much would be expected from 
the bike that is most clearly geared 
toward prowess on the race track. For 
that well-timed confrontation with your 
favored staff rival, there was no other 
choice. Hop aboard, fold your legs in 
half to get your feet on the pegs, ignore 
the lean spot just off idle and get your- 





self out into the heat of battle. Wait for 
your adversary to come around. Let him 
lead. Then begin your play. Show a 
wheel here and there. First under brakes 
for the chicane. Then at the apex of the 
sweeping corner that leads to the short, 
115-mph infield straight. Care to pass 
under power? Dive up the inside on one 
of the sweepers that leads out onto the 
banking. The Suzuki will accommodate 
you. There is little to stand in the way of 
setting your best possible lap time. 

It is these games that illuminate the 
best quality of the GSX-R in the race 
track environment: flexibility. Don't mis- 
understand - you need to be precise - but 
it is a bike that lets you select or change 
your line at will, brake with confidence 
at the last possible moment, crank it over 
that last little bit to tighten your line as 
you begin to drift wide under power at 
the exit of one of the two medium-speed 
sweepers in the infield. Total front-end 
precision with brilliant feedback, and the 
finest stock race-track tool you can get in 
this class. Period. 

АП it asks of you is one thing: Go as 
fast as you possibly can at all times. 
Because if you don't put 100 percent of 
your focus on that, your mind will begin 
to wander to your cramping thighs, the 
nonexistent midrange, slippery footpegs 
(every tester noticed - ends need to be 
serrated) or poor throttle response - 
exacerbated by excessive driveline lash - 
as you get back in the gas to settle the 
bike for a corner. The real low side of 
this is that most low-sides occur precise- 
ly at that moment: leaned over and off 
the gas. That hesitation prolongs the 
time you spend there. The first thing 
we'd do is re-jet this bike. 

As it was, once you were in the throt- 
tle, things were good as long as you 





kept the revs up over about 9500 rpm. 
From there to 12,500 rpm is the best of 
the GSX-R's power, with acceleration 
tapering off as you approached the 
13,500-rpm redline. The peaky power 
and soft midrange meant you had to 
work the gearbox to get the best of the 
quick-revving four, but it is totally up to 
the task and didn't miss a shift all day. 

Braking, aside from a slightly mushy- 
feeling lever, was tops in this group. 
Feel at the limit was very good, as was 
initial bite and ease of modulation - if 
you were going to pass somebody on 
the brakes, this was the bike to do it 
with. 

Especially if the guy you wanted to 
get past was riding the Kawasaki. 
Despite being the only bike equipped 
with six-piston front brakes, the ZX-6R's 
stopping power was less than we 
expected. The strong initial bite of the 
other bikes in this test gave you the con- 
fidemce you needed to leave your brak- 
ing to the last possible moment, but that 
confidence just wasn't there on the 
green machine. Aftermarket pads 
should improve this measurably. 

It's a shame about the brakes, too, 
because if there is one bike in this test 
that absolutely needs to be stopped, it's 
the Kawasaki. Why? This motor flat 
screams, so much so that tester Jason 
Black remarked that this engine "feels 
like a 750 when compared to the oth- 
ers." Could it be that we were entering 
the córners faster? Probably. 

Jetting is absolutely perfect, throttle 
response immediate and controllable. 
Just the right amount of power can be 
dialed in to suit your needs, whether it 
is to settle the bike midcorner or to spin 
up the rear a bit on exit. Midrange 
power is very strong and at anything

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above 8000 rpm you flat haul. Particu- 
larly useful was how long the power 
hung on, which on the track was basi- 
cally all the way until you hit the rev- 
limiter, often times saving you a shift at 
critical points on the track. 

The ZX-6R's chassis ranked clearly 
behind the Suzuki's at race pace, as did 
the Honda's and Yamaha's. Remarkably 
similar in feel were the Kawasaki and 
Honda, with the Kawasaki really only 
giving anything away in terms of front- 
end feel. With the shortest trail spec in 
this bunch at 91mm, it isn't all that sur- 
prising. Doug Chandler doesn't seem to 
have a problem with it, however, so 
maybe we're nit-picking here. But the 
fact remains that, we didn't approach 
some of the fast, flat corners in the 
infield with quite the abandon that we 
did on the Honda or Suzuki, despite the 
ease with which the ZX turned in; 
where you could confidently reel either 
of those bikes back in with a little extra 
lean if you drifted wide a bit, the 
Kawasaki wanted speed scrubbed off 
instead. And entering the corner, we 
didn't seem to go in quite as fast or trail 
brake quite as hard as with the others - 
we're talking maybe 1 or 2 mph here, 
but it's the difference between a good 
lap and a great one. 





Ripping around a race track on the 
Honda is like having a lively conversa- 
tion with an old friend. And an old 
friend it is indeed - the current CBR600 
has been with us, fundamentally 
unchanged, since 1991. But it's an old 
design that just keeps on working 
thanks to ongoing refinements over the 
years. A quick-turning, predictable 
chassis makes full-throttle, full-lean cor- 
ners at 100-plus mph seem like harmless 
fun. Compared to the other bikes, the 
riding position feels a bit unusual, with 
the bars close together and on the high 
side, but it is one that imparts a feeling 
of control. Acceleration is vivid - and 
smooth - in the lower gears, but the CBR 
seemed to have a bit of trouble pulling 
redline as we headed into the wind in 
top gear along the front straight; it just 
didn't sizzle up top the way the Suzuki 
and Kawasaki did. 

What the Honda did do was inspire 
confidence, provide plenty of feedback 
and deliver power with nary a peak, 
valley or hiccup in its broad curve. The 
biggest complaint with the powerplant 
was the buzz it sent through the bars 
and pegs. 

Despite the fact that the CBR has the 
fewest number of pistons per caliper at 
the front in this test (a measly two each

side!) it was nonetheless impressive in 
providing strong, fade-free stopping 
power. How strong? Strong enough to 
surprise us once or twice as the rear end 
lifted off the ground braking for the left 
that leads into the infield. Feel was also 
very good, allowing you to brake hard 
enough to make the front end squirm, 
without inducing primal fear of sudden 
lockup in the process. A wonderful all- 
around package. 

Testers were evenly split as to 
whether they liked the Kawasaki or the 
Honda better at the track, the deciding 
factor being the chassis feel of the CBR 
vs. the seductive engine performance of 
the ZX. 

Which leaves the Yamaha. The street 
orientation of the YZF - from riding 
position to damping rates to outright 
power - was clearly a handicap at the 
track, the bike giving up a little in every 
category of performance. The smooth, 
clean-running powerplant responded 
best to being lugged midcorner, while 
providing a reasonably vigorous jump 
off the corners from lower in the rev 
range than the other bikes. But as speeds 





rose as you fired out onto the banking, it 
seemed an eternity between shifts as the 
tach crept toward redline. In fact, the 
best strategy with this engine was to 
short-shift before the power would fade. 

Most testers found the front brake on 
the Yamaha to provide the best initial 
bite and very good feel. It was only as 
the pace was upped - particularly at the 
end of the day - that we noticed they 
were beginning to fade. 

Ultimately, the best course of action 
with the Yamaha was to be as smooth as 
possible and plan your lines ahead. The 
soft spring rates and street-oriented 
damping made it total-regroup time if 
you screwed up in a turn, rather than 
letting you get away with a little more 
lean (it has the least cornering clearance) 
or just briefly rolling out of the throttle. 
While flicking down to full lean with the 
slightly top-heavy-feeling Yamaha was 
fairly easy due to the wide bars, transi-| 
tioning from left to right at the chicane 
took the most effort. And powering out 
onto the banking in either of the fast 
lefts caused the chassis to wind up to 
the point that made it tough to get into

Bolton is Dynojet's general manager for research and devel- 
opment of fuel-management Products, and as such is one of the 
first to test and tune new models when they debut. In a former

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life, power-hungry Bolton built and raced Canada’s fastest-ever 
Suzuki GSX-R1100-based superbike. 

After years of testing and experimentation, not much surpris- 
es Bolton, and the numbers generated by the four 600cc-class 
machines were within anticipated parameters. 

“These are typical of the same model machines that we've run 
previously," confirmed Bolton. 

Many sportbike fans, and particularly DOT-class racers, may 
be surprised by the somewhat low outright horsepower numbers 
produced on the dyno. Some magazines, notably in Britain, have 
shown the Kawasaki to produce 100 hp at the rear wheel, well 
clear of our seemingly strong-running ZX-6R example. 

Bolton is careful in his comments, but concedes that “world- 
wide, there are quite a few preproduction bikes out there, and 
they often yield some very high numbers. But I think these bikes 
are a fair example of what a customer could expect from his 
bike." 

Of the four machines tested, the Suzuki would benefit the 
most from aftermarket carb adjustment. ^We've had a lot of 
phone calls about the Suzuki, and we've spent time working on 
it,” says Bolton. “I think the Suzuki may be the most tunable; you 
can get a night-and-day difference in throttle response. 

“АП the bikes will improve with tuning - there are always 
gains to be found. For instance, you can get the Kawasaki to rev 
quicker, and respond better to on/off throttle work at higher 

t 

= Many sportbike owners soon go the pipe-and-jet-kit route, 
and Bolton believes that all the bikes would also respond well to 
the hot-rod treatment. "It's difficult to choose one of the bikes as 
the best to modify," reflects Bolton. "They would all benefit, and 
by close to the same percentage amounts. On all of them you 
could get a 5-hp gain quite easily, and the bike would absolutely 
be more fun to ride." 

One of the central selling points to the Dynojet dyno system is 
the fact that each dyno produces nearly identical results when

Confident of his product, Bolton states that "if the Dyno is 
operated correctly, and there are no malfunctions of any kind, 
you should be able to take the same bike to 20 different Dynojet 
centers and get a reading within half a horsepower, easy. I’m 
pretty confident of that; they're really consistent." 

"For every Dynojet dyno that's sold, we first measure the 
mass of the drum (the weight that's spun by the rear wheel) on a 
test table. That gives us a mass number. The mass number goes 
into the computer program for that dyno, and for that dyno only. 
No two are exactly the same. We already know the bearing drag, 
and all of that. 


“But the software isn't interchangeable from Dynojet to Dyno- - 


jet" cautions Bolton. "You can't swap software between identical 
model dynos. Our biggest problem is people swapping software.” 

Viewing the results of the dyno runs conducted with the 600 
machines on test, Bolton considers the Honda to be the best set 


up of the four in stock trim. Bolton bases this opinion on the : 


“range” of the carburetion. 
“Due to regulations,” says Bolton, “running at steady speed is

For ripping around the Speedway, there was 
no better tool than the GSX-R600.

THE STREET 


As much as the Yamaha was out of 
its element at the track, it was in it on 
the street. Living life with an ultrataut 
chassis that works well at ten-tenths can 
take a lot of the fun out of riding on the 
street - just try the GSX-R for a while. 
With the Yamaha, just strap on some 
bags and hit the road. We still ran front 
spring preload at the maximum setting 
and rebound damping near full hard on 
the street in an effort to reduce dive and 
eliminate a slight midcorner chatter 
under heavy front-end loads, but other- 
wise found the YZF to be more than 
competent and the most comfortable in 
the real world. The plush, broad seat 
and large fairing provided the best place 
to sit of these four bikes. 

The longer-stroke engine still doesn't 
provide the punch of the other bikes, 
but the clean jetting and greater fly- 
wheel inertia made squirting through- 
out the slick shifting gears entertaining 
fun, even though the nature of the 
power delivery made frequent shifts 
unnecessary. Complaints centered on 
the cheap-feeling clutch that juddered 
under heavy load, and a heavier overall 
feel compared to the others. 

Chassis behavior on the street was 
generally neutral with a tendency to 
stand up slightly while trail braking. To 
quote one tester: “Slowest steering of 
the bunch, though that doesn't necessar- 
ily mean it's slow - is it slow compared 
to a 916? No." The least aggressive bike 




















in this shootout, it is still more motor- 
cycle than most people will ever need. 

Long the bike that served as the 
yardstick against which other 600cc 
bikes were measured, the Honda still 
works well on the street. Damping rates 
are excellent, as is comfort. The CBR has 
the smallest feel, with a narrow tank 
and minimal fairing contributing to the 
impression that you are right up on top 
of the front wheel and in total control; 
The excellent clutch and flexible power 
delivery make it a bike for all seasons, 
and only the buzzy engine marred an 
otherwise fine road-going experience. 
Neutral, quick-steering fun. 

The Kawasaki had a remarkably sim- 
ilar feel to the Honda, but the super- 
smooth power delivery and more-sub- 
stantial-feeling chassis lends it more 
refinement. The vagueness of the front 
end that showed itself at the limit on 
the track was nowhere to be found on 
the street, and it has a top-notch gear- 
box and clutch to boot. The Honda has 
better-calibrated damping rates than the .: 
Kawasaki, which is set up with stiffer 
high-speed compression damping that 
lets a lot - just on too much - of road 
shock through the bars. The seat is a bit 
narrow at the junction with the tank, 
but there is plenty of space tà move 
around in what most testers felt was the 
best riding position of the group in 
terms of street/track compromise. 
Beautifully stable, the Kawasaki exhibit- 
ed dead-neutral steering characteristics, 
even while trail braking. Do what уой | 
will with it, go fast, go slow, the ZX-6R 
will accommodate your mood transpar- 
ently. :

otorcycle dynamics are incredibly complicated. Luckily 

for us, so are our brains, and many of us develop a 

sense for these dynamics that allows us to understand, 
critique and use this information to evaluate and improve the 
two-wheeled machine as we exert ever greater control over 
these dynamics. 

A select few people, however, through genes or determina- 
tion or both, can do more. Few have done more than three-time 
World Champion Freddie Spencer. 

: For while one must certainly be “Fast” to win World Cham- 
pionships, you've got to be smart, too, and you have to learn to 
communicate to others what a motorcycle says to you. Some 
riders have their talent buried deep within their souls. Spencer 
certainly falls into this category. But as a former student at one 
of Spencer's High-Performance riding schools, I feel qualified to 
say he has excavated this talent in ways very beneficial to his 
students. As one would expect, the area of concentration in the 
school is riding technique. Since we're all masters of technique 
here at Cycle News (that's sarcasm), we decided to ask Spencer 
about bike behavior. 

Before we hear from the master, these are some of our basic 
observations about testing bikes: The first step is learning to feel 
what the bike is telling you and to communicate bike behavior 
in understandable terms. The next step is to relate motorcycle 
behaviors to the design characteristics that induce them, 
whether these are flaws or those difficult few steps closer to 
perfection. The final step is understanding how specific changes 
alter the motorcycle's behavior. 

Over time, one begins to build a catalog of behaviors. The 
more seat time you get, especially time near the performance 
envelope of the machine you are riding, the bigger your catalog 
will be. I think it's safe to say Freddie Spencer has a big catalog. 

And so, it was with this in mind that we asked Spencer the 
simple question: How do you test a motorcycle? 

“I would always pick out the first three things,” Spencer 
said. ^First you have to understand a bike's characteristics 
before you can determine what you like about it, or what you 
don't like about it. The first thing I would notice is how the 
motor responds - as far as where the powerband was, especially 
on the two-stroke GP bikes because that would get you in trou- 
ble as quick as anything. І would always find the powerband 
and get a feel for how the throttle responds. You do all of this at 
a pretty slow speed so you can't get in trouble. 

"The second thing, obviously, is to get a feel for the brakes, 
because that's going to determine where your braking points 
are. Usually with brakes there are two things: lever feel, 
whether it requires more pressure for more braking or if it had a 
pretty light feel, which I would always build into my bikes. 
How much brake you have determines your ability to be able to 
trail brake. I never liked the brakes to take a lot of brake pres- 
sure, because then I didn't feel like I had control over stopping 
power. Plus, if it required a lot of brake pressure, when the 
brakes did come on that could get you into trouble while trail 
braking. 

"The third thing is suspension and how much feel and feed- 
back I was getting from the front and the rear. Of course, those 
two areas you determine on corner entry and exit. For example, 
between the '97 and '98 CBR900RR, I could feel it right out of 
the pit area - the sensitivity through the front was improved 
dramatically on the '98 bike vs. the 97 bike, in my opinion. 

“You have to quickly determine, before you can feel the 
front end, how much information you are getting from the front 
is twitchiness, chassis characteristics, or suspension. You have 
to do all of that before you can get up to speed and get to the 
point where you can really feel the tire and how much move- 
ment and traction you're getting from the front tire. That's why, 
when I would tire test, I would never do it on a bike that was 
new and that I didn't have a feel for. The information that 


you're getting and may be attributing to a tire problem, may be 
actually a chassis or suspension problem. You've got to feel 
everything from the inside out: throttle position, engine perfor- 
mance, braking capabilities, then suspension, chassis and then 
tires. And if I was testing a new chassis, then I'd put on a set of 
tires that I knew worked. Absolutely. That way you can't 
attribute anything to the tires - if it's suspension or chassis. 

“When | did the development on the 250 and the 500 during 
the winter of '84 and into '85, my whole job, I felt, was to make 
the bikes work as closely as possible to each other - to take out 
the variables. And that's kind of an example of that. That way, 
when 1 was going back and forth, I wanted them to be as close 
as possible - as much what was physically possible with a 250 
and a 500. It's always better to simplify and take out all the dif- 
ferent variables that you can. 

"The key to testing, like you guys were doing - bikes back to 
back - is to try to ide each bike the same. For instance, that was 
so critical when I was tire testing because I would show up and 
Michelin would have 25 rear tires for me to test. 1 showed up 
for the '85 season and they came with 150 tires in Australia 
when we were testing. Well, the only way that you can even 
halfway compare is that you have to ride each one the same. No 
less, no more effort. 1 always said the hardest part was testing 
because it requires so much energy. 

"To do it properly, each one has to be compared equally. It's 
the same way when you're comparing bikes. Even though they 
have different characteristics, you need to approach it the same. 
Getting off the throttle, getting on the brakes, getting the bike 
turned in - then you may find that one bike holds a line better 
than the other one. Then it's a matter of how quick you can pick 
up the throttle and drive through the corner and off the corner. 
How does the power come in, how smoothly does it come in? 
How does that power force the chassis and suspension to 
respond? Does it ask for more grip from a tire at a certain angle 
than another bike? Then you've broken down the engine char- 
acteristics. Then it's a matter of how much feel you get through 
the front-brake lever vs. how much effort does it take vs. how 
much stopping power you're getting. How much feedback do 
you get through the bars, the seat of your pants? Once you get 
to that point, then you have to compare it to other bikes by 
doing it the same way. 

“How does it transfer the weight? How much confidence do 
you have staying on the front brakes getting the bike in? How 
does it go from braking with the weight transferred forward to 
getting on the throttle and the weight transferring back? Does it 
have a tendency to chatter? Does it hook up pretty good? That 
determines how much you can get into the 
power. If you turn it in and the front does 
something funny, then you know you've 
got a problem. And the same goes for 
when you start applying the power and 
transferring the weight back, and it 
doesn't want to hook up or it breaks away, 
or doesn't give you a good feeling. 

"Even when the bikes were built exact- 

ly the same, one would always steer a little 
differently. I would always have a more 
confident feeling from one to the other. 
When you're testing four different bikes, 
they're all going to be a little bit different. 
When the package - chassis, tires, suspen- 
sion, everything - is really a good combi- 
nation, you always have a good feel in 
every mode: Maximum braking, maxi- 
mum turn-in, getting on the power. It all 
determines how much confidence you're 
going to have in the bike. 

"The bottom line is how well you can 


do all these things on the bike. You've got to be in control and 
feeling the edge. If you're not smooth and you don't haye that 
feel... To develop that feel, you've got to be aware of it, 

^Make a plan. I never tested without a plan. If there are 125 
tires and the Michelin engineers, the Honda guys... the engi- 
neers want to test suspension, chassis and different motors. 
You've got the tire guys and they want information to know | 
what tire works best out of 125 tires. You're sitting there look- 
ing at both of them and you're thinking, ‘If I get out of this alive 
and if I ever want to ride again after I get through with this, I'll. 
be lucky.’ You've always got to have a plan. This is what I'm 
going to look for first, this is what l'm going to look for second, 
and so on. And you've got to do it the same on each bike, AMEN 
tire."

THE VERDICT 


What most of us want from a motor- 
cycle is simple: everything. A bike that 
asks not what we have to do for it, but 
what it can do for us. That eliminates 
one machine right off the bat: the GSX- 
R600. But if all you ask of it is absolute 
maximum performance, it is the only 
choice - it just asks a lot in return. If you 
want the most comfort and practicality 
at the expense of outright performance, 
go YZF600R. (It's the bargain of the 
bunch, too.) In the past, if you wanted 
the best of both - and to be those few 
steps closer to the bike that does every- 
thing - you had to take the CBR.

It doesn't take a brain Surgeon to see why this motorcycle 
has been so successful in Supersport racing. 

_ Then we went on а 300-some-mile ride through the countryside of Southern California's 
Riverside County, a ride that consisted of plenty of twists and a bit of freeway droning. That's 
when the other bikes started to catch up. 

In fact, they not only gained on the Suzuki, but they passed it, meshing together into a 
tightly knit group that made picking a favorite somewhat difficult. Call it the Sorority Girl 
Syndrome - the last one you were with was usually your favorite. 

The Suzuki lost ground mainly because of comfort, or its lack thereof. When you throw a 
leg over the GSX-R, you fall into a racing position - hands low, feet high, naturally tucked in 
and ready for action. At that race track, this was ideal. After 30 minutes on regular roads, 
however, you realize that you're not very comfortable. In fact, you notice that your hands and 
wrists ache a bit. I can't imagine the feeling if you're over 5 feet 8 inches tall. In defense of the 
GSX-R, you rarely ever hear the pilot of an F-16 complain about how hard the seat is. Simply: 
put, the Suzuki is built for speed, not for comfort. 

The others make much better street bikes than the Suzuki, and after much haggling with 
myself, I had to put the Kawasaki at the top of the heap. Why? Because it was a close second 
on the race track, and rates right at the top in every other application. It has the best power- 
plant. Period. It's comfortable and it handles well. With the ZX-6R set up correctly, you could 
hang with the Suzuki on the track (just ask Doug Chandler). And it looks the part. 

While the Honda was clearly better than the Yamaha at the race track, “Old Blue" is a pret-

Both the Honda and the Kawasaki offer good feedback when pushed, seeming to relish any 
demands a rider provides. The new Ninja has a much-improved front end, including superior 
brakes, and performs with the confidence these parts allow. On the other hand, while the 
Honda's specifications are no longer that impressive on paper, in use, the F3 still offers surpris- 
ing confidence. 

The one category in which the Kawasaki clearly leads in is an important one, however. The 
ZX-6R's motor is a delight, from its throaty, big-bike roar, even with a stock exhaust, to its 
abundant midrange and serious top end. 

The flexibility of the Ninja's powerplant is the greatest strength of a solid package. No 
amount of dyno-chart study can replace the seat-of-the-pants thrill of charging out of a tight 
turn in Chandler-mode. 

The Honda's midrange doesn't quite measure up to the Kawasaki's, although the CBR may 


be a bit more forgiving at the ragged edge. Although comfortable, the CBR offers the least wind | 


protection of the group, and doesn't have as much room for my largish frame as the Kawasaki. 
The updated GSX-R600 is in its element at the track, with taunt suspension, flex-free frame 


and running gear that can't be faulted. Jason Black's setup efforts proved the “tunability” of the 


GSXR. This isn't a replica racer, it's the real deal. The Honda and Kawi gave the impression of 
having the front end right at your fingertips, but only the Suzuki gives you the sense that both 
ends are plugged directly into your traction sensors. 

While my head wants to love the Suzuki, my heart just isn't convinced. Why? Poor 
midrange performance and an occasional, disturbing flat spot in power delivery when easing 
back on the throttle into tight turns. While I admire many aspects of the GSXR, I had more fun 
on the other bikes, plus the Suzuki is just a little too cramped for people my size. 

The Yamaha is the most distinctive bike in the group. The YZF has a larger physical pres- 
ence. It's in a league of its own in terms of ergonomics, wind protection and luggage space. The 
Yamaha feels bigger than the rest, too, and that's okay - it's the heavier part that's disturbing. 

Ridden at a brisk pace, the Yamaha is plenty of fun. But when you start to charge, running 
at speeds the Kawasaki and Honda enjoy and the Suzuki almost demands, the Yamaha starts 
to fade.

Healey’s misfortune put Davis out in 
front and, with no dust, all the Yamaha 
pilot had to contend with were ice-cov- 
ered puddles and the chill in the air. 

Some of the racers who followed had 
a lot more working against them. 

“I was supposed to ride with Jim 
Gray, but I crashed in practice yester- 
day, so he’s riding iron-man,” said Todd 
Hoy, whose mistake in the whoops left 
him with more than 50 stitches above 
his left eye. “I think I hit the brake mas- 
ter cylinder, and it went through my 
goggles. I was probably doing around 
40 miles an hour when it happened.” 

Right behind Gray in the starting 
lineup was Greg Bringle, who was also 
riding solo after his partner crashed and 
broke his collarbone prerunning for the 
SCORE San Felipe 250. 

The first leg of the course headed 
south out of Tonopah for 27 miles to pit 
one, then crossed over Highway 95 for a 
37-mile run back to the starting area for 
the second gas stop. Davis had the lead 
all the way and was 3 ^» minutes ahead 
of the KX500 piloted by Destry Abbott 
and Dave Ondas on adjusted time as he 
passed the 66-mile mark. American 
Honda's Johnny Campbell, who was 
riding solo by choice, brought his XR628 
through in third, five minutes behind 
Davis on adjusted time. 

"The course was great. (Casey) Folks 
used all my favorite roads up here,"

said Campbell, who knows the area well 
after riding many Tonopah events and 
all three years of the Nevada Rally, 
which used many of the roads and trails 
in the vicinity. "I've ridden up here a 
lot, so I thought I had a really good 
chance to win this one, but somehow I 
just wasn't clicking today. I blew a lot of 
turns." : 

Fourth overall, and almost neck and 
neck with Campbell on adjusted time, 
were Yamaha pilots Shane Esposito and 
James Summers, who were locked in a 
back-and-forth battle for the 250cc Pro 
lead with Kawasaki racers Oakley 
Lehman and Brian Brown. 

"They started behind us and got by 
us the first time when Brown had to 
stop and pull a filter skin," said 
Lehman. “We passed them back a little 
after the halfway point and started 
pulling on them a little bit, but we were 
within about half a minute of each other 
all day." 

The KX500 piloted by Paul Krause 
and David Hamel cleared pit two in 
sixth overall but lost some time - and 
their bike's rear fender - just a little fur- 
ther into the course. 

"| did a little dirt-sampling," said 
Hamel, who had just taken over from 
lead-off rider Krause. "And that was

We had а few problems with the 
brakes. We ended up doing a rear wheel 
and changing brake pads pretty much 
all day long and could never really catch 
up." 

The Scott Wilson/David Fry KX250 
was the next bike through, just ahead of 
Jim Gray's KTM. 

“I caught a bunch of guys off the 
start," said Gray, who was 16th on the 
starting grid and had elbowed his way 
up to capture the Four-Stroke Over 
450cc lead before pit one. "I was going 
well at first, just riding smooth and 
smart. I didn't fall or stall or anything." 

Daryl Folks and John Rudder had 
established themselves as the ones to 
beat in the Over 30 Pro division by the 
time they reached the second pit. Steve 
Hengeveld and Jeff Capt were racing at 
the head of the Four-Stroke Under 450cc 
division, and Erik Griffith and Dana 
Van Stee were going great in the 125cc 
Pro division. 

When the racers headed out of 
Tonopah for the second time, they 
began a huge 230-mile loop to the north- 
west that ran through the mountains 
and out into the fast roads of the open 
desert valleys. 

"That part of the course was great, 
especially the part between pit three and 
pit four,” said Abbott. “It was up in the 
trees, and we ran into some snow on the 
sides of the course. It was really tacky 
up there, with perfect traction." 

Abbott had such a great time that he 
carved two minutes off the Book/Davis 
lead by the time his bike reached pit 
four, but Davis made up time again on 
the way to pit five. 

“The course is really fast, which is bad 
for us, but it's interesting because it's 
twisty fast. That makes it fun because 
you're not just hanging it out," said 
Davis. “ОЁ course, there are some sections 
where you can go as fast as you can." 

Abbott admitted to finding some of 
the faster sections pretty scary. 

“I think our advantage is in the fast 
stuff because our bike is a little faster 
than theirs, but I enjoy the tighter stuff 
more because it's safer," said Abbott. "I 
think our bike will go just a little over 
100 miles an hour, and I was doing that 
quite a few times. Corners come up 
quick when you're going that fast, and 
you really have to stay focused." 

A little further back, a number of 
teams were starting to focus on prob- 
lems. 

“We got passed quite a few times by 
the big bikes on the fast, fast roads," 
said Jeff Capt, whose KLX365 had been 
leading the small-bore four-stroke divi- 
sion all morning. “ТЇЇ bet it was 50/50 
fast and technical, but the fast stuff was 
so fast. We were probably 15 to 20 mph 
slower than a KX500.” 

A promising run by KX125 pilots 
Griffith and Van Stee ran out of steam 
when the bike developed problems 20 
miles into section three, and Larry Roe- 
seler, who was racing solo aboard a 
Kawasaki KLX365, was riding carefully, 
trying to avoid third gear. 

"About 10 miles into the race, the 
third gear started making a noise, so I 
tried to stay out of it,” said Roeseler. “It 
made things a little difficult, but I ended 
up staying about even with everyone 
else on time." 

The racing was as close as ever as the 
front-runners cleared the 200-mile mark 
and swept into pit five. The Davis/Book 
Yamaha was still in front, but only four 
minutes separated it from the 
Abbott/Ondas Kawasaki in second. 
Brian Brown powered the leading 250cc 
Pro.entry through in third overall, less 
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than eight minutes behind the overall 
leaders and only two minutes ahead of 
250cc rivals Esposito and Summers, who 
passed Campbell in the pits to take over 
fourth overall. Campbell had taken time 
out to install a fresh rear tire before he 
headed into the next section 

“My favorite part is between pits five 
and six. There are some roads up there 
that are really twisty and fun. You can 
just flat-track them,” said Campbell. 
“The unfortunate thing was, I got a front 
flat before I got on that road, which was 
kind of disappointing.” 

The 300-mile course was starting to 
test the solo riders as they completed 
the top of the huge northwesterly loop 
and made the turn for home. Roeseler 
was coping so well that he had not yet 
had anything to drink, but Gray was 
starting to droop. 

“I started getting tired, both mentally 
and physically,” said Gray, who had 
been as high as sixth overall but slipped 
back a few places as fatigue began to set 
in. “It’s hard to keep your concentration, 
and I missed a few corners, but it wasn’t 
nearly as bad as I thought it would be.” 

The close racing at the front of the 
pack kept adrenaline flowing like rivers 
and there was no chance of fatigue as 
the finish line drew closer. Davis lest a 
minute to the Abbott/Ondas Kawasaki 
between pits five and six, but the team 
was still ahead when Book took over for 
the final dash to the checkers. 

He brought the four-stroke Yamaha 
home just after 11:30 a.m., with a total 
elapsed time of five hours and 36 min- 
utes to take the win by a shade under 
three minutes. 

“The course was awesome, the mark- 
ings were great, and it was just good 
racing all day long,” said Book. “This 
race isn’t so long. There’s some stuff 
that’s physically demanding on you, but 
for the most part it’s fast roads. They 
have to get the trucks through, so for us 
on bikes there’s nothing tough like 
you'd find at a National Hare and 
Hound. We just got the Yamaha out in 
front and stayed there all day. We didn't 
have any problems." 

^We didn't have time for problems - 
the race was too close," Davis said with 
a laugh. ^The bike ran great; it's bone 
stock except for a silencer, a pipe and 
some different suspension. Abbott and 
Ondas rode a great race and kept it close 
all day. You couldn't ask for any more." 

You could ask for a little more if you 
were Abbott, back in second. 





"I'm disappointed we didn't win. I 
thought we had a really good chance 
and we had the horsepower, but it 
didn't happen," said Abbott. "We had a 
great ride, it was a good race, and I rode 
the hardest I could. I don't have any 
excuses; they just flat out beat us, I 
guess. Maybe we'll get them next time." 

The race-long battle for the 250cc Pro 
win was decided less than 20 miles from 
the finish, when Lehman missed a cor- 
ner and took an off-the-course excursion. 

"I was in a really high-speed section 
and I came to a right-hander. I didn't 
make the turn, overshot it and crashed 
pretty hard," Lehman explained. “I’m 
lucky I didn't get hurt, but that's when 
they got by us." 

The crash put the Summers /Esposito 
Yamaha into third overall and took it 
across the finish line three minutes 
ahead of the Lehman/Brown Kawasaki 
to capture the 250cc Pro win. 

"We were within 40 seconds of each 
other the whole race," said Esposito. "I 
don't know if it's more fun racing that 
way, but it makes you work a lot harder, 
that's for sure." 

Johnny Campbell's 
in fifth overall. 

“I thought it would be even faster 
than it was, but I had fun," said Camp- 
bell. ^I like riding in Nevada, and 300 
miles is half a day to me. I’m used to 
being on the bike for eight hours. If it 
was a couple of hundred miles longer, I 
could've taken them." 

Doug Chiapuzio and Matt Murphy 
finished sixth overall on elapsed time 
and overalled the Expert class for the 
second time in as many races. 

“We led pretty much the whole 
way," said 16-year-old Chiapuzio, who 
brought the team's KX500 home with a 
flat rear tire. "We started behind every- 
one in our class, and after the first 50 or 
60 miles we were in front of all of the 
Experts. We had no problems and it was 
а fun course, just real fast." 

Second in the Expert division was 
captured by the CR500 trio of Scott 
Underwood, Craig Sasso and Scott 
Robertson, and third went to KX500 rac- 
ers Mark and Jeff Lundgreen, who rode 
the last two sections without a clutch. 

^We went down in a rough section 
and had to ride with bent bars, but we 
adapted to it and had no problems at 
all,” said Underwood. “We just needed 
a little more top end.” 

Daryl Folks and John Rudder took 
eighth overall and edged race-long

oug Blackwell used determina- 
D^ luck and a lapper to put 

some breathing room between 
himself and 1997 National Enduro 
Champ Mike Lafferty at the Bear Valley 
National Hare Scrambles, hosted by 
Reading Off-Road Riders (RORR). On 
the last section of the last lap, upstart 
Blackwell held off a charging Lafferty 
and moved six points ahead in the series 
standings. 

The three-way battle for the 1998 
National Hare Scrambles title between 
Blackwell, Lafferty and Brian Garrahan 
continued on a day when El Nino- 
spawned storms dumped three inches 
of rain on Pennsylvania in 24 hours. It 
was a day when even ducks were look- 
ing for cover, and staying dry at the 
starting line meant you needed two 
umbrella girls. 

Even before the race began, monsoon 
rains turned the starting area into eight 
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inches of quagmire and the usual rocky, 
muddy, rooted, and tightly wooded 
course transformed itself into a wet, 
nasty monster that laid waste to the 
weak. Only hard-core spectators and 
true competitors remained to the finish. 
Wind-driven rain dropped temperatures 
into the high 30s as dark, billowing 
clouds enveloped the ground and 
threatened to dump snow on the entire 
mess. The weather forced RORR to 
shorten the event from six laps to five 
for the A and AA riders. The three-lap B 
race wasn't changed. Despite the short- 
ened event, spectators, competitors and 
club members witnessed an exciting 
race right to the finish. 

The 11.7-mile course was divided 
into two parts: the upper, faster section 
laid out on the side of Bear Mountain, 
and the lower, slower section along the 
floor of Bear Valley. The upper section 
contained an off-camber grass track and 
a hard-packed gravel road along the 
mountain's ridge as well as at the start 
area, scoring barrels, and pits. The lower 
section was nicknamed The Jungle and 
contained wet roots, wet rocks, wet

mudholes, and wet tight woods cours- 
ing through a beaver swamp. It was The 
Jungle which would later cost Lafferty 
the lead after being in front for three 
hours of a three-hour-and-two-minute 
race. 

On the first lap, Lafferty arrived all 
alone at the scoring barrels. One minute 


later came a snarling pack of AA riders 
clawing and gnawing for second place. 
This seven-way fight consisted of Black- 
well, Brian Keegan, multi-time GNCC 
АТУ champ Barry Hawk, Mike Samson, 
Patrick Timothy, Duane Conner, апа 
Brian and Patrick Garrahan. In the mid- 
dle of this battle was A 250cc leader 









Fred Hoess, who was on the lone Suzuki 
and was sliding and spinning his way 
through the AA riders. On the next 
minute were AA riders Richard Lafferty 
(Mike's brother), Chris Smith, and A 
250cc front-runners Mike Arendasky 
and Bill Atkinson. 

By the second lap, Lafferty had 
opened up a two-minute lead and 
looked to be the race favorite, but an 
uncharacteristically slow third lap 
allowed Blackwell to come through on 
the same minute. 

After the race, Lafferty explained 
what happened. 

“I was out front all alone,” Lafferty 
said, “and it was hard to know what 
pace to keep. I backed off a bit, but the 
guys behind me were pushing each 
other and this moved them up. It would 
have been better to have someone to 
race against.” 

Blackwell gave his view on the chase. 

“After I broke away from the (sec- 
ond-placed) pack,” Blackwell said, “I 
kept charging, and all of a sudden there 
was Mike (Lafferty).” 

How hard was Blackwell running to 
catch Lafferty? 

“On lap three,” Blackwell continued, 
“T entered the lower section where the 
pines and mudholes were, hit a rock, 
flipped and landed face-down in the 
water.” 

Despite the mud bath, Blackwell was 
on Lafferty’s rear tire by the end of lap 
four. Only one second separated them at 
the beginning of the last lap. Blackwell 
didn’t know it, but he was about to be 
given a gift from the moto gods. 

Just past the scoring barrels were the 
pits, and Blackwell couldn't believe his 
luck when Lafferty pulled in for fuel. 
Blackwell's Yamaha didn't require a sec- 
ond pit stop. 

^I couldn't believe my eyes," Black- 
well said. ^I knew this was my chance to 
put an insurmountable lead between 
Mike and me, so I pinned it.” 

Blackwell's good fortune didn't last 
long, however. 





“I figured I could make a quick stop 
for fuel," Lafferty said, "and still catch 
Doug if I floored it." 

Lafferty was right. 

The enduro champ went into over- 
drive on the grass-track portion, wildly 
spewing loam from his roosting rear 
tire. He looked like a Unadilla GP star 
going for the checkered flag. Hardly 
touching ground as he flew across the 
ridge top, his orange and black KTM 
was about to become a trick-or-treat sur- 
prise for Blackwell. He showed that rid- 
ers can get leads on him, but not insur- 
mountable leads. 

Before Blackwell could reach the 
lower section of the course, he heard the 
braap-braap-braap of an angry KTM. 
Through The Jungle, Lafferty passed 
Blackwell, then Blackwell passed Laffer- 
ty, then Lafferty passed Blackwell again. 
Where two trail options met, they 
almost collided, and Lafferty's rear tire 
slid when he touched his brake to avoid 
hitting Blackwell. Blackwell shot ahead 
and, when the trail opened onto the 
grass track, he put a lapper between 
himself and Lafferty. Lafferty never got 
by the backmarkers and could only 
watch as Blackwell pulled a 31-second 
lead. Hearing cheers from the West Vir- 
ginia faithful, Blackwell pulled major air 
across the starting-area jump as his arms 
pumped skyward. 

At the finish line, Blackwell greeted 
Lafferty with a handshake, and Lafferty 
returned the gesture with a pat on 
Blackwell's back. The two gave photog- 
raphers a thumbs-up and spectators a 
race they would long remember. 

What did RORR president, event ref- 
eree, and AA scorer Robbie Mohn think 
of the day's racing? "It was hard to 
believe 240 riders would show up in this 
weather," Mohn said. "I never thought 
the race would be so close." 

Ten minutes after the race, a still- 
smiling Blackwell talked about his race 
with Lafferty. 

“I figured he would catch me,” 
Blackwell said. “We were both goin’ for 








it. He passed me, I passed him, he 
passed me again. I knew my only 
chance was to get through there (The 
Jungle) ahead of Mike.” 

At the KTM truck, the atmosphere 
was different. A slightly stunned Laffer- 
ty said: “I was disappointed to lose the 
race at the last moment after leading for 
over three hours. I’m a good starter and 
that’s what I wanted to do today - get 
out in front with the mud and all. 

“Doug’s not only a great guy, he’s a 
great rider,” Lafferty concluded. "It's 
not over yet. Тћеге' be more chances to 
win. It’s a long season.” 

Fred Hoess was the top A 250cc 
rider, placing seventh overall. He 
looked fast and he never let up, despite 
crashes which broke the rear subframe 
and smashed the front number plate of 
his Suzuki. Other A 250cc riders in the 
top 20 were Bill Atkinson, John Bennett, 
Mike Arendasky, James Ott and Curtis 
Bardonner. Ron Palermo, competing in 
the A Open class, motored his way to 
13th overall. 

The B riders fought the nasty weath- 
er and worsening-by-the-minute condi- 
tions all day. Some of them were still 
struggling on the course after the top 
AA riders finished. The unrelenting rain 
and the coal muck turned the B riders 
into faceless, goggleless men in black, 
unrecognizable as humans except for 
the whites of their eyes. What did these 
riders - toughened by bottomless Penn- 
sylvania mudholes, tire-swallowing 
New Jersey sand whoops and tube-eat- 
ing New England rock runs - have to 
say after their three laps were over?

Г wo-time AMA Western National 
7 : Four-Stroke MX Champion 
: Lance Smail picked up where 
where he left off with his 1996 and 1997 
championships seasons as he swept to 
the overall win in the thumper series 
opener at Speedworld MX Park. 

But there was at least one difference. 
After winning his previous titles aboard 
KTM LC4 620s, Smail was asked to ride 
the FC501 Husaberg during his series 
campaign in 1998. His new mechanic, 
Russ Fletcher (who helped Mike Young 
Jr. to the 1996 Eastern Region champi- 
onship), was ecstatic with Smail's per- 
fect 1-1 moto sweep. 

White Brothers/Yamaha-backed 
Brian “Spud” Walters finished with a 2- 
2 aboard a Yamaha YZ400F, keeping 
sight of Smail in both motos before 
crashing in moto two while trying to 
keep pace with the champion. Greg 
Schnell put together 4-3 rides on his 
Motoworld of El Cajon-sponsored 
YZAOOF. 

Round one brought with it the huge 
hype about the production 1998 Yama- 
ha YZ400F four-stroke, and its impact 
on the series was obvious right from the 
start of the day. After 36 riders went 
through tech inspection, the tally 
totaled 26 Yamahas, six Husabergs, 
three Husqvarnas and one Honda. Tak- 
ing the prizes as the two lightest 
machines were the FC400 Husaberg of 
Robert Naughton (238 pounds) and the 
FC501 Husaberg of Tony Graves (241 
pounds), both of which were built by 
Premier Motorsports owner Barry 
Noblitt. 

Phoenix Speedworld MX Track Pro- 
moter Dan Matthews was pleased to see 
2025 screaming fans lining the fences. 
The clear skies and 90-degree heat 
would play a factor in the final few laps 
of each moto. 





MOTO ONE 


In true championship fashion, Smail 
was off the concrete pad first in the 
opening moto. Walters and Schnell 
barely edged out North County Yama- 
ha-backed Steve Drew. Then came 
Moto XXX's Scott Myers and Premier 
Motorsports' Naughton in very close 
quarters. Premier Motorsports Husq- 
varna-sponsored Rich Taylor rounded 
the first turn ahead of Kalos, Dubach, 
Tyler King and Pro Valve-sponsored 
Craig Canoy. 








Schnell drove it wide in turn two, 
losing position to Drew for third. Drop- 
ping off the next tabletop jump, Walters 
went high and railed the outside right- 
hander while Smail carved the inside 
rut. The duo exited the corner simulta- 
neously and set up for the massive, 120- 
foot double that most riders would mas- 
ter on the day. 

Smail twisted the throttle to the 
stops in fourth gear and shot his 
thumper up and over as Walters backed 
off. Drew also turned up the wick and

was fortunate not to have followed 
Walters line, or he would.have proba- 
bly splattered "Spud." Myers tried to 
hold off Kalos, to no avail. Up front, 
Smail and Walters' were already eight 
seconds out on Kalos. Schnell, too, 
worked his way forward, carving into 
fourth ahead of Myers after the 
riverbed washout. 

Vosburg/IMS/SMP-sponsored Mike 
Healey (who started out of the top 10) 
and Dustin Nelson were certainly on the 
pipe. Within 1 ;laps they had picked off 
Andy Anaya and Canoy. Healey and 
Nelson then went around Graves on lap 
four. Graves hung with the duo and 
stayed in the hunt. 

Kalos also was on fire, dropping four 
riders in his quest for the front. He was 
third by lap two. Passing had to be done 
aggressively and quickly, as the roost 
was difficult to deal with. 

Dubach got aggressive and block- 
passed by Myers and Taylor on lap two 
and motored up within a rock's throw. 
of Schnell. 

"Rocks is just what happened to me," 
Myers said with a laugh. ^1 got roosted 
so bad out there by these killer four- 
strokes, and then my mechanic (Matt 
Wallace) I think was also throwing 
rocks at me. By the halfway point, I had 
collected tons of pea gravel inside my 
jersey and down my pants. It worked 
into my shorts. You see all that stuff 
right by that chair? That's what came 
out when I stripped down." 

Dubach kept pressing forward, and 
he passed Schnell on lap five. Taylor 
was to be the next in Dubach's sights; 
but Dubach then threw it away while 
approaching a pebbly right-hander after 


` the quad-roller straightaway section 


Dubach lost the fire on his big-bore and 
was relegated to 15th before purging 
and refiring his bike. 

Taylor had his Husqvarna TC610 
singing and looking very strong. But'hé 
also had trouble, landing a little short 








off another jump and hurting an ankle, 
which would retire him for the day on 
lap seven. Things were almost as bad 
for his other Premier Motorsports 
Husqvarna teammate, Ty Kady, who 
started in 25th position, charged up to 
17th by lap two, then stalled the Proto- 
type TC410 on lap three. Kady had one 
tough time learning how to refire the 
thumper. 

Lap seven also laid claim to Husq- 
varna's Gordon Ward, who stalled and 
eventually finished a dismal 22nd. 
Amazingly, Dubach would return to 
mount a nearly unstoppable charge. 
After catching and passing Nelson on 
lap 11, the duo freight-trained it togeth- 
er. They passed Canoy, Anaya, 
Naughton and Healey to finish fifth and 
sixth, respectively, by moto's end. 

Up front, Smail was looking like he 
had it on cruise control, but he was 
stunned when Walters made some time 
on him. 

"| was curious about his lines and I 
knew the pace was a little slow," Smail 
said. "I felt it was just right for this first 
race. Then I got a little squirrelly. He 
came inside and bumped me out of the 
first turn just after the halfway signal. 
Then I just made a pretty aggressive 
block-pass in the next corner and never 
felt him again until he took me high after 
that quad-roller section a few laps later." 

"]t was going real good after a sec- 
ond-place start," Walters said. "I rode 
with Smail and then passed him and 
then I went a little high in a turn and he 
took me higher; then I got him right 
back. Then he passed me again. It was a 
good race, and I just feel that a second 
place in the first moto is good. Maybe if 
I can get out front the next moto and 
ride smooth with this unbelievably fast 
motor, me and my mechanic, Richard 
Sawitskas, will get a win. I would like 
to thank John Anderson and White 
Brothers for all their support." 

“I really had the nervous race jitters 
on the start and didn't get off the line 
like I wanted," Kalos said after finishing 
up in third place about four seconds 
back of Walters. “1 reeled them in a lit- 
tle, and I think my speed is good 
enough to win the second moto. I have a 
lot of friends and family here, and it will 
be pretty prestigious when I can do 
good at my home track." 

Greg Schnell said: "I had a great 
start, but a few guys swooped inside me 
in turn two. I got a little arm pump and 
just ran fourth throughout the rest of the 
way. I think if I can do 35 minutes hard 
on a four-stroke in these Nationals, I 





should do good in the AMA 125cc 
National Motocross Series coming up." 


MOTO TWO 


Smail captured the moto-two 
holeshot, coming from just left of the 
starter's box when the gate dropped. 
Walters was within a couple bike 
lengths, trying to sneak inside Smail in 
turn two. Naughton was just to Walters' 
right in a close third, as he followed 
Smail's lead and went just a little bit too 
wide. Kalos jammed it hard inside 
Naughton and sped past him down into 
the next tabletop to garner third. 
Naughton then had nipping at his tire a 
pack that included Schnell, Nelson, 
Drew, Myers, Carter Gurnee, Grayson 
Hart, Healey, Canoy, Anaya and Graves. 

Naughton then carved back inside 
Kalos and went for the rail in turn three 
as Myers made a perfect outside-inside 
move to also get by Kalos. Naughton 
launched off the double but then landed 
a little short, which caused him to slow 
considerably. Heading back out of the 
valley section, Kalos took advantage of a 
Naughton/Myers bar-banging battle 
royal to slip back into third. Smail had it 
going on, and he stepped up to a four- 
second lead, while Walters had a clear 
run in second. 

Nelson was right where he was in 
moto two, running fourth, with a freight 
train consisting of Myers, Healey and 
Drew in pursuit. Dubach, meanwhile, 
was nowhere to be seen, as the front- 
runners jetted past the pit-crew area just 
after the green flag. 

Naughton pulled in beside Barry 
Noblitt after hanging on in seventh, as it 
seemed there was something wrong. 

“I just came up a little short over that 
massive jump and I think the shock link- 
age broke, which puts me out," 
Naughton said with a grimace. 

Gurnee, Anaya, Canoy, Woods, 
Graves, Schnell and Ward were all run- 
ning together on the race track, but they 
were all losing ground, as the leader 
Smail began to step it up another notch, 
holding a five-second lead during lap 
two. 

Kalos crashed in the upper section of 
the course. Nelson also bobbled and was 
relegated to sixth after being caught up 
following the epic battle of Myers, 
Healey and Drew, who stepped right 
into the top five. 

On lap three, Kalos was hanging it 
out and pulling off passes left and right, 
but then he crashed again, with the 
resulting impact being hard enough to 
knock him unconscious.

It was evident that Schnell was step- 
ping it up a notch, too. By lap four he 
had made it past Graves, Woods and 
Canoy to sit in eighth. Healey then 
slipped into a tank-slapper, yielding to 
the charging Drew. 

Just before the halfway mark, the two 
leaders had worked up a 28-second lead. 
Then Walters took a soil sample. After 
Smail was given a pit board saying plus 
30 seconds, he relaxed and began play- 
ing to the crowd with some aerial acro- 
batics that really got them going. The 
next few laps seemed to be total chaos as 
the grueling heat placed a premium on 
rider stamina, which tilted the odds in 
favor of the strongest pilots. 

Smail simply was in another league 
as he flew past the mechanic's area time 
and again, just standing up and leaning 
forward as he crossed the line comfort- 
ably ahead of the rest of the field. 
Schnell and Ward were picking off rid- 
ers quickly. Eventually Schnell moved 
through to finish third, just up on team- 
mate Nelson. Ward himself motored up 
to finish fifth. Nathan Woods would get 
the nod in front of a disciplined group 
of riders for sixth, just inches ahead of 
Canoy, Graves, Myers and Kady. 

Smail was visibly happy, as was 
mechanic Russ Fletcher, after nailing 








two perfect motos for the overall victo- 
ry. Pace Motorsports USA Off-Road 
champion Walters’ 2-2 tallies won out 
over Schnell’s 4-3. Nelson (6-4) and 
Nathan Woods (12-5) finished in fourth 
and fifth, respectively. €N

our-time and defending National 

Trials Champion Geoff Aaron won 

his third consecutive event in the 
1998 AMA/NATC National Observed 
Trials Series on his Palamine Motor- 
sports/Hooters/Cosmopolitan Motors 
Beta. However, the following day's 28th 
El Trial de España (which has no bear- 
ing on the National series) - and the 
entire weekend, some would argue - 
belonged entirely to '92 World Champi- 
on Tommi Ahvala of Finland on his Gas 
Gas. 

Though Southern California is a 
familiar stop for those on the National 
circuit, this marked the first time for 
such an event in Reed Valley, outside of 
Aguanga, which is on the northern bor- 
der of the Cleveland National Forest 
and nearly two hours southeast of Los 
Angeles. The recent El Niño storms cre- 





ated a small lake near the pit area, and 
several personal watercraft enthusiasts 
enjoyed their sport while the trials set 
headed for the surrounding rock- 
strewn, scrub brush-covered hills. Much 
of the land is private and belongs to 
local motocross aficionado Kelly Pitchel, 
who borrowed a bike to find out first- 
hand what trials was all about and 
ended up a trials buff as well. 


NATIONAL 


Saturday's National consisted of a 
12-section loop to be ridden three times. 
Aaron jumped into the lead right off the 
bat, cleaning half the sections and card- 
ing a 12 on his first circuit. National 
number two, Raymond Peters, put him- 
self in contention with a 14, followed by 
Jess Kempkes with 16, both on Gas Gas 
JTXs. 

Loop two saw Aaron improve and 
finish it with an eight. Peters, on the 
other hand, went the other way and col- 












lected 19, one behind Canada’s Ryon 
Bell on his Montesa (Bell showed a one- 
point improvement over his loop-one 


_ score). 


Kempkes rode well on the second 
loop, but his day - and probably his sea- 
son - took a dramatic turn for the worse 
when officials hit him with a 25-point 
unsportsmanlike-conduct penalty. 

“Section five, the first loop, I thought 
I had a really good ride through this sec- 
tion. It had d lot of holes in it," he 
explained. “I had all these saves. I was 
out of control - I'd get into a hole and 
pull it off. I worked really hard to get 
through this section with a one, and I 
ended up missing, basically, the way 
everybody else went out the exit. It was 
a real tight left, and then there was a 
rock. If you went right just a little bit, 
you'd have to go down and trick-ride. 
Then I got into a couple more holes 
down there. 

"I pulled the front end over; then I 
jumped out the exit. (The checker) gave 
me a five for crossing my line, but basi- 
cally I was trick-riding. I was going 
backwards, and you can do that. He 
gave me a five for that. 

^We were going to protest it, but I 
(heard that I) had won the protest 
(based on) rumor from everybody else. 
They fixed it before I even came in for 
my first loop. 

"The second loop, 1 rode (the section) 
and he gave me a five because he 
thought I was stopped (with my foot 
down). So, we were having a pretty bad 
time with him already. I guess Dad got a 
little lippy with him. 

“On the (last) loop I didn't even ride 
it; I just (had my card) punched (for a 
five) because I was running late, and I 
figured he would've given me a five 
anyway because he'd given me fives 
twice already. Raymond Peters was sit- 
ting there arguing what he thought was 
a bad call, so I was like, Tm not even 
wasting my time here’... so I had him 
punch my card, and then I took off. 

"I was riding really good. АП the sec- 
tions were designed great. They had 
really big stuff in them. I was cleaning

everything; I only had a couple fives. 
We got down to section 11, and I guess a 
loop official came down and was chew- 
ing on my dad and me about being rude 
to the checkers. He wasn’t wearing any- 
thing official, like a bib or anything... 
and he wasn’t going to let me ride until 
my dad came and talked to him. He was 
way on the other side of the section, and 
we're already two minutes into penalty 
points. They got into a big dispute over 
there, and he wouldn't let me ride until I 
told him I'd apologize to the checker. 

“I didn't really say much. Sometimes 
my dad gets a little out of control 
because he wants me to do really well. I 
guess Raymond and Ryon Bell had two 
protests each in that number-five section 
so I had to put my two protests in there. 
If they won theirs, they would've beat 
me out of second place. 

"So I put the protests in about (the 
checking in section five and) the guy 
hassling us on the loop. I went up to talk 
about it, and they went, "Well, we (disal- 
low) both your protests, and we're 
going to give you an additional 25 
points for bad sportsmanship.’ They say 
they've got to put their foot down and 
make a stand. 

“I won the first National, and I’ve got 
fourth places after that. A second place 
would've put me back up into (the hunt 
for the championship)." 

So, instead of a 10-point loop, Kemp- 
kes collected 35 on that second loop. 
Though he'd rally for a 12 on the last 
loop, the penalty points dropped him to 
fourth in the final tally. 

Others experienced better fortune. 
Bell rode better each loop with scores of 
19, 18 and 11 for 48 points with 18 
cleans. 

“АП in all, it was a good day. I had a 
few too many bad mistakes," he admit- 
ted, "but I liked riding the big, dry 
rocks." 

He put in yet another podium finish 
with his third place, signaling that a 
National win may not be too far off. 

Peters, who won round two in Flori- 
da, matched Bell's loop-three score 
down to the seven cleans. However, he 
accumulated three time-penalty points, 
so his superior first-loop score saved 
him as he ended up with 47 points and 
19 cleans. 

“I thought I should've been a lot clos- 
er in points, even though I got second," 
Peters said. "I wasn't as close as I 
would've liked to have been. Geoff 
(Aaron) and I turned about equal laps, 
as far as our first loop, and then he cut it 
by six or eight points, and I couldn't. I 
just couldn't put it all together. I kept 
making stupid mistakes that were cost- 
ing me big points. I just didn't feel stable 
on the bike. It was just my balance or 
something; I'd slip or get off line - just 
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stupid stuff that didn't happen in Flori- 
da. 

“I think part of it was I wish I'd had a 
Solid minder (for every event). The guy 
who helped me was quite helpful, but 
still it’s not the same as having the guy 
you're used to always doing it. But he 
couldn't afford to come, and I can't pay 
him to come, so here we are." 

Aaron continued to improve over the 
last loop with a seven, finished within 
the time limit and ended up with 27 
points and 23 cleàns for the day. 

"The sections were good," he said. 
"They were technical and difficult but 
not so difficult that you couldn't clean 
them. It was definitely challenging, 
which is sometimes hard to do when it's 
really dry out here. Overall, I think the 
layout of the course was really good. I 
had a good day." 

As expected, Ahvala had the best 
day. Last year's eighth-ranked rider in 
the world is participating in this year's 
Nationals as a guest exhibition rider. 
Though he rides the same Champi- 
onship sections, he scores no series 
points. A testament to the superior skills 
of world-round competitors, he opened 
up with a single point on the first loop. 
It would be the last time he dabbed in a 
section all weekend. 


EL TRIAL DE ESPANA 


Sunday's El Trial offers no National 
points, but it’s generally the most publi- 
cized American trial of the year unless 
there's a world round in the summer. 
Originally conceived by Fred Belair to 
raise money to be used to send Ameri- 
can riders to Europe to compete against 
the world's best, it's now used to gather 
funds to support the U.S. Trial des

This year's event featured a morning 
loop with 10 sections (different than Sat- 
urday's) ridden once by championship- 
class entrants and twice by everyone 
else. Champ riders would then face five 
afternoon exhibition sections, generally 
more difficult than those seen in Nation- 
als and approaching world-round chal- 
lenges. 

Most of the Championship riders 
found the morning sections easy. Gas 





Gas-mounted Olivier Clamagirand 
joined Ahvala and former El Trial win- 
ners Aaron and Kempkes with zeroes. 
Bell, Peters, Aaron's teammate Michael 
Bryant and Montesa-mounted Dennis 
Sweeten all scored one for the morning 
loop. 

The exhibition sections belonged to 
the exhibition rider, no question about 
it. Sometimes, instead of riding the easi- 
est line, Ahvala purposely sought the 
most difficult line. When cheered by the 





appreciative crowd, he acknowledged it 
with a smile and a wave - often while 
still in the section, which only led to 
more cheers. With his showman's flair 
and superior skill, Ahvala cleaned all 
five exhibition sections and easily won. 
Behind him, though, the competition 
was tight. Aaron had a good handle on 
the runner-up spot until the last section,

His Beta crashed into the crowd below, 
but no one suffered severe injuries.

I didn't particularl 
care for what I saw in the sections, and 
got talked into it. They made a couple 
modifications, made some of the other] 
ones more ridable. I decided that 
couldn't really justify all the sponsor- 
ship and everything if I just stood there 
and didn’t at least give it a shot.

LAS VEGAS, NV, APR. 15-19 

n what was arguably the most highly 
Е showdown at the 27th 

annual NMA World Mini Grand 
Prix, Team Green's James Stewart and 
Team Suzuki's Shane Bess split victories 
in the 80cc 12- to 13-year-old divisions 
during the carnival-like event held at 
the Las Vegas Speedway. 

For Stewart, his impressive come- 
from-behind victory marked his first- 
ever national title in the 80cc Stock (12- 
13) age division, while Bess posted the 
80cc Modified (12-13) class title in his 
final World Mini appearance in that age 
range. 

Both Bess and Stewart joined over 
2000 other racers in what is arguably the 
largest amateur motocross national in 
the US. . 

“This year we had to turn away over 
200 entries who tried to post enter on 
the day of the event,” said race director 
Ron Henrickson. “We have racers here 
from six different countries and 43 dif- 
ferent states. It’s going to be a true 
showdown to find the best of the best!” 

The track and facility were nothing 
short of first class this year as operations 
manager Lance Moorewood kept a keen 
eye on the minute-to-minute operations. 

“We have Kurt Henrickson and his 





staff on track maintenance this year, and 


they can groom a track like no one else,” 
Moorewood explained. 


It was a draw in the highly competitive 80cc (12-13) class as Shane Bess (top, #34) won the Modified class and James Stewart (above) won 
the Stock class during the 27th Annual NMA World Mini Grand Prix at Las Vegas Motor Speedway. 














The much anticipated 80cc (12-13) 
minicycle showdown was probably the 
most-watched minicycle division of the 
weekend. Racers would be forced to 
qualify through a series of motos, where 
two divisions containing nearly 80 rac- 
ers would be whittled down to a final 
30-rider gate. The top 15 finishers from 
each division would then be combined 
and go head-to-head in a runoff event, 
where their qualifying score combined 
with their overall finish from the final 
would determine their national finish. 

The 80cc (12-13) Modified race saw 
Stewart and Bess line up against one 
another entering the runoff with first- 
and second-place points from their 





respective qualifiers. The final runoff 
had all the ingredients of an epic East 
vs. West shootout, which brought the 
stands to life in anticipation of a battle 
for the World Championship title. 

When the gate dropped it was a pic- 
ture-perfect holeshot for Kyle Mace, 
with Bess on his FMF-tuned Suzuki in 
second, followed by Jimmy Nelson from 
Battle Mountain, Nevada, J.J. Pecsok 
and Stewart. Bess was quick to pull 
away from the battle for second between 
Pecsok and Stewart, while Nelson and 
Mace dropped off the pace. 

Team Suzuki’s Gene Stull charged 
from deep in the pack and surprised 
Stewart with a half-hearted pass near 
the finish-line turn. Stewart was quick to

respond, though, and repassed the 
Suzuki speedster before the next turn 
and then took aim at Pecsok, bouncing 
him out of his line in a hairpin left to 
take over second. 

With two laps remaining, Stewart 
found himself eight seconds behind 
Bess. With that in mind, he began to 
quicken his pace in a desperate attempt 
to make up lost ground on the speedy 
Bess. During the next few laps, Stewart 
would gain a few seconds on Bess, but 
that's as far as he would get when the 
checkered flag waved for the new 80ccc 
Modified (12-13) World Champion. 

Stewart found redemption by pulling 
a classic flip-flop in the 80cc Stock (12- 
13) class, returning to dominate the field 





aboard his power-valved Kawasaki 
KX80. 

Stewart and Bess faced off in the heat 
race. Stewart showed his ability to come 
from behind after crashing on the first 
lap near the mechanics area, where he 
got sideways over a small double jump. 
Stewart put his head down and mount- 
ed a charge that would ultimately see 
him catch and pass Bess on the last 
straightaway of the final lap for the 
moto win. 

During the 80cc (12-13) Stock runoff, 
Stull led for one lap, but as fate would 
have it, he fell in the same turn in which 
he and Team Green/Pro Circuit's Dylan 
Lord had experienced a heat-race alter- 
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cation earlier that day. Stewart took con= 
trol at that point, then raced away 
unchallenged for the eventual victory 
and World Championship title in the 
class, topping recent Lake Whitney 
championship winner Jesse Casillas, 
Stull, Bess and Team Green’s Sean Col- 
lier. 

Team FMF/PJ1/Thor-backed Daniel 
Blair became the only 80cc double-class 
winner by earning victories in both the 
80сс (14-16) Stock and Modified divi- 
sions. Blair, who is a top local 125cc Pro 
rider in Northern California, opted to 
ride the minicycle division one last time. 

“This year in July, I plan to race my 
first professional outdoor National,” 
Blair said. “It was hard to ride the 80cc 
class here in Vegas because I haven't 
ridden a mini since October of last year. 
The bike felt small and awkward." 

Although Blair only won a single 
moto, his consistency put him at the top 
of the Stock division, where he used a 3- 
1 showing to top Team Yamaha-backed 
Jonathan Shimp's 2-2 and Billy Lani- 
novich's 1-3. In the Modified (14-16) 
class, Blair's 2-2 finishes topped Shimp's 
1-3 and Troy Adams' 4-1. 

Team Green/R&D/Fox-backed Mike 
Alessi served notice that he has reached 
the next level in the small-bore divisions 
by means of his eight out of eight moto 
wins in the 60cc (9-11) Stock and Modi- 
fied divisions and 50cc (6-9) Super Pee 
Wee class. Alessi lived up to the hype, 
faced the competitors straight up and 
left undefeated, and he was the only 
racer of the weekend to score three sep- 
arate class titles. 

In the Super Pee Wee division, Alessi 
rebounded from a midair collision with 
R&D’s Cole Seely to come back and 
retake the lead by the end of the first 
lap. From there on, Alessi raced to the | 
victory over Seely and Cobra-mounted 
Mike Nicolini, who worked up from a 
mediocre start to nab third. 

Alessi faced formidable competition 
from Florida’s Davi Milsaps in the 60cc 
Stock (9-11) class, where the two riders 
battled intensely for the first half of the 
race. From there, the Milsaps made a 
few mistakes that allowed Alessi to pull 
away for the win. Florida-bred, Perfor- 
mance Engineering’s Matt Goerke gated 
well to finish third behind Milsaps. 
These three riders were the only 60cc 
riders consistently clearing the track's 
challenging, slanted, fourth-gear double 
jump. 

In the 60cc Modified (9-11) class, 
Alessi was riding a highly modified 
KX60 utilizing a Curnutt “no-link” sus- 
pension system (much like KTM's new 
PDS linkageless system), and walked 
away to the win over Goerke and Mil- 
saps. 

Florida boys Milsaps and Kyle 
Chisolm got their revenge in the 80cc 
Modified (7-11) class, where Milsaps 
scored an impressive victory with a gap- 
ing holeshot that led to insurmountable 
leads. Chisolm took a lonely second 
over Alessi. 

The World Mini Grand Prix wouldn't 
be complete without the Pee Wee class- 
es, and this year entries were on the rise 
as usuak 

"Not long ago, we just had Yamahas, 
and there were onl; about 20 to 30 kids 
riding around," Ron Henrickson said. 
"But now we have 300 Pee Wee racers 
on super-fast KTMs, Cobras, Actions, 
Lems, Wasps, Huskys and TMs - it's 
really come a long way." 

Kyle Keylon and Brandon Large had 
arguably the best Pee Wee battle of the 
week in the 50cc Stock (7-8) division. 














Keylon pulled his usual holeshot and 
looked like a runaway winner in the 
final, but Large had other ideas and 
charged through the pack to catch Key- 
lon on the final lap. A duel for the lead 
began and the two riders attempted to 
double jump side by side. A midair col- 
lision followed in which the two locked 
handlebars and crashed to the ground. 
Keylon remounted first, but Large 
chased after him and made the pass of 
the day in the final turn of the final lap 
to earn the championship. 

Last year's Ponca City Pee Wee 
champ, Bruce Rutherford, brought his 
winning ways to the 50cc (7-8) Modified 
division by scoring the gold aboard his 
Team Malcolm Smith/R&D Racing- 
backed KTM. Rutherford shut Keylon 
out of yet another title, while Team 
KTM's Seely, Nicolini and Buddi Bruner 
rounded out the top five. 

Speaking of KTM riders, Washing- 
ton's Josh Hill dominated the field of 
60cc (6-8) riders on his new KTM 65 by 
posting an undisputed six out of six 
moto wins. Hill's championship gave 
KTM its first-ever National victories for 
the new 65cc machine. 

“Josh did a great job for someone 
who's been out of action for almost a 
year," said KTM's Vice President Scot 
Harden. 

Harden was referring to the fact that 
Hill spent the greater part of last year in 
traction after breaking his femur. 

Another double-class winner was 
San Diego, California's Michael Hall, 
who dominated the 50cc (4-6) Stock and 
Modified divisions by winning all four 
motos of competition. Hall topped 
Johnny Jelderda and future Pee Wee 
champ Cody Farrar in the Stock divi- 
sion. "Local Boy" Ronnie Goodwin and 
Alan Jiron finished second and third in 
the Modified class. 

Yamaha-mounted Ivan Tedesco had 
а good week, besting Ben Riddle and 
Chase Reed in the 125cc Open Non-Pro 
class, and Tyson Hadsell and Bryan Ric- 
cereilli in the 125cc Stock Intermediate 
class. Hadsell bounced back to win the 
125cc Modified division over Tedesco, 
and Riddle rebounded to win the 250cc 
Modified Intermediate division. Hot 
125cc Intermediate contender Johnny 
Marley, who posted the week's fastest 
lap times, broke his wrist during the 
first runoff and was unable to continue. 

In the Pro divisions, Costa Rican 
Ernesto Fonseca won the 125cc Stock 














Pro class iri a field of inconsistency that 
allowed his 1-5 to earn the title, and 15- 
year-old Branden Jesseman, who was 
perhaps the fastest Pro in attendance, 
won the 125cc Modified Pro class. 
Southern California's Donald Upton 
won the 250cc Stock Pro class courtesy 
of Jesseman's second-place finish in the 
second moto, which ultimately bumped 
Brett Racine out of the championship. 
Northern California's Tyler Evans won 
the 250cc Modified Pro class over Fonse-

made even more rugged than usual by 
persistent rain throughout the week 
before the race. 
The Swiss organizers did a fantastic 
job of preparing the track after the final 
drenching from the heavens on Sunday 


- morning fell as snow, but the track was

then ready to punish mercilessly every 
minor mistake. But the elder King - and 
he alone - made no mistakes. 

It was a wonderful day for the Husq- 
varna team. Not only did King take the 
win, his teammates Bernd Eckenbach 
and Johan Boonen also each took a podi- 
um finish. 

Eckenbach brought back memories of 
the GP at Combremont 12 months ago 
as he took the holeshot and immediately 
opened up a lead, but this time it was 
not Joel Smets (who was caught up in a 
first-turn coHision with two Scandina- 
vians) who was chasing, but Husky 
teammate King. 

For nearly 15 minutes, the German 
led, but then the blue-shirted duo 
arrived with the positions reversed. 

"I made a silly mistake on a jump 
and fell,” explained Eckenbach, who 
was back on the Kiwi's rear wheel with 
a quarter of an hour to go, but he could 





not quite nip past despite desperate 
attempts approaching the third-to-last 
corner on each of the last two laps. 

King was confident about success. 

“1 knew where Bernd would try," 
King said. “Не was jumping the double 
along that straight and I wasn't, so I 
made a special effort in the last couple 
of laps to get far enough away from 
him." 

Andrea Bartolini was third all the 
way. 

"| made a conscious decision before 
the season started to finish every moto, 
and that meant avoiding mistakes here," 
Bartolini said. "It was so bumpy after all

that rain and there was the additional 
problem of lappers already from lap six." 

The carnage in his wake was dramatic. 

Boonen was fifth on the third Husky 
before falling victim to a big crash from 
which he couldn't restart because the 
kickstarter was broken, while Shayne 
King was indirectly affected by the Bel- 
gian's demise. 

“1 was chasing Johan in the same 
rut," Shayne said. ^I was just far enough 
back that I could avoid crashing into 
him, but as I tried to get out of the rut, I 
crashed myself. The bars were loose and 
I had no option but to pit." 

Rob Herring wore a wrinkled gri- 
mace at the finish.. 

"The throttle grip was loose from the 
opening lap, and it was all I could do to 
stay on, let alone fight," Herring said. 

Up to sixth at one stage, Herring was 
down in 11th by the end. 

That sixth place eventually went to 
Smets. 

“1 got back to that placing within 
three laps from that first-turn collision, 
but I suddenly lost power," Smets said. 
"The rocker arm was damaged, and the 
exhaust valve wasn't opening. I just had 
no power up the hills." 

Back down to 10th at one stage, the 
champion, Smets, charged as hard as he 
dared in the final laps to regain that 
sixth place. 

Peter Johansson, on the second 
Yamaha, quit early after stalling twice. 

It was again Eckenbach who took the 
holeshot in race two and he led for 23 
minutes, but Smets was on a charge. 
Already, on the previous lap, he had 
pulled alongside the Husky, but this 
time a dramatic outside surge had put 
the Husaberg in front on the long uphill. 
Eckenbach tried to counter, but the 
Husky was thrown sideways and it 
touched the rear wheel of the champi- 
on's 'Berg. The Belgian stayed on but 








the German fell. Bernd was 18th when 
he finally got going again. By the finish 
he was 14th. : 
Bartolini then pushed the champ for 
a couple of laps before dropping back 
rapidly with forearm cramp, and Dar- 
ryll King swept past in commanding 
fashion to take that second spot. 
Already headed for the overall, King, 
with that pass, also clinched the series 
lead. €N

ALKENSWAARD, HOLLAND, APR. 19 
ebastien Tortelli took his first GP 
win of 1998 to narrow the gap on 
Stefan Everts at the top of the 

World MX 250cc Championship charts 
to 10 points after the opposition went 
into mutual-destruct mode at 
Valkenswaard in Holland. 

The Frenchman took the holeshot in 
the opening moto but was quickly 
demoted to third by Tallon Vohland and 
Everts, who fought a titanic duel for 28 
minutes before the champion went for a 
block-pass on the American and they 
both went down in a heap. 

With a six-second cushion to the rest 
at this stage, Tortelli then rode to an 
untroubled win, while Pit Beirer, fastest 
in training, nipped Werner Dewit for 
second place 10 minutes from the end. 
The German had also passed Tortelli 
early on, "but then I clipped one of the 
piles of track-marker tires," Beirer said. 

In race two, it was again Vohland 
who led by the end of the opening lap, 
this time after passing Paul Cooper. But 
Everts was in a determined mood, 
snatching second from Tortelli on lap 
three and making a clean pass on Voh- 
land a lap later before quickly establish- 
ing a 10-second cushion. 

Tortelli also demoted Vohland 
before the finish, while Beirer lost 
valuable points when he was eliminat- 
ed on the opening lap with a broken 
radiator after a collision with Jaimy 
Scevenels. 

Two leading competitors missed the 
action in Holland: Frenchman Yves 
Demaria is suffering a blood disorder, 
though it was reported he was opti- 
mistic that he would be able to return at 
the next round (the French GP), while 
Collin Dugmore will be out for longer, 
as the South African compressed two 
vertebrae in his back, cracked a shoulder 
blade and suffered pelvic injuries in a 
crash on Easter. €x

125cc World Championship Motocross Series 
Round 2: Spanish Grand Prix 


'Puzar all 
the way

BELLPUIG, SPAIN, APR. 19 
rmer World 125cc MX Champi- 
on Alessandro Puzar looked like 
a beaten fighter after the first 
round of the 125cc GP series, which was 
held in Brazil earlier this month. The 
TM factory-backed rider let his feelings 
be heard and rubbished the TM bike he 
was riding, saying something had to be 
done to make the bike better. Three 
weeks later in Spain, the Italian won 
both motos of the Spanish GP and, all of 
a sudden, his TM was the hottest thing 
on the planet. 

"It's great," Puzar said of his TM 
after recording his 1-1 result. "They put 
some new forks on it, suspension, and 
made a few changes to the engine." 

What a difference a few weeks make. 

The track in Bellpuig, situated about 
100 miles outside Barcelona, is laid out 
on a hard-packed uphill/downhill piece 
of ground, and it proved to have any- 
thing but one-way traffic. Alessio Chio- 
di once again proved he is the fastest 
man in the 125cc class and, although the 
defending champion could only put 
together 3-4 results, the story of his 
third-place overall amounted to bad 
starts but plenty of come-from-behind 
determination. 

Qualification for the Spanish Grand 
Prix was again proof that the 125cc class 
is the most hotly contested of all the 
World Championship classes. French 
wonder David Vuillemin sped to a two- 
minute, 7.674-second lap run, and for all

intents and purposes the Yamaha rider 
simply looked extremely fast. 

“I like this track - a lot of jumps and 
some really fast sections," he said. "My 
time was pretty much what I expected 
after doing a few laps of this place." 

Next best in the Saturday qualifica- 
tion was Honda-mounted Luigi Seguy 
with a time of 2:9.212; then came Chiodi 
with a 2:8.179. It didn't look too good 
for American hopes as three-time World 
Motocross Champion Trampas Parker 
floundered in around 60th place (of the 
nearly 100 riders trying to qualify). 
Parker had his story, though. 

“I tried to qualify in Brazil and my 
knee was not up to it," he said. "Then 
here it's again a problem," he said. “I’m 
maybe 50-percent fit, and that's 
nowhere near enough. I'll have an oper- 
ation and be back for 1999. I'm really 
bummed about this, as my form in Italy 
before the accident was great. Chiodi, 
Puzar could not race with me." 

Another two Americans would also 
try to qualify. Former American Yama- 
ha factory rider Keith Bowen was mak- 
ing his first appearance in the World 
125cc Series for KTM and would make 
the Sunday field with a 2:10.579 for 21st 
place, while KTM rider David Kratz 
would miss out with a 2:12.969. He 
wasn't too far off the last qualification 
position, so Kratz could not be too dis- 
appointed. 

In the first moto, Puzar set the early 
pace. 

“ just rocketed out of the start - per- 
fect," he said. 

The second-placed rider was Suzuki- 
mounted Brian Jorgensen of Denmark, 
and then came a long list of Yamaha rid- 
ers: Phillipe Dupasquier, Luca Cherubi- 
ni, Carl Nunn, Claudio Federici and, 
finally, Husky rider Chiodi. 

Puzar, however, was untouchable, as 
he would lead the entire field across the 
finish line. Jorgensen held on for second, 
followed by Chiodi, Yamaha's Erik 
Camerlengo, Nunn, Dupasquier, Cheru- 
bini, James Dobb, Frederic Vialle and 
Federici. 

Bowen finished 13th, saying: "It's the 
first time I’ve ridden a 125 machine in 
this type of competition since the 1980s, 
so overall, I'm happy if I can get another 
top-15 place. Then that's something to 
work on." 

In moto number two, Puzar again got 
an incredible start, although the TM fac- 
tory rider settled into second behind 
Federici. 

^Whoosh, I got a great start," Yama- 
ha's Federici said. "Puzar tried to get in 
ahead of me, and I had a lot of other 
Yamaha riders around, but I held a tight 
line and it was my holeshot." 

Puzar held second, and Dupasquier 
was just ahead of former World 125cc 











Champion Dave Strijbos and Vialle. 
Chiodi held 20th, former World 125cc 
Champion Pedro Tragter held 23rd and 
Vuillemin held 25th. 

Puzar and Federici set a heated pace, 
with the two banging bars and showing 
the Spanish crowd a thing or two about 
good old Italian showmanship. Puzar, 
however, made his way into first place 
on the sixth lap, while Federici started to 
lose ground. In third place, Camerlengo 
had charged from 10th place and was 
setting out after Federici. By lap 15, he 
was all over the Yamaha's back wheel. 

Also charging was Chiodi, who was 
soon past all but the top three. 

"Passing was not easy, but I got a lit- 
tle time where there was no other riders 
between me and the top three," Chiodi 
said. “I tried my best, but in the end it 
was not long enough - another two laps 
and I would have won." 

Chiodi finished in fourth place, just 
on Federici's back wheel and only a bike 
length or two behind Camerlengo. 
Puzar had won with time to spare. 

As for Vuillemin, his run of poor 
results continued. After recording 10th 
place in the second moto, the French 
rider shocked everyone. "I'm not going 
to America next week - at least I don't 
think I will," Vuillemin said in reference 
to his expected challenge of the Ameri- 
can 125cc supercross championship the 
following weekend in Dallas, Texas. 
"It's no point kidding myself. My aim is 
to win a World Championship, and I’m 
not properly prepared for the GPs. I 
want to practice and get organized for 
Slovenia in May." e

light with the race track itself Sat- 
urday night, as Costa Mesa Speedway 
began its 30th year of speedway motor- 
cycle racing on the world-famous bull- 
ring at the Orange County Fairgrounds. 
А packed house saw Ermolenko and 
Castro win the Scratch and Handicap 
mains, respectively. 

Making it to the main events was a 
challenge in itself, and Castro, on new 
equipment, made a statement early on 
as he éasily won his heat race, coming 
from the 30-yard line in three laps to 
take the lead. Earning transfer spots 
with him were Charlie "The Edge" 
Venegas, Steve Furman and Gary Hicks. 

The second heat saw Gary Ackroyd 
come from the 30 to fly by rookies Kon 





Baur and Richard Jones and take the 
lead. He held it to the white-flag lap, 
when Ermolenko, working the dirt on 
the outside, got by to take the win by 
the width of a wheel. Shawn "Mad 
Dog" McConnell was third, with Baur 
getting the final transfer. Brian Pap- 
palardo was on fire in the final Handi- 
cap heat, as he came off the 10-yard line 
and ran away and hid from the rest of 
the field. "Rad" Brad Oxley, riding a 
new laydown Jawa, was second, with 
Rick Pearce and Randy DiFrancesco 
picking up the remaining transfers. 

Pappalardo continued his quest for a 
main-event position as he again blasted 
off the line in the first handicap semi 
and went wire to wire, assuring himself 
a place in the feature. It may have been 
a preview of things to come, as he led 
Castro, Hicks and Venegas through to 
the main event. 

The red flag came out early in the 
second Handicap semi when Ackroyd 
came up under Baur in turn two and 
took him out. Ackroyd was disqualified 
for causing the red, and a total restart 
was called. On the second go, Baur got 
out front but Ermolenko took over on 
the second lap. McConnell came from 
the 50-yard line and got by Baur on the 
final lap to take the second position. 
Baur hung on for third, with Oxley pick- 
ing up the final transfer spot. 











The Handicap main was set. The line 
featured Pappalardo and Baur on the 
10-yard line. Castro was alone on the 30. 
Ermolenko and Hicks shared the 40, 
with Venegas McConnell and Oxley on 
the 50. Eight laps, eight riders. 

Pappalardo dropped the hammer 
and jumped out on top, with Baur hold- 
ing second for one lap before Castro got 
by him. Pappalardo held Castro off for 
two more laps, but then it was Castro 
who took over the lead duties. Pappalar- 
do hung tough and came right back at 
him but just couldn't get a wheel under- 
neath. Castro was working the outside 
big-time. 

Meanwhile, back in the pack, 
McConnell was on the move and went 
into third at the end of lap four. Oxley 
wasn't letting any grass grow under his 
feet and he was right behind McConnell, 
trying to find a way around his fellow 
veteran. Venegas didn't look like his 
heart was in it, but he was still holding 
fifth. They would finish in that order. 

After the performance Pappalardo 
turned in, it would not be a big surprise 
to see him lining up on the 20-yard line 
next week. 

On the Scratch side of the program, 
Venegas went wire to wire in the first 
heat. He came out of the third gate - not 
the best place to start - but he still made

it look easy. The other transfer went to 
Andy "The Enforcer" Northrup, who 
also happened to be Internatonal Speed- 
way's "Speedway Rider of the Week." 
Brian Burch, Pappalardo and Paul Binn- 
quist rounded out the field. 

The second heat had McConnell, out 
of three, taking the lead from 
DiFrancesco on the second lap and win- 
ning to move up the ladder. DiFrancesco 
was second, also moving up. Pearce, 
Jones and Baur made up the rest of the 
field. The third heat was a little wild. Off 
the start, David Taylor took John Aden 
and Hicks into the turn-two wall, and the 
red came out. Taylor was excluded, and 
the race was restarted. Oxley, from the 
middle of the track, hit the corner first, 
and the race was his.

Northrup was in four 
and McConnell was on the far outside, 
in five. They staged, and Venegas went 
into the tapes. The penalty was an auto- 
matic DQ. Venegas argued his case and 
tried to enlist the help of the fans, but 
the referee stood firm, and Venegas 
retired to the pits. 

On the restart, Ermolenko showed he 
could make the inside work. He went to 
the front of the pack, with McConnell 
second and Oxley third. McConnell 
dropped to fourth on the second lap, 
with Oxley taking over second. On the 
white-flag lap, Northrup ran into trou- 
ble in the first turn and took McConnell 
with him. The race was complete and 
the win went to Ermolenko, with Oxley 
second and McConnell third. McConnell 
argued that he had been interfered with 
early in the race by Ermolenko but the 
win stayed with Ermolenko. It was his 
first ever Scratch win at the venue. 

Two Mission Yamaha teams made it 
up the ladder to take their places in the 
Sidecar main. Mission riders Bill Math- 
erson and Dale Leeder drew the pole, 
while Duane Carmont and Richard 
Talling were in two. The other Mission 
squad of John Matherson and Scott Cole 
was in three, and Alan Hall and Dirk 
Votaw were in gate four. 

Matherson and Leeder broke on top, 
with Carmont and Talling riding right 
with them. Matherson and Cole were 
third and, as they came out of four, it 
looked like a Mission Yamaha sandwich. 
Carmont and Talling had to turn a little 
too sharply coming out of two on the sec- 
ond lap, and they ended up in the infield. 
Matherson and Leeder also took a little 
detour but re-entered the track and were 
now running behind Matherson and 
Cole, who would go on to win all the 
marbles in the quick four-lapper. Hall 
and Votaw picked up the show money. 

The Support main was highlighted 
by a great race between Randy Skinner 
and Charlie Cooley. Both riders came 
from the long yardage, with Cooley 
working the dirt on the outside and tak- 
ing the lead with two laps to go. Skinner 
was right behind him, went down low 
and was working the inside groove. 
When Cooley got a bit too wide, it was 
all Skinner needed; and on the white- 
flag lap Skinner took over the front spot 
and brought it home. Cooley was sec- 
ond, with Rick Bishop rounding out the 
field in third. Bryan Thompson gave the 
fans an up-close and personal look as he 
played tag with the front wall and 
ended up in the front-row seats. Luckily 
the bike stayed on the track.

ive miles into the first loop of the 

SoCal MC’s fourth annual Burrito 

Run Hare and Hound, it was 
anybody’s guess as to who would come 
out on top. Kawasaki Team Green’s 
Paul Krause was in the lead on his 
KX500, but lurking close behind in his 
dust was KX500-mounted Abe Bau- 
mann, Team Green’s 250cc hotshoe 
Steve Hengeveld, and KTM 200M/XC 
pilot Erik Hallgath. But at mile 40, when 
*the fab four pitted for gas and headed 
out onto the second loop, the heated 
battle up front was about to change

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drastically. A giant, steep uphill оп the 
second loop decided the outcome of the 
finish, and when the 81-mile course was 
completed, Krause had somehow 
opened up more than a two-minute lead 
on the second-place finisher, Hallgath, 
in the last 41 miles. 

"| had a great ride and got the 
holeshot,” Krause said. “Unbelievable 
riding today. I’ve never seen Lucerne 
Valley with this much brush and grass. 
There was no trail, ever. It was just like 
these grassy fields and flowers every- 
where - just flower after flower.” 

Not all the competition had time to 
enjoy the scenery. Seventeen-year-old 
Casey Longman and the KX500s of 





Terry Turner and Matt Murphy were 
busy trying to make up spots through- 
out the dusty first loop. 

“I kind of had a bad start at first. It 
seems like I took off and everybody 
went around me and then, as the race 
wore on, I started picking people off,” 
said Longman, who eventually worked 
his way up from midpack to third at the 
finish. 

Hallgath and Hengeveld had their 
fair share of action on the first loop, as 
well. 

“1 passed Hengeveld on the first loop 
and then he passed me back going into 
the pits," said KTM of Mojave/ 
FMF/BRP/O"Neal-backed Hallgath. 

Krause, Baumann, Hengeveld and 
Hallgath all completed the first loop and 
pitted within 30 seconds of one another. 
Vet Open racer Ron Schuler, Murphy, 
Longman and Turner cleared the pits in 
a scuffle of their own about a minute off 
the lead pack's pace. Senior 250cc racer 
Charlie Barney gassed up in ninth over- 
all, one spot ahead of Senior Open-class 
favorite Rex Staten. Behind Staten was 
the first Vet 250cc rider, Jon Parks. As 
the terrain began to change, so did the 
running order. 

“Оп the second loop, I had quite a 
few problems," said Hengeveld, who 
lost third place due to his mishaps. "Me 
and Abe (Baumann) fell on a hill and 
got stuck, and Hallgath passed us there. 
I got up and going again but just kept 
screwing up and then, about a mile from 
the finish, I ran out of gas." 

Hengeveld dropped from third to 
seventh in the overall standings but still 
took the 250cc Expert honors. Baumann 
himself ran into more problems after 
getting stuck on the uphill. 

“Going up the first steep uphill, I hit 
a rock and the front end folded on me," 
Baumann said. "That's when Hallgath 
got by me, Hengeveld got me, Schuler 
got by me, and the thumper (Longman). 
That's when I knew my stabilizer was 
broken. I ended up passing everybody 
else back except for Hallgath and the 
thumper." 

As if bike problems weren't enough, 
Hallgath made things a little bit tougher 
on Baumann. 

“I had to stop at the bottom of the 
uphill and wait until Baumann and 
Hengeveld cleared out a little bit. When 
I started to go, my footpeg knocked 
Baumann over again," said Hallgath 
apologetically. 

Despite his commanding lead on the 
second loop, Krause even had some 
problems of his own. 

"There were a couple of uphills that I 
was dog-paddling on. I thought, ‘Oh, 








n,” said Krause at the finish. “I think 
on the second loop, something broke in 
my fork. It feels like I didn't have any 
rebound damping. Then, about four or 
five miles from the finish, back in some 
little rocks, the front end popped out 
from me and 1 fell over. Overall, I had a 
clean ride." 

Hallgath continued tõ amaze the 
competition, taking second overall and 
first in the 200cc class, and Longman's 
third was his best finish this year. Bau- 
mann toughed it out and finished fourth 
overall, taking the Open Vet honors, 
and Arizona's Murphy made the trip to 
Lucerne worthwhile by finishing in 
fifth. KX500 rider Schuler came across 
the finish line in sixth, followed by 
Hengeveld. 

CR250-mounted Jon Parks turned in 
a good ride in eighth to win the Vet 
250s, and ninth-place finisher Turner 
proved to be an up-and-coming threat 
to Baumann and his Open Vet number- 
one plate. With a broken silencer and a 
poorly running bike, Staten was able to 
rocket his way around Barney to round 
out the top 10 and finish top Senior. Bar- 
ney's 11th-place finish was still good 
enough for the Senior 250cc honors. 

Despite running into problems and 
dropping from second to fourth, Bau- 
mann was still in high spirits - and he 
should be, due to his commanding 
points lead in the Open Vet division 
thus far. 

"It was actually my kind of course. I 
liked it a lot,” said Baumann. “АП that 
virgin stuff. It was just you and the

KNOXVILLE, TN, MAR. 29 
TM's Franklin Ramey III raged to 
a win at the final round of the 
ETRA Championship Hare 
Scrambles Series, the Dogwood Daze 
Hare Scrambles, but when all the scores 
were tallied it was KTM's Allen Gravitt 
dazing the competition by earning. his 
11th Hare Scrambles championship in 
SETRA competition - without even rid- 
ing. 

“I had a good season," Gravitt said. 
"The new 200 gave me a new outlook on 
riding this year. Me and Franklin 
(Ramey) had some good races and a lot 
of fun. Last year, I broke my ankle and 
sat out half the season. This year 
Franklin returned the favor and broke 
his ankle. 

“I think I had the most couch time, 
though," he said, laughing. 

Gravitt and Ramey are friends as 
well as competitors, and they gave 
SETRA fans plenty of good racing this 
season, but Ramey is already looking 
toward next season. 

"Allen rode good," Ramey said. "We 
had some fun and some good racing. 
I'm happy for him, but I'll take it back 
next year." 

The final round of the series was held 
in Knoxville at the Hickory Creek 
Motocross Park. The course was a little 
over 5 miles long, offering riders a vari- 
ety of terrain that included hills, off- 
cambers, tight woods, fast fields and a 
long, natural-terrain motocross track. 
The course was dry and temperatures 
crept into the 80s by midday. 

Gravitt sat out this round to save 
himself for the SETRA Championship 
Enduro Series, where he is in another 
close battle with Ramey. Ramey still 
faced some tough competition in the 
form of former National Enduro Cham- 
pion Terry Cunningham on his Gas Gas, 
Team Green rider Ashley Brewer and 
local AA rider Gerald Greene aboard a 
Yamaha. 

When the flag dropped, it was 
Greene absconding with the holeshot, 
followed by Cunningham, Brewer and 
Ramey. 

“1 was last off the line because my 
bike wouldn't crank right off,” Ramey 
explained. "It took me a couple of kicks 
to get it going. Then I had to play catch- 
up through all the dust. It took me half a 
lap to catch everybody. I saw Ashley 
(Brewer) crash pretty good, and then I 
got around everybody but Cunning- 
ham," 

"Т got a pretty good start,” Brewer 
explained. "I was riding behind Terry 
(Cunningham) and they pulled away a 
little. My arms were pumping up and 
then my lower fork leg hit something as 
I was crossing a field in third gear and I 
went over the bars hard. I tweaked my 
front end and lost my front brake for 
almost a lap." 

When they came through the barrels 
on the first lap, it was Cunningham with 
six-second lead over Ramey. Greene 

as one second behind Ramey, and 
[Brewer was 22 seconds behind Greene. 

On lap two, Cunningham slowed 

down a bit and Ramey made the pass 





SETRA Championship Hare.

for the lead. Cunningham, it seemed, 
got a flat tire and called it a day. Ramey 
was slowly building a lead and, by the 
end of the third lap, he was a minute 
ahead of Greene and more than two 
minutes ahead of Brewer. 

“I think it was on the second or third 
lap when my dad held up the pit board 
with "Masencup -10' on it," Ramey said. 
“I had forgot all about the 250cc A class 
behind us, and Doug Masencup had 
managed to almost catch us. I knew I 
was going to have to pick the pace up." 

Kawasaki-mounted Masencup had 
started one minute behind the AAs and 
had managed to move up on the leaders 
and actually lead the race for a couple of 
laps on adjusted time. 

“I knew I was riding pretty good,” 
Masencup said. "I got the holeshot and 
didn't have to fight much dust. Then I 
looked out on the MX track and I saw 
Ramey and Brewer. I tried to catch 
them, but they picked up the pace and, 
well, I really didn't feel like riding that 
fast today." 

Masencup still managed to finish in 
fourth overall and first 250cc A rider in 
a determined ride to the front.

with each passing lap. Brewer got him- 
self back together after his crash and 
began his chase of Greene. On lap four, 
Ramey held more than a minute's lead 
on Greene, and he was about 40 sec- 
onds ahead of Brewer. On lap five, 
Brewer caught and passed Greene and 
put his sights on the MSR-sponsored 
Ramey. 

“ finally got my head together after 
my crash, and it took me a couple of 
laps but I managed to get around 
Greene," Brewer said.

Winsett whips Pros at 
Trail-Way Short Track

Using a lightning-fast holeshot, Rick Winsett 
jumped out to a quick lead and pulled away 
from the other pros in the 600cc and Sportsman 
finals at Trail-Way Speedway's last afternoon 
Short Track until next fall. Repeating their dou- 
ble class wins of the previous week were Jim 
Chapman in the 500cc two-valve and 750cc 
classes and Bob Sweeten in the 600cc A and 
Over 30 classes, although Don Mullen prevented 
the latter from tripling when he grabbed the 
early lead and pulled away to win the 250cc A 
class. Chris Klinefelter got familiar with his new 
Honda to take the 125 and 125cc Schoolboy 
classes. 

With many of last week's Pro riders still 
mending bikes and bodies after a massive crash, 
Winsett used his youthful exuberance to put his 
Phil Libhart-sponsored Rotax in front of Libhart, 
Georgie Price and Tom McGrane Jr. as the 600cc 
Pro class came off the second turn. After prob- 
ing for several laps, Price got under Libhart for 
runner-up as they entered the third turn on lap 
four. With the same riders running the Sports- 
man final, Winsett again grabbed the holeshot 
from Pace and Libhart and proceeded to pull 
away. 














With the track being a typical daylight-blue 
groove, most of the A finals were follow-the- 
leader affairs. However, several of the mini and 
B-class riders don't know that it's almost impos- 
sible to pass on a track like this. In the 85cc class, 
Bryan Douglas took the point from Zach Calcutt, 
Shawn Baer, Jared Mees and Jason Isennock. 
While Mees dropped out early, the other four 
stayed very close to the end. Douglas managed 
to put a few lengths on the others with two laps 
remaining. The other three battled fiercely, with 
Isennock getting a tremendous drive starting the 
final lap to get by Baer on the outside off the sec- 
ond turn for third. 

After Bill Stillwell had beaten him earlier 
with a wire-to-wire win in the 600cc B final, Joey 
Tyeryar put his Tyeryar Racing Kawasaki in 
front of Greg Sassaman, Stillwell and Bruce 
Miller. As Tyeryar pulled away, Stillwell battled 
Sassaman for most of the way, taking second as 
they came off turn four on the sixth lap. 

New Yorker Michael Wagner was quickest 
off the line at the start of the 55cc (4-6) final, 
leading Evan Baer, John Long III and Bryan 
Demuro. On the second lap, Baer had the out- 
side line and held it on to take the lead as they 
came off the second turn. While Wagner did 
lead the rest of the way, Wagner stayed tight on 
his tail, just waiting for the slightest miscue.

Adams undercuts Price at 
Perris AHRMA National MX

PERRIS, CA, APR. 5 

Don Adams of Mesa, Arizona, waged a heroic 
battle to barely edge out Santee, California's 
Rick Price in the Over 30 Expert class at the Per- 
ris round of the AHRMA National Vintage 
Motocross Series. 

In the first moto, the twó Expert riders 
immediately demonstrated their will to win by 
taking on the rugged Perris track in full-bore 
fashion. Price, on his 1974 Maico 400, took the 
early lead, with Adams chasing only a bike 
length or two behind on his 1974 Honda CR250 
Elsinore. Adams' Honda appeared quicker in 
the tight sections, while Price’s Maico clearly 
was in charge on the rough straights. Lap after 
lap, Adams looked to duck under Price in one 
corner and then the next, but Price defended his 
position and put some real estate between the 
two from turn to turn. At the finish line on the 
last lap, Adams made a last-ditch effort to exe- 
cute a midair pass over a large tabletop jump, 
but it was not quite enough and Price took the 
win. Unfortunately, when Adams' Elsinore 
came down, it was in the nose-dive position and 
the bike cartwheeled down the back side of the 
tabletop - with Adams aboard. Although it was 
a terrific crash, Adams was not down for long, 
and he came back in moto two. 

In moto two, Price once again got the 
holeshot, but Adams made a strong move in the 
third turn to get around him. From there on, 
Price learned what it must have been like for 
Adams in moto one. During the first three laps, 
Adams built a commanding lead, but gradually 
Price started reeling him in. During the last two 
laps, Price was within striking distance. Physi- 
cally, it appeared Price had more in reserve and 
that Adams may have begun to feel the effects of 
his moto-one crash, but in the end, Adams hung 
on and his 2-1 finishes gave him the overall. 
Price was second, with Kevin Krugh of Glen- 
dale, Arizona, nailing down third with solid 3-3 
finishes. 

The Perris round of AHRMA's National MX 
series, sponsored by Speed and Sport, was pro- 
moted by Southwest Vintage Racing Group Inc. 
Rain threatened all day but held off until just 
moments after the last moto was done. The track 
was extremely rough and narrow, with few 
passing opportunities. Most corners were heavi- 
ly rutted and the sweepers were either off-cam- 
bered or deep sand. Since this was an AHRMA 
National, these difficult conditions were ideal 
for separating the men from the boys. Many rac- 
ers were unable to gather up strength for the 
second moto. For example, in Sportsman 250cc 
Intermediate class, of the nine entrants, only two 
finished both motos. 

This wasn't the case for the women, as all 
who started put in a full two-moto appearance. 
Deborah Poole of Tiburon, California, won the 

























































































Women's Intermediate class on her CZ, while 
Suzuki rider Kim Sutton of Chandler, Arizona, 
took the Novice class, followed by Ellen Voer- 
mans, Brooklyn Messick and Lisa Simpson. , 
Moreover, Kay Mann of Gardnerville, Nevada, 
took on the men in the Over 50 Novice class and 
earned a well-deserved fourth out of a field of 
10, while Poole rode the Classic 250cc Novice 
division and was one of the only two finishers 
(the other being Bill Samstag) to make both 
motos. 

One of the more interesting races came in the 
Sportsman 125cc Intermediate class. Though 
Honda Elsinores typically dominate this Sports- 
man class (see the results for the 125cc Novice 
class), on this day, four racers on four different 
brands battled it out. Though Steve Adams of 
Westminster, California, ultimately prevailed on 
his Honda, it. was not before he fought off the 
"likes of Eric Harrison aboard a screaming 
Kawasaki, Ron Renzulli on a CZ and Glenn 
Baugh aboard a Can-Am. 

As usual, the Southwest Vintage Racing 
Group put on a well-coordinated event, aug- 
mented by a Legends race featuring such nota- 
bles as Dick Mann, Dave Aldana, Bruce McDou- 
gal, Rich Eirstadt, John Rice and Gunnar 
Lindstrom.

Zahrt survives for

Round two of California Racing Club’s annual 
Tri-Race Series, The Golden Bear Grand Prix, 
held at Los Angeles County Raceway, saw Jon 
Zahrt claim the Vet Expert/Pro-class win, 
despite the fact that he lost his rear brakes in the 
process. 

When the green flag waved for the dead- 
engine start, it was Honda-mounted Frank 
Costanzo edging out Jimmy Roberts for the 
holeshot. Zahrt rounded the first turn a few sec- 
ond behind the leaders. 

“1 was just having fun with my brother, 
Kenny,” Zahrt said. “We were going to take off 
last and try to pass those guys.” =“ 

Kenny Zahrt's plan to take off last went bet- 
ter than anticipated. He was having a hard time 
getting his YZ400F started. By the time he got 
the four-stroke to fire, he was a good 20 seconds 
behind his younger brother. 

Up front, Roberts had put the move on 
Costanzo on the opening lap to control the lead, 
with Jon Zahrt closing in on the two front-run- 
ners. A lap later, Zahrt traded places with 
Costanzo to run in second and was soon all over 
Roberts. Roberts did his best to hold off Zahrt 
but, 10 minutes into the 45-minute race, Zahrt 
was out front and pulling away. 

Zahrt built a comfortable lead, which he 
would maintain up until the final couple of laps, 
when he started to noticeably slow down. 

“I lost my rear brakes," Zahrt said. "One side 
(of the brakes) has a pad and one side has no 
pad whatsoever, and I was leaking brake шї. 1 
couldn't stop and I was overshooting every 
jump out there, and I almost killed myself a 
bunch of times."

first turn to the second-place spot by the 
halfway point. 

Holland kept the pressure on Schnell 
throughout the remainder of the race, passing 
him on the white-flag lap.

ish Grand Prix on May 3, the United 

States will have gone 50 Grands Prix 
without a win. So, after giving it a lot of 
thought on the jumbo back from 
Malaysia, I think I’ve figured out what 
we can do to help. 

Last year, when Kocinski was bat- 
tling for the World Superbike title, the 
British weekly Motor Cycle News enlist- 
ed the help of spoon-bending psychic 
Uri Geller to organize and focus the pos-

itive energy of British fans to help Carl ' 


Fogarty beat "the Yank." It didn't work 
because RC45 conrods are stronger than 
your average teaspoon, or maybe just 
because John is better than Carl. 

They are already talking in Spain 
about a force known as la magia de Jerez 
(the magic of Jerez), which is generated 
by 150,000 fans who desperately want a 
Spanish winner. It"worked for Alberto 
Puig in 1995 and for Alex Criville, who 
won the Spanish GP last year. (In 1996 
they overdid it and Criville, spooked by 
a crowd invasion that brought his fans 
right to the edge of the track, lost con- 
centration and high-sided.) 

The best idea I can come up with, 
short of trying to get the Pope involved 
(besides, the Pope is probably a Biaggi 
fan - they met this summer at the Vati- 
can) is for all American fans to turn our 
thoughts to better times. 

It wasn't that long ago that Kenny 
Roberts, Freddie Spencer, Eddie Lawson 
and Randy Mamola combined to set an 
FIM record for consecutive wins by rid- 
ers from the same country. During the 
mother of all winning streaks - Septem- 
ber 5,1982, to May 19, 1985 - American 
riders won 28 straight, and the only 
music played after 500cc GPs was the 
U.S. National Anthem. That's a tune that 
hasn't been heard since the British GP at 
Donington Park in July of 1994, when a 
bruised and battered Kevin Schwantz 
shook off a spectacular practice crash to 
win his last GP and the last GP won by 
an American to date. That was 49 races 
ago. 

Hopefully, this is just a slump and 
not a terminal condition as it seems to 
be with our British cousins who have 
not had a win since Barry Sheene won at 
Anderstorp, Sweden, in 1981... 221 races 
ago. 

Just how good were our riders? From 
the beginning of the 1978 season until 
the end of the 1993 season, American 





riders won 13 of the 16 titles up for 
grabs in the 500cc class and won just 
under 75 percent of all races during that 
period. Even now, after going 0 for 49, 
the United States leads in total 500cc- 
class victories with 142. 

In Malaysia, however, I thought 
Kocinski was going to bring us out of it. 
But, while in third and closing in on 
Biaggi and Doohan, his Honda devel- 
oped a high-rpm misfire that dropped 
him back to fifth. 

As a veteran John-watcher, I know he 
is coiled and ready to strike. He loves 
Spain, he's on a Spanish team, and he 
has always done well at Jerez. We have 
two other 500cc riders, but until Team 
Roberts takes delivery of their new 
three-cylinder engine and new chassis, 
it will be unrealistic to hope for a win 
from Kenny Roberts Jr. - unless it rains 
somewhere twisty, like Donington. 
Meanwhile, our 500cc-class rookie, Matt 
Wáit, just got his first points last week in 
Malaysia on his Honda twin. 

Okay, let's do this. Adopt a yoga 
position, tie your belt around your head 
and meditate on that amazing period of 
16 years (1978-1993) when a rough-and- 
tumble bunch of American ex-dirt track- 
ers ruled the world. 

They were famous in Paris, mobbed 
in Madrid and Milan, and loved in Lon- 
don, but when they got off the plane at 
LAX or JFK they just disappeared into 
the crowd like your Uncle Fred home 
from a sales convention in Topeka. 

Fo visualize success in Spain we 
need to remember "the Martian." That's 
what the Italian press called Kenny 
Roberts in his yellow leathers on that 
Carruthers-tuned, black-and-yellow 
works Yamaha with Goodyear tires. The 
Italians said he was ^a little yellow man 
from another world." He won three 
straight 500cc world titles. This, by the 
way, is the 20th anniversary year of 
Roberts, first title. 

Are you ready? Breathe deep and 
remember the guys who got us here. 

Pat Hennen made a name for himself 
racing Suzukis in New Zealand. He won 
not just the first but the first three 
Grands Prix for the United States. Had 
he not been injured at the Isle of Man in 
1978, he would certainly have been a 
major player in the 500cc class during 
the late '70s and early '80s. America's 
first GP winner deserves more recogni- 
tion for his accomplishments. 





Steve Baker, with his long hair and 
round glasses, looked like a hitchhiking 
hippie, but he was one of the world's 
best riders. He was second to Sheene in 
the 1977 500cc World Championship. 
Had Yamaha continued to look after 
him in 1978 he would have continued to 
be a contender. He never won a 500cc 
Grand Prix, but he was America's first 
FIM road racing World Champion when 
he won the Formula 750 title in 1977. 

Randy Mamola did everything but 
win the 500cc title. He was probably the 
most popular rider who ever raced a 
500, and even today he is recognized 
and admired by fans all over the world. 
He loved racing and he loved people, 
and it showed. He came in second in the 
500cc World Championship four times. 

“Fast Freddie" Spencer's true GP 
career was only four years iong. From 
his first year on the Honda triple with 
Erv Kanemoto in 1982 until that unbe- 
lievable 250-500cc double in 1985, Fred- 
die was pure talent. His name goes in 
the books as the youngest-ever winner 
of a 500cc GP (20 years old - a month 
younger than Norick Abe at the time of 
this first win) and the youngest-ever 
500cc champion (at 21). . 

"Steady Eddie" Lawson could just as 
easily have been called "Seldom-Seen 
Slim" (like the legendary Baja loner). He 
had a reputation with the press for 
being "difficult," but that may have 
been because he suffered fools badly. As 
testimony to his "steady" reputation, in 
addition to his 31 wins, 31 seconds and 
19 thirds (second to Giacomo Agostini 
in total podium appearances), he holds 
the FIM record for 42 consecutive front- 
row starts. His will to win was matched 
by his mental discipline. He never beat 
himself. 

Kevin Schwantz, number 34, the 
lanky Texan who looked to Europeans 
like a rodeo rider both on the bike and 
off, gave the California Mafia a run for 
their money. He was the sentimental 
favorite of most European fans who per- 
ceived him as a win-or-crash challenger 
on a bike that was never as good as he 
was. He was leading the championship 
with a comfortable margin with five 
races to go in 1993 when he was taken 
out by Mick Doohan at Donington Park. 
After Wayne Rainey's crash in Misano, 
he recovered the lead and very 
deservedly won the crown. He is the last 








American to win a 500cc world title and 
the last to win a Grand Prix. 

Wayne Rainey, the consummate pro- 
fessional, was a lot like Eddie in many 


. ways, but more accessible. He won three 


titles in a row with a bike that was very 
rarely the best machine on the grid, but 
he could always figure out a way to win 
- or to make the other guy lose. He won 
three straight 500cc titles. Somehow his 
accident in Misano seemed to end the 
American Empire in 500cc racing. His 
book, “Wayne Rainey - His Own Story,” 
captures his fighting spirit and his 
humor and contains his frank views of 
his rivals and himself. Fans in Europe 
didn’t realize how much they admired 
him until he was no longer riding. Fans 
in the States didn’t get to see him 
enough. 

Kenny Roberts: Everything you've 
ever heard about the King is true. І once 
saw him shoot from the hip at his ranch 
at Hickman and drill a rabbit 50 yards 
away. I saw him beat the Harleys at the 
San Jose Mile on a Yamaha. I saw him 
smoke the tire of "Old Yeller," his nasty 
500cc Yamaha, out of the Bugatti hairpin 
at Jarama in practice with his left hand 
on his hip. I saw him lose $2 million at 
Laguna Seca without blinking because 
he wanted his country to have a Grand 
Prix. Right now we're all watching 
while he takes on Japan Inc. with a car- 
ton of Marlboros and a pocketful of 
devalued Malaysian ringits. If he can see 
his target, he'll hit it. 

There were others, too - Mike Bald- 
win, Bubba Shobert, Miguel DuHamel, 
Doug Chandler and Scott Russell - who 
had their days in the GP racing sun. 
They provided the depth that clearly 
established that North Americans (to 
include DuHamel) were the best in the 
world. 

Now, after so many years of glory, 
the only guy standing between us and a 
0 for 50 is John Kocinski. John was never 
really one of the good old boys, but he's 
clearly a product of the same school of 
dirt track and attitude that made the 
Martian's generation so hard to beat. 
When they race Kocinski, they race the 
last of a generation of American desper- 
ados. 

John won't have Uri Geller's help or 
la magia de Jerez going for him in Spain, 
but it might help if he knew we were 
pulling for him. I'll tell him you all said 
good luck. eN
